The first water crisis in Winchester’s 
history is over for. now, leaving anger and 
confusion in its wake as local citizens try to 
sort out the rumors and the facts and 
determine exactly whgt happened, 

Last Thursday, around 4 p.m., the State 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (EQE) ordered residents on the 
east side of town to boil their water for 20 
minutes as a result of tests showing high 
levels of coliform bacteria in the system. 

The order, however, according to Director 
of Public Works Walter Tonaszuck, came 
after extra chlorine added to the system had 
already killed off the bacteria. 

The Winchester Board of Health, along 
with Director of Public Health Michael 
Saraco, recommended to the selectmen 
Monday night that a full scale investigation of 
the contamination and the incidents 
surrounding it be undertaken. 

The selectmen agreed an investigation 


should be carried out, with Town Manager 
Groux, DPW Director Tonaszuck, and Health 
Director Saraco all to be involved. They 
asked for a report in two weeks. 

The chronology of events was as follows, 
according to numerous sources, including 
Director Tonaszuck, Saraco,"' Winchester 
Hospital Vice President Conrad Armstrong, 
and Fred Barker, senior sanitary engineer 
with the Tewksbury office of the EQE: 

Thursday, Sept. 22— The MDC lab in 
Medforti ran a routine test on a water sample 
taken from Winchester Hospital the same 
day. The MDC carries out seven such tests a 
week for the town from seven locations. The 
tests are required by the Safe Drinking Water 
Act of 1977, which went into effect June 24 
(The town previously tested water four times 
a month). 

The testing samples take about 20 hours to 
incubate, at which time lab workers take a 
literal count of the number of bacteria; the 


Reactions to crisis mixed: 
caution, criticism, praise 


Last week’s water crisis, and the handling 
of the situation by local and state officials, 
drew a mixed volley of responses from 
throughout the town. 

The selectmen hurriedly put the topic on 
their agenda for Monday night’s meeting. 
They heard comments from health officials 
and the public ranging from anger at the 
situation to praise for the way it was handled. 

Most of the criticism arose out of the 
notification procedure which went into effect 
late Thursday after the state issued an order 
for residents on the east side of town to boil 
their water for drinking and washing dishes. 
(The order was rescinded Sunday morning.) 

While announcements were being carried 
over several radio and television stations, 
notices were printed in several newspapers 
and town DPW workers worked overtime 
between 5-10 p.m. Thursday to hand deliver 
flyers telling residents to boil their water. 

Most of the 1500 residences in the affected 
area were reached; however, some persons 
never received the flyers nor heard the an- 


standard count is the number of bacteria per 
100 milliliters. 

Friday, Sept. 23— The results from the 
hospital sample revealed a bacteria count of 
66. The acceptable level is an average of one 
or less for the month; if the level rises to four 
or more, samples have to be repeated until 
two consecutive zero counts are received. 

Because of the high count, another test 
was taken. The state requires that this be 
done, 

“Normally the first thing you do is take 
repeats from the same sampling point to rule 
out lab error," explains EQE’s Barker. If the 
count is validated, that means not only 
coliform bacteria, but other organic con¬ 
taminants — other bacteria and viruses — 
could exist as well in the system. 

Snturday, Sept. 24— The test results from 
Friday’s sample revealed a count of 40; 
another test was taken. 

At first the DPW suspected the problem 
was localized at Winchester Hospital, but 
further sampling in other sites indicated that 
the problem was more widespread. At this 
point, no one was sure just how widespread

nouncements through the media; and some 
persons only heard of the boil order when 
contacted by their neighbors. 

The DPW received hundreds of calls in the 
days following the order from confused 
residents seeking an explanation for the order 
and wondering if they were in the affected 
area. The police department logged 679 such 
calls between 5-11:30 p.m. Sept. 29, the day of 
the order. 

At the selectmen^ meeting Monday, DPW 
Director Walter Tonaszuck explained that 
some of the residents, even though they lived 
in the area designated in the announcements, 
were not affected because their homes are 
linked to a different water system (the town 
has three systems in all). He said the boil 
order gave a general description to make sure 
all affected residents were informed. 

He also said about five per cent of the 
affected residents did not receive notice,

the contamination was, nor did anyone know 
the source. 

More chlorine was introduced into the 
water system, raising the chlorine level from 
.25 to 6.0 parts per million. 

Sunday, Sept. 25— The Saturday test count 
was 30. Another sample was taken. 

Monday, Sept. 26— The Sunday count was 
down to zero; however, since two consecutive 
zero readings are required, another sample 
was taken. The state was contacted about the 
weekend's samples — apparently the DPW 
had some difficulty contacting the state EQE 
over the weekend. At this point the state 
began to monitor the testing. 

A sample taken at the Mystic School 
revealed a high bacteria count. However, a 
dirty trap in one of the water lines was found 
and cleaned out, and the contamination level 
went back down to zero. 

Tuesday, Sept. 27— The Monday sample 
was back up to a count of 25. The state took 
charge of the testing, with the local DPW 
subject to their orders. Another test was 
taken. By this time the DPW had started 
flushing out hydrants in the area to attempt to 
clean out the system. 

At 3:45 p.m., the EQE contacted Arm¬ 
strong, who is vice president for general 
services at the Winchester Hospital, and 
instructed him to stop using tap water and ice 
at the facility. 

Armstrong immediately sent men out to 
obtain bagged ice from a non-contaminated 
area and to arrange for delivery of water and 
water dispensing units from the Belmont 
Springs Water Company. 

"Within 45 minutes of receiving notice 
from the state, we had temporary water 
fountains in use and ice distributed, so we 
were in a position to continue normal 
operations," Armstrong reported. Notices 
were hung at the hospital's coolers and in 
bathrooms to keep anyone from drinking the 
contaminated water. 

"There is no evidence of any kind of illness 
that came as a result of this," Armstong said. 
He noted, however, that the hospital was not 
informed of any high coliform counts until 
Tuesday afternoon. "1 can’t say why we 
didn't get any notice sooner," Armstrong said. 

The hospital was not the only one left in the 
dark — Health Director Michael Saraco 
reports he first found out about the water

Board ok’s 20 articles; liquor issue to go to meeting 


The board of selectmen approved a 20- 
article warrant for the fall town meeting 
Monday night which includes the first step on 
the road to allowing the serving of liquor in a 
local restaurant. 

Other major articles include action on the 
report of the Center Study Committee; ap¬ 
propriation of money for collective 
bargaining agreements; and several requests 
for zoning by-law changes. 

The selectmen are to meet tomorrow 
morning at 8 a.m. to close the warrant. 

Tke article on liquor licenses will ask the 
town meeting to approve a request to the 
legislature to pass a law and place on the 
ballot this spring a measure empowering the 
selectmen to issue no more than three 
licenses under certain conditions. 

The licenses would be allowed for 
restaurants with a dining room seating no less

than 75 persons and a function room seating 
no less than 25 persons. Included on the ballot 
question would be a statement by the select¬ 
men as to the specific conditions under which 
they would issue such a license. 

“This would give the selectmen total 
discretion over the issuance of licenses" and 
the determination of conditions, Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall told the board 
Monday night. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack said he had 
found someone interested in opening a 
restaurant meeting the general requirements 
outlined earlier by the board. Wilsack did not 
name the persons involved but noted he 
preferred a general article rather than one 
aimed at a specific proposal by any one in¬ 
dividual. 

If approved by town meeting, the measure 
would appear on the ballot at the March town 


School board recommends 
increase to six members 


The school committee is recommending 
that their membership be increased to six and 
that their terms of office extend to the end of 
town meeting. 

These and two other recommendations for 
changes in the town charter were agreed upon 
at a recent meeting of the school committee. 
They will be sent in a letter to the by-law 
revision study committee, which is con¬ 
sidering possible alterations in the two-year- 
old charter. 

The school committee agreed by general 
consensus that two other changes be 
recommended: 

—Thai the school budget presented to town 
meeting be the school committee's version 
rather than the finance committee's version: 

—And that the time period between the 
required public hearing and the final vote of

election. If the town then okayed the law, the 
selectmen would be empowered to begin 
issuing licenses— up to three in all. The board 
could, if it so chose, issue one or even none at 
all in the event no one prospective 
restauranteur could meet their conditions. 

By law, the question of whether or not to 
allow the sale of liquor in the town is recon¬ 
sidered by the voters every two years in the 
state biennial referendum. The motion to 
come before town meeting is worded so that 
the first reconsideration would come up at the 
1980 election rather than in 1978 (which would 
be only six months after initial approval). 

The question is removed from the biennial 
referendum for the town if the voters either 
approve or reject the move for three con¬ 
secutive elections. Then the question would 
have to be brought onto the ballot by petition. 

The approval of the town meeting article 
and subsequent approval by the state would 
side-step the need for a petition of 10 per cent 


of the town's voters to place the issue on the 
ballot; and it would move the question up 
from the fall 1978 state election to the spring 
1978 town election. 

Selectmen Chairman Barbara Hankins 
noted that “at least three of us on the board" 
have heard favorable opinions from town¬ 
speople on the question, 
the other articles on the fall warrant include: 

Article : To hear the reports of the town 
boards. 

Article : To act on the Center Study 
Committee report, and more specifically a 
proposal to spend $62,000 to have a consulting 
firm take a look at the center with a mind to 
making improvements in the business 
climate. 

Article : To see if the town will agree to 
waive all fees for inspection and certification 
of buildings and structures as places of public 
assembly. 

Article : To appropriate or transfer money 


the school committee on the budget be 
reduced from 30 to 14 days. 

Board Chairman Robert Frank, along with 
members Catherine Alexander and Heinrich 
Holland favored expanding the size of the 
committee to six members. Constance Papas, 
who voted to keep the number at five, said she 
had no "no real objections" to a six member 
board; however, she felt it was too early to 
judge the effectiveness of the smaller com¬ 
mittee. 

"From last year to this year I can see 
some positive benefits from having to focus in 
on the most important things we have to do 
and dropping some other things school 
committee members formerly did," said 
Mrs. Papas of the five member board, "and I 
don't think that’s entirely a bad thing. I feel 
comfortable with five." 

Board member Jack Noble agreed that the 
committee was spending more time on policy 
rather than administration. He even 
suggested the committee could be cut back to 
three members, "so they really stick to 
policy." 

Pointing out that some members of the 
committee inevitably have full-time jobs, 
Chairman Frank described his duties at town 
meeting time last year as an "inordinate" 
burden. He also argued that a vote of a six

Four foremen in the department of public 
works have rejected a grievance settlement 
offered up by the selectmen Monday night. 

The four men, John Dixon, Joseph Bavuso, 
Richard Horn, and John Horn, appeared 
before the board Monday, along with Town 
Employee Association (TEA) Business Agent 
Michael Roberts, to hear the recom¬ 
mendations of a subcommittee of the board, 
made up of Selectmen Arthur Dunbar and 
Richard Wilsack. 

As a result of the DPW reorganization, the 
four men were demoted from a W14 to a W13 
rank in the department (from foremen to 
“working” foremen). The change involved a 
drop in pay scale, though not an actual drop in 
pay, and the four men filed a grievance to be 
reinstated to the W14 rank and pay scale. 

Coasideration of the grievance by the 
selectmen represents the fourth stage of the 
grievance procedure, the last before ar¬ 
bitration. 

The subcommittee recommended that the 
men remain at the W13 position but be moved 
up to the W14 pay scale. Any changes 
resulting from future negotiations for the W14 
scale would apply to their pay. 

The pay adjustment amounts to a 25 cent 
per hour increase. The recommendation 
reads: 

"We recommend that the board of 
selectmen uphold the position that the four 
employees were not unjustly demoted from 
W14 to W13 positions. The elimination of 
certain positions under the new DPW table of 
organization left an excess of Wl4’s from the 
old departmental organization. In order to 
protect all of our employees’ job security and 
in particular these four employees, it was 
necessary to place these men in a W13 job 
classification." 

The report continues: "We also recom¬ 
mend and feel that it was the intent of the 


drafters of the Winchester Charter and the 
voters who approved same, that no employee 
should suffer financially." 

The men would continue at a W14 pay scale 
as long as they work for the town and as long 
as they remain at the W13 rank. Upon their 
retirement, the positions would revert back to 
the normal W13 pay scale. 

"Our reasons for this decision," reads the 
report, "are based on our interpretation of the 
Charter and based on these individuals’ long, 
dedicated service to the Town of Win¬ 
chester." 

"It seems to be a very fair solution to the 
problem, " said Chairman Barbara Hankins. 
The board voted unanimously to accept the 
recommendations. 

After hearing the recommendations, 
Roberts and the four foremen left the room to 
return later with an unfavorable response. 

"The only thing you took awaty from them 
(the foremen) was the thing they worked for 
so long — the title,” said Roberts. He ex¬ 
plained that he interpreted the solution of¬ 
fered as a violation of the collective 
bargaining agreement between the town and 
the TEA. 

"You leave us no other choice,” he said, 
but to go to arbitration. He said the pay in¬ 
crease in effect alters u portion of the 
collective bargaining agreement (which 
included setting pay scales for the various 
positions). "I can envision lots of problems," 
he added. 

After the meeting, Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, with whom the employees met in the 
third step of their grievance, commented that 
the board had given the men one of the two 
things they had asked — the higher pay scale 
— and questioned why the employees' would 
react to the granting of part of their request 
as a violation of the contract.

problem Tuesday, when an aquaintance 
called to tell him about the situation at the 
hospital Saraco then began contacting 
members of the board of health, Tonaszuck. 
and Town Manager Thomas Groux. 

Wednesday. Sept. 28— With tests showing 
continued problems with bacteria, a blanket 
testing procedure was implemented to try to 
determine the source and extent of the 
problem The bacteria count in the South 
Resevoir standpipe was found to be as high as 
1200-2000. and the pipe was sealed off. 

Instead, water was started directly from 
the resevoir, where the count was much 
lower, through the South Resevoir’s 
chlorinator and directed into the mains. The 
town began to flush the standpipe; this 
procedure was followed by the refilling of the 
pipe with water run through the treatment 
system, which was then heavily chlorinated 
directly in the pipe The water sat for 2-1 
hours, was tested, flushed again, and 
retested 

Thursday. Sept. 29— Wednesday's tests 
revealed the bacteria count was still high, so 
at around 4 p.m., the order to boil water was 
issued by David Stanley, water commissioner 
for the GQG. 

The area to which the boiling order applied 
was generally east of Main street from the 
Medford line to Washington street; and east 
of Washington street to the Woburn line. Some 
streets within this area were not affected, 
since they are hooked up to another system. 

Saraco told The Star he spoke with 
Thomas F. McLaughlin, regional en¬ 
vironmental engineer for the Metro-Boston 
Northeast Region, on Thursday morning after 
he heard < for the first time) that the problem 
involved more than the hospital McLaughlin, 
according to Saraco. said the state would in 
all likelihood issue the order, but he would not 
say for sure until final word came from the 
commissioners. 

In anticipation of the order, the DPW

the public. At <1 p.m. the order came, and 
DPW workers went out between 5-10 p.m. to 
hand out the fivers. Meanwhile, the state was 
notifying the radio and television stations. 

When test results came in for Thursday, 
the bacteria count was back down to zero. The 
count remained satisfactory through Friday 
and Saturday The south standpipe remained 
sealed off from The rest of the system. 

Sunday, Oct. 2— At 9 a m. the state lifted 
the tailing order 

The question of how the contamination 
came about has yet to be answered. The most 
often repeated suggestion is vandalism, i.e. 
that someone managed to put something in 
the water, possibly through the south stand¬ 
pipe. Tonaszuck said the hatch cover on top of 
the pipe was unlocked; a lock has since been 
placed on the hatch. If it was indeed vandals, 
other questions which arise are who and why? 

The other possible cause cited by the state 
is the chlorinator itself. EQE’s Barker 
suggests that perhaps at night, when the low 
level of water use might be effecting a shutoff 
of the chlorinator, raw water could be en¬ 
tering the system The EQE is monitoring the 
treatment facilities to see if this is the 
problem. 

It seems unlikely the the actual cause will 
ever be discovered, according to Barker. 

Meanwhile, the chlorine level in the water 
remains high; the town will gradually turn 
back the level as the state allows until a more 
normal level is reached. Though the chemical 
gives off a disagreeable odor and taste, both 
state and local officials insist the high level of 
chlorine poses no danger to health.

selectmen that “some aspects of the way in 
which it was handled were less than ideal." 
He noted that notification via the handbills in 
many cases arrived after tke evening dinner 
hour and suggested that the town establish a 
policy of using sound trucks in the event a 
similar situation should arise in the future. 

“This situation was a test of the system," 
said Hill, who urged the board to have more 
complete and accurate information 
distributed in the future. He noted much of the 
confusion among the public arose because the 
handbills did not explain the problem. 

“We didn't have time to prepare a detailed 
statement," responded Tonaszuck. Hill 


quite honestly," commented Dr. Lawrence F. 
Quigley, a member of the board of health who 
attended the meeting Monday. 

However, Dr. Quigley and Public Health 
Director Michael Saraco complained to the 
selectmen that they were not informed of the 
water problem contamination earlier. Saraco 
said he too had received “many, many calls" 
from residents. 

“It is absolutely essential," Quigley said 
later, "that the board of health be notified 
immediately" of any such contamination. “It 
is important to realize,” he told the select¬ 
men, “that with the very old and the very 
young, there could be a mortality problem —

Town Manager Thomas Groux said, 
“There was no feeling (at the time) 
that there was any immediate danger." 
Tonaszuck also reflected this view: "It wasn’t 
a panic situation — the order to boil was 
strictly a precautionary measure." State 
officials also said the town "has been very 
cooperative."

Tonaszuck noted that while public 
notification is required by law, the 
distribution of the handbills is not specifically 
required. 

Resident Allen Hill complained to the 
althCnre - 3 - 3 - 
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While the exact cause of the contamination 
has not been determined, Quigley said he 
found it hard to believe that counts as high as 
were registered at the south standpipe were 
caused by anything but vandalism. 

His recommendations to the selectmen 
included tightening the security at the 
standpipes and immediate notification of the 
board of health in the event of a similar oc¬ 
curence, so that the board may be on hand to 
assist when the system is being checked out. 

Another of Quigley’s suggestions was that 
the town arrange to switch over immediately 
to the MDC water system as soon as an 
emergency arises. He questioned whether the 
problem of contamination would recur when 
the chlorine levels in the system are reduced 
to normal levels again in the next few weeks. 
He proposed that the board consider hooking 
into the MDC water until the cause of last 
week’s crisis is determined and preventive 
measures are taken. 

Saraco told the board, “I recommend that 
a complete investigation be made” and later 
told TTie Star, “If the board of selectmen 
won’t investigate, I will as the public health 
director." He added, "This is a serious 
matter, and I've got a job to do.” 

Saraco told the selectmen he found out the 
hospital was using bottled water on Tuesday; 
and that he only learned of the extent of the 


problem Thursday morning, a week after the 
first tests had been made. 

There have been reports from some 
residents of illness, which may or may not be 
directly associated with the contamination. 

Some at the meeting questioned why 
residents weren't notified until Thursday. 
While the DPW was initially blamed for this, 
it was pointed out that once the state took over 
the monitoring of the testing on Tuesday, the 
DPW became subject to the authority of the 
state. 

“It seems there was a tardiness in the 
state reporting," noted Dr. Quigley, who 
conceded, however, that it takes two days for 
the state to get positive results from their 
tests. 

Dr. Quigley commented that local agen¬ 
cies do not have the authority to go beyond the 
decisions made by the State Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering, the 
agency responsible for issuing the boil order. 

A final recommendation from Quigley was 
that water be tested both going into and 
coming out of the pipes in the system. 

The latest report on the town water works, 
submitted to the selectmen this summer by 
Groux, notes the need for better security 
around the three resevoir ponds and 
recommends that a program be initiated to 
fence in the entire area.

member committee would require a •1-2 
majority, "which would make it harder for 
the school committee to reverse its decisions 
after an election." 

"A 4-2 majority is a more solid way to run 
this part of the world," Frank said. As for the 
possibility of deadlocks in committee votes. 
Frank commented. "I never thought it was a 
detriment when I was on the committee with 
six members." He noted the board more often 
than not found ways to compromise and ef¬ 
fectively make policy decisions. 

Though she voted to stick to five, Mrs. 
ha pas pointed out that the smaller board 
might find itself left with only one senior 
member after an election. 

Asked about his preferences, Superin¬ 
tendent William MacDonald conceded that he 
found it easier to work with the five memher 
board. "However," he said, "I don't think it's 
a function of numbers; it’s a function of in¬ 
dividuals. It's easier to work with only five 
nervous systems." 

The committee agreed that terms of office 
should run to the end of town meeting to avoid 
having newly elected school board members 
faced with defending at town meeting a 
budget they did not play a role in creating. 
Frank noted this situation has put pressure on 
the remaining members to take on the 
unreasonable task of mastering all the details 
of the entire school budget, even though they 
may not have played a direct role in 
preparing some sections of it. 

Finance committee Chairman Alice 
Mirak, who attended Monday’s meeting to 
discuss budget procedures with the school 
board, explained that the FinCom is 
preparing a proposal that all elected boards 
have their terms of office expire after town 
meeting. 

Frank also noted that this proposal would 
also have the change of office occurring 
around the end of the school year. 

On budget presentation, Chairman Frank 
and Mrs. Papas said they questioned why 
town meeting should act on a FinCom version 
of the school budget, when the school com¬ 
mittee is the group charged with preparation 
of that budget. 

"We shouldn't have to be on the defen¬ 
sive," said Mrs. Papas, who added she didn't 
like being in the position of proposing 
amendments to the FinCom budget to bring it 
back to the level of the school committee’s 
original proposal. She said the FinCom should 
be the one to make the amendments. 

"I don’t think that will fly," was Mrs. 
Mirak's response to the suggested change. 
She explained that she saw the school

executive budget of the town manager.

Selectmen ok modified TOPICS plan 


The selectmen have decided they would 
like to get some hardware from the TOPICS 
program, but they don't want the extras. 

The board voted 4-1 Monday night to send 
the Traffic Operations Program to Increase 
Capacity and Safety plans back to the state 
with modifications and see if the state will 
still give the town money for the program 

The program is designed to improve 
conditions at five intersections: Washington 
and Forest streets, Cambridge and Pond 
streets, Cambridge and Wildwood streets. 
Church and Bacon streets, and Skillings road- 
Washington street-Mt Vernon street. 

The selectmen, opposed to any major 
changes in the appearance of the five in¬ 
tersections, agreed that the town should see if 
the state will provide funds for replacement 
of the existing lights with "smart" lights and 
for new standing lights at Cambridge and 
Pond streets. 

The original plans called for installing 
mast arms and guy-wires, from which lights 
would be suspended, and for widening the 
roadway in some cases, which would involve 
land-takings. 

The board opposed any land-takings, and 
Town Manager Thomas Groux, Town 
Engineer Jake Ciarcia, and Safety Officer 
John McKinley came up with a revised plan 
involving no such procedures. Groux 
presented the plan to the board Monday night. 

Groux said he recommended the town 
eliminate the land-takings, road widenings, 
extra turning lanes, guy wires and mast arms 
and take whatever hardware the state would 
be willing to pay for. One exception he noted 
was at Cambridge and Wildwood, where he 
said some widening of the road seemed 
necessary. He added that “we may be able to 
do that within the existing right-of-way." 


The lone dissenter in the final vote. 
Selectman Edward O'Connell, said. “We re 
probably harking up a leafless tree to think 
we are going to get some equipment out of a 
plan we have rejected." 

However, there was strong oppostition 
from Selectmen Arthur Dunbar and Richard 
Wilsack to any substantial changes in the 
existing lighting at the intersections (except 
at Cambridge and Pond streets, where at 
present no lights at all exist). In particular 
they objected to the installation of mast arms, 
which would hang lights over the middle of 
the intersection. 

“1 have no problem asking for a 
replacement of hardware and new hardware 
where it is required," Dunbar added. He said 
he was also in favor of replacing old lights 
with new "smart" lights, which react to cars 
pulling up to the intersection. 

Chairman Barbara Hankins asked Officer 
McKinley, "Are mast arms the way they 
build traffic signals these days? If we asked 
for old-fashioned lights, would the state 
agree?"

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Lessons learned 


The crisis has passed, but there are some gaps in the tape, as they say. 

In general, the emergency precipitated by bacterial contamination of 
part of Winchester’s water supply the first such incident in the town's 
history was handled effectively by local officials. Fortunately, aside 
from the possibility that a few local citizens contracted temporary illness 
from the contamination, no one was seriously affected. 

The fii'st signs of the contamination appeared Sept. 23, when the 
results from a water test taken at Winchester Hospital the day before 
revealed a high bacteria count. It took another day and another test 
sample to confirm the presence of bacteria in the water system on the 
east side, and another two days before the State Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering was notified. 

Ironically, by the time the state agency issued an order for residents of 
the east side of town to boil their water last Thursday, the bacterial count 
had gone back down to zero, and the threat was over. But as a 
precautionary measure, the order can hardly be criticized. After three 
successive days of tests revealed no bacteria in the system, the order was 
rescinded Sunday morning. 

Mjuch of the credit for avoiding any serious health problem should go 
to the Safe Water Drinking Act, a federal law, administered by the state, 
which went into effect June 34 of this year. The law increased the number 
of samples and locations of samples that must be taken to monitor 
municipal water supplies. The law also requires public notification in the 
event the test results reveal contamination of the system. 

As Selectmen Chairman Barbara Hankins pointed out at her board's 
meeting Monday night, had the contamination of the system occurred 
last year, the story might be a different, and a more tragic one 
altogether. 

Nonetheless, there are some gaps. 

The order to boil water came a week after signs of contamination were 
first discovered. While the order, according to the state and several local 
officials involved in the incident, was a “precautionary measure,” there 
is the possibility that this kind of bacterial contamination could have a 
severe effect on some individuals within a very short period of time the 
very old, the very young, and those with chronic ailments are especially 
susceptible to the effects of contaminated water. 

Of course, if issuing an order to boil is merely a precaution, there is 
little point in creating undue alarm. On the other hand, accurate and 
complete information is less likely to produce a panic than rumors. And 
the sight of bottled water in use at the hospital and hydrants being flushed 
did make a few persons wonder what was going on. 

What is disconcerting is that the state was not or could not be informed 
of the situation until Monday, even though the first contaminated sample 
was taken the previous Thursday. What is even more disturbing is that 
local public health officials were not made aware of the problem until a 
week after the first sample was taken and even then, they found out 
through hearsay. Of all the parties involved, they should certainly be 
among the first to know. 

Even Winchester Hospital was not informed until Tuesday, Sept. 27 
four days after the first test results were in. Even if the first days’ test 
results were not confirmed, the hospital from which the test sample 
was taken should have known about the potential for contamination. 

And finally, even though the state did not act until a week after the 
contamination was discovered, could not some effort have been un¬ 
dertaken by local DPW officials to inform the public as to what was going 
on? 

The claim has been made that local officials cannot override the 
authority of the state in these matters. But it is hard to imagine the state 

or the law opposing any reasonable effort by local officials to make 
the public aware of potential hazard to the public health. 

It is hard to deny that the local officials involved with the problem did 
not act in good faith. To a certain extent they even went beyond the 
guidelines of the law in dealing with the situation the distribution of 
handbills to the affected area Thursday night, for example, was not 
required by law. And it must be taken into consideration that this is the 
first time such an incident has occurred. 

But in the interests of pubic health, a tighter system of com¬ 
munication, at least between the DPW and local public health officials, 
should be established. 

The crisis has passed without much harm being done. We are all more 
aware of the potential hazards involved. And the lessons gained by the 
experience should not be ignored. DKF'

Water, water...

Today it is common to read about 
problems with America's drinking water 
which is a sign of Ihe times. Now that it has hit 
home, this is a good time to take a realistic 
look at our drinking water and its problems. 

The tap water we drink is exposed to many 
forms of pollution, like organic contaminants 
chemicals - heavy metals pipe corrosion 
viruses chlorine and chlorine by-products 
like chloroform, a known carcinogen < cancer- 
causing agent) and yet these impurities are 
being ignored under our present system. We 
are mainly geared to bacterial control by just 
adding chlorine to the water for disinfection. 

Meeting Ihe state's standards does not 
insure safe drinking water for the standards 
are also geared to bacteria contamination 

Tap water is the end product of 7 sources of 
pollution: 

1 1) Bain and snow is contaminated as it 
falls through the polluted air. 

(2 1 band run-off washes all kinds of 
chemicals and pesticides into our water 
supplies. 

(3) Lakes and Reservoirs are polluted 
from Mother Nature from decomposition of 
plant and animal life. 

(4) Chlorination does more than disinfect 
water. It produces new and dangerous 
chemicals. 

(5) Pipe contamination must he controlled 
by a chlorine residual but it is not always the 
case. Many people are getting a false sense of 
security. 

(6) Pipe corrosion releases heavy metals 
into the drinking water. Water dissolves most 
everything it makes contact with and metal 
pipes are no exception 

(7) Faucet strainers are very dangerous. 
They trap and collect bugs - worms and fresh 
water shrimp and breed harmful bacteria and 
viruses. 

Our Water Works is outdated and obsolete. 
We must face up to the fact that the water we 
drink is not as good as it should be and 
something more must be done. 

The EPA (Environmental Protection 
Agency) has recently discovered that the 
chlorine does more than disinfect the water. 
It has harmful reactions even in non-polluted 
waters. We have been using the wrong 
disinfectant for the last 60 years. Chlorine is 
only the lesser of two evils. We must find a 
new method of disinfecting our drinking 
water. 

Natural occurring compunds in water by 
themselves are harmless but once they are 
chlorinated, they become carcinogens. One of 
Ihe chemicals produced is chloroform which 
is composed of carbon, hydrogen and 
chlorine. 

A Government study made throughout the 
country was released last Spring which 
showed that there is a 44 per cent higher rate 
of cancer in the gastrointestinatl and urinary 
tract in cities with chlorinated water than 
non-chlorinated water. 

There is no question that chlorinated water 
plays a major role in the cause of cancer. I)r. 
Samuel Epstein, a surgeon, a professor and a 
specialist in cancer research said on Dan 
Rather’s CBS show, "i think a very serious 
question has been raised against a great 
number of people in authority in this country 
for their having allowed the continued ex¬ 
posure of human population to chemical 
carcinogens in water.” 

Stale testing for the amounts of 
chloroform in drinking water has been 
available for the last two years but has never 
been made on the Winchester water supply. 
“Don't alarm the Public" seems to be the rule 
here. The theory on what the public doesn't 
know won't hurt them is not a good safe 
practice. It is important we know how much 
chloroform is in our drinking water so we 
know best how to cope with it. 

Faucet strainers are also dangerous 
because they collect bugs, worms and shrimp 
from our unfiltered reservoirs. Our faucet 
strainers act as a breeding bed for harmful 
bacteria and viruses. The MDC knows of the 
problem but feel it is not their job to notify the 
public. It is up to the cities and towns to take 
on this responsibility. 

The New England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham lias removed all the faucet 
strainers throughout the Hospital because 
they found this unsanitary condition. 

Viruses can go unharmed under our 
present water treatment system. How many 
viruses reach us through our tap is anyone’s 
guess. 

An EPA booklet released this year says 
that, "Modern science is now equipped to 
identify specific chemicals in terms of parts 
per billion in water testing. These figures are 
difficult for the layman to grasp. Bui in case 
you think that such small amounts can't be 
very significant, keep in mind that one can 
get sick from a single microscopic virus 
particle." 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
tap water is among one of the most dangerous 
products we consume. 

The water we drink plays a major role on 
health and it should not be taken for granted 
any longer. We must improve every aspect of 
our drinking water system including a 
modern filtration plant that will remove most 
of the harmful impurities in our drinking 
water. 

Last week's water situation bears out how 
lax and inefficient our present system is. If 
Winchester wants good, clean, safe drinking 
water, now is an ideal time to act. Remember 
that our Government will not act unless its 
people demand immediate action.

I am very upset over the way the water 
dpeartment and Ihe board of health handled 
tlie bacteria problem in Town Why did they 
notify the Winchester Hospital hut allow its 
citizens to drink high dosages of harmful 
bacteria for a week before notifying its 
citizens? 

A member of my family is ill and must be 
very careful with his diet. At the time we were 
drinking this contaminated water, he had a 
relapse 1 have a good mind to sue the town 
for I am sure the relapse was caused from 
this situation. 

Whenever coliform bacteria is present, it 
also indicates the presence of harmful 
viruses. The viruses ingested could also 
trigger off future illnesses. 

I have removed the faucet strainers from 
my faucets for they collect bugs and worms. 
We have a jewelers magnifying glass to see 
them and it looks like a horror show. 

I am (ired of being at the inconsiderate 
mercy of our local water works. I can be 
careful about Ihe food I serve hut feel helpless 
for what comes out of my tap 

This town badly needs a water treatment 
plant, but until one is built, i have installed a 
home water pruifier. It gives me protection 
against harmful bacteria - viruses - pipe 
corrosion - and removes the chlorine and 
other chemicals! 

I do not feel that I should have to pay for 
this unit let alone its sales tax. The town or the 
state should pick up this lab. After all, I am 
paying for good quality water and this is what 
I expect. I feel that a tax break should be 
given on home water purifiers. There should 
also be a bill passed to exempt sales tax for 
these devices. The bill should be retroactive 
lor those who have found a way to protect 
themselves.

Arbitration review 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Legislature this year voted to override 
the Governor's veto of a two year extension of 
the law which provides for compulsory and 
binding arbitration as a final step in collective 
bargaining between municipalities and police 
and fire unions. This was a set back for Home- 
Rule; a weakening of local control over tax 
rates. 

Municipal officials all across the state 
have refused to accept defeat in this matter. 
They have decided to mobilize tax payers 
through an initiative petition drive. A petition 
has been drafted which would submit an 
arbitration award to the voters for approval if 
requested by either the union or the 
municipality within 20 days of publishing the 
award. Awards which were not supported by 
Ihe voters would be returned to the 
bargaining table for further negotiations. 
This effectively gives a final review to those 
who must pay the taxes which finance an 
arbitration award. 

The initiative petition drive is supported 
by all of the following associations of 
municipal officials: Selectmens Association, 
Association of Finance Committees, League 
of Cities and Towns, Association of Town 
Managers and Mayors. 

The Winchester Board of Selectmen by a 
vote of 4 to 1 is officially supporting the 
initiative petition drive. 

The citizens of Winchester have been 
asked to do their part; ohtain 1,000 signatures 
by November 18. At the request of the 
selectmen a committee has been formed to 
coordinate the petition drive. Robert C. 
Ericson, 155 High si., will serve as coor¬ 
dinator for Winchester. A working group to 
recruit petition circulators and direct ac¬ 
tivities has been formed: Mary A. Meader, 10

He said thank you through 
the tears and wrapped his towel around his 
shoulders as he embraced his wife. Right 
there on television Pele reminded us in a few 
seconds that sports are meant to be played by 
human beings and not by agent-ridden multi¬ 
million dollar bonus babies. 

Winchester has felt the gift which Pele 
brought this country. Hundreds of our 
children sign up for the fall and the spring 
youth soccer program.

What’s the problem? 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The saying that; “For every difficult 
problem, there are thousands of simple 
solutions, all of them wrong" is amply proven 
by two letters concerning the use of con¬ 
sultants to develop plans for the upgrading of 
Winchester Center. 

In his letter, J. Ken Macneill, suggests that 
there is sufficient talent available, in Win¬ 
chester, so that hiring a consulting firm is a 
waste of money. As proof, he uses the 
example of the company from which he was 
retired. This company had sufficient “in- 
house” talent so that it never needed con¬ 
sultants. For the sake of discussion, we will 
accept that statement, while noting that such 
a situation is atypical. Mr. Macneill con¬ 
veniently ignores the crucial element in his 
equation; that superlative "in-house” talent 
was paid staff. It is hardly fair to expect some 
small, workable group of citizens to donate a 
minimum of 2500 hours to such a project. 

Should we hire consultants, we can only 
hope'that we will get what we pay for. On the 
other hand, if we pay nothing, we can be 
assured of getting what we pay for. We have 
gotten that from previous, unpaid groups. 

Mr. Carroll's theory is wonderfully sim¬ 
ple; Shopping centers do not have parking 
meters — shopping centers have customers: 
Winchester Center has parking meters — 
Winchester Center does not have customers. 
Ergo: Remove the parking meters and 
Winchester Center will have customers. The 
attraction of shopping centers is the breadth 
and texture of the goods and services offered, 
not free parking. 

If one were to determine the fully allocated 
costs of parking meters, acquisition, in¬ 
stallation, maintenance, collection en¬ 
forcement, and administration, it would be 
evident that no revenue accrues to the town. 
Indeed, the existence of parking meters is 
solely for the purpose of increasing the 
availability of parking spaces; a subsidy to 


the merchants. 

The problem, it seems, is that we are not 
willing to recognize the problem. 

Winchester Center is marvelous if one 
wishes to buy a home, insurance, phar¬ 
maceuticals, ice cream or shoes; go to a 
bank; see a lawyer, doctor or dentist; or have 
one's hair done. The unfortunate fact is that 
no one of these businesses is typically the 
keystone of a shopping center. 

In my view, paid, professional planners 
are the only ones able to objectively assess 
the problem and to present workable 
solutions which the citizens of Winchester can 
support and implement. 

I take that position with one reservation. 
Under no circumstance should the town 
manager be involved in any portion of the 
selection process. His incompetence has been 
amply illustrated already.

National survival 

EDITOR OF TME STAR: 

An outright transfer of our country's 
sovereign rights in the Canal Zone of Panama 
to an ally of Fidel Castro’s communist Cuba is 
in the works. 

This treaty to give away our Panama 
Canal is a threat to America's national 
security indeed, to our nation’s very sur¬ 
vival in the future. The issue is national 
survival. 

The Canal Zone is the exclusive property 
of the U S., according to a treaty signed freely 
by the State of Panama in 1903. We paid more 
for that territory than for all other U.S. 
property put together. 

Furthermore, we paid for it four times: 
once to Panama, once to the French, once to 
the neighboring state of Colombia, and finally 
to individual property owners. 

But we did t re than just purchase 
property. .Ye purchased sovereign rights to 
that property. that means that no 

government on ea n can interfere with our 
use of American territory. 

The dictator of Panama, Gen. Omar 
Tonijos, is a Marxist. His government is 
comprised of Marxists. He is allied to Fidel 
Castro. He is in sympathy with the Soviet 
Union's goal of forced communization of our 
entire hemisphere. 

Tonijos is an unstable, unpredictable 
tyrant who has outlawed all political parties 
in Panama, except the communist party. He 
will not tolerate opposition. 

The Canal is not outdated and outmoded, 
as surrender advocates claim. In the past 30 
months, some 750 U.S. Navy ships used the 
canal on affairs directly related to our 
national security. Only a handful of our very 
largest U.S. ships cannot use the canal. This 
shortcut passage between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans literally doubles the strength 
and effectiveness of our navy. And it saves 
billions of dollars. 

Furthermore, if the canal were in the 
hands of Tonijos, a Marxist would have 
almost life and death control over Nicaragua, 
Ecuador, Peru and Chile (their trade depends 
on the canal). 

The most telling argument against this 
treaty are the words of four former chiefs of 
naval operations, the highest post attainable 


in the U.S. Navy, who wrote President Car¬ 
ter: 

“Loss of the Panama Canal...would 
contribute to the encirclement of the U.S. by 
hostile naval forces, and threaten our ability 
to survive.” 

This is the informed opinion of America’s 
top military commanders, men who know 
best the value of the Zone. They can speak 
freely, because they have all retired, so they 
aren’t going to face presidential pressure. 

The government of Panama is paying 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to “Public 
Affairs Analysts,” a U.S. consultant firm, to 
run a fancy, Madison avenue style P.R. 
campaign for the treaty. 

If President Carter succeeds in this give¬ 
away attempt the demands of Omar Tonijos, 
Fidel Castro, and the Soviet Union will be 
met. Our most strtegic possession will be lost. 

The people must stop this treaty to 
surrender the Panama Canal Zone. Your 
representatives should hear from you before 
it is too late.

Rep. Saltmarsh reports... 

Aircraft noise should wane 


by the time the turkey’s gone 


Winchester residents, who have been 
plagued by noise pollution from low-flying 
planes en route to Logan Airport, received 
assurance from Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. this week that the aggravation will cease 
by the latter part of November. 

Rep. Saltmarsh, in response to numerous 
complaints about the increased frequency of 
low-flying planes that sound not unlike dive 
bombers, visited Massport with Mrs. 
Margaret M. Melilli of 26 Nassau dr. early 
last June. 

They voiced their complaints to Noise 
Abatement Officer Donna Berman and were 
told that Logan Airport had embarked on a 
major construction program April 15, which 
involved paving and painting runway and the 
approach end of 22L, and the overlaying of 
taxiway D, C, and E intersections at 9-27 and 
stub runway 15L-33R. 

"We were given the impression that this 
work would be completed by July 1," Salt¬ 
marsh said, "and we understood that a far 
greater than usual number of flights would be 
diverted to runway 15R which puts them on a 
flight path that causes thqm to pass over 
residential areas such as Winchester.” 

During the summer, however, more and 
more planes caused a great number of 
Winchester residents to demand corrective 
action and Saltmarsh made additional trips to 
Massport. 

"I discovered that the construction 
program actually involved four phases,” 
Saltmarsh explaiuned “and that Mrs. Melilli 
and I had only learned of Phase I during our 
intial visit. 

"Phase II began on July 5 when runway 
4R, 22L was closed for the installation of a 
CAT II approach system and completion of 
center lines and touchdown lights. During this 
phase, there was a 57-hour closure over a 
weekend of runway section 9-27 and 4R. That 
was a noisy weekend for Winchester,” 
Saltmarsh continued. 

"This phase was completed Sept, l but 
Phase III involved the overlay of runway 22L 
and the completion of the center line light 
system. Starting Sept. 6 and running through 
yesterday, this phase also necessitated a 57- 
hour closing of intersection 4R and 15R." 

Saltmarsh said phase IV, the final step of 
the program, began Sept. 6 and will continue 
through Nov. 25 when the grooving and 
repainting of runway 9-27 and 4R, 22L will be 
completed. 

"1 have been in constant touch with the 
noise abatement officer during the course of 
this construction program,” Rep. Saltmarsh 
said, “and I am convinced that Logan Airport 
is making a sincere effort to improve the 
safety conditions and to decrease the noise 
pollution that has caused distress to airlines 
and Greater Boston residents. 

. “Unfavorable wind conditions and the 
prolonged spell of unusually hot weather we 
experienced during the summer had a lot to 
do with the exceptionally high noise volume 
we experienced. When you consider the fact 
that during 1976 only 4.5 percent of all aircraft 
landing at Logan used runway 15R as com¬ 


pared to 27 percent during July and 19 percent 
during August of this year, it is un¬ 
derstandable why residents began to think we 
were living on the outskirts of Logan itself. 
Once planes can approach the airport along 
flight paths that lead them over the water, 
things will return to normal.” 

Saltmarsh said that it was imperative 
Logan undertake the construction project in 
order to remove the designation of the Back 
Star awarded it by International Federation 
of Air Line Pilots Associations because they 
felt noise abatement regulations led to the 
violation of the association’s safety stan¬ 
dards. 

Massport has filed criminal complaints 
against United, Braniff, Eastern and Tran¬ 
sworld Airlines for violating rules on noisy 
takeoffs and testing engines at night. They 
have discouraged the use of 70’s and DC8’s 
and they have assessed fines on those airlines 
whose pilots take off with a blast, Saltmarsh 
claimed. 

"There is no question that there has been 
cause for concern during this construction 
period," he continued. "People who live in the 
Highlands and on the hills of the town have 
especially suffered from ear-shattering noise. 
Television reception has been disrupted.” 

"They have made their oposition known to 
me and I have made it known to the powers- 
that-be,” Saltmarsh said. "It is because of 
alert citizens such as we have in Winchester 
that intolerable conditions will not be allowed 
to continue. I have been assured by Massport 
that they have never failed to meet a con¬ 
struction deadline. 

‘I feel certain that two days after 
Thanksgiving we can look forward to a 
reasonable quiet town again,” he concluded.

“There are no plans for new or additional 
flight patterns over the Medford-Winchester 
urea,” says S.G. Payne, deputy public affairs 
officer for the FAA in Burlington. Payne 
pointed out that the beacon in Medford has 
been there for some time and Is used as a 
navigational aide.

Pupil-teacher ratios 

Pupil-teacher ratios in Winchester's 
elemtary schools are, on the average, below 
the guidelines set by the school ad¬ 
ministration. The lower ratio is caused by the 
unexpectedly large drop in enrollment’ this 
year, and by an uneven distribution of 
students'from grade to grade and school to 
school. 

The average ratio in the elementary 
schools, including kindergarten and special 
education classes, is 20,!) students pet- 
teacher. This ratio, however, does not take 
into account teacher aides in the special 
education classes, in grade -1 at the Mystic 
School, and for three classes in grades 2-3 at 
the Vinson-Owen School. 

There are 13 kindergarten classes with a 
total population of 231 students. The classes 
range in size from 11 to 24. The pupil-teacher 
ratio averages out to 17.8-to 1. 

Superintendent William C MacDonald 
explained that some of the classes were small 
because of the enrollment drop, which in 
some cases left the school department with 
more teachers than are needed, according to 
the ratio formulas. However, teacher con¬ 
tracts had already been signed, leaving the 
school department with extra staff, 

The 1857 students in grades 1-6 are divided

into 84 classes, with an average ratio of 22.1- 
to-1 Because of the uneven distribution of 
students, there are 21 split classes in the eight 
elementary schools. 

Eleven of the split classes combine grades 
5 and 6; one is for grades 4 and 5: one for 
grades 3 and 4: three for grades 2 and 3; and 
four for grades 1 and 2. 

There are six split classes at Ambrose; 
five each at Noonan and Washington; four at 
Parkhurst; one at Vinson-Owen; and none at 
Lincoln. Muraco, and Mystic. 

Pupil-teacher ratios for the eight schools 
break down as follows: Ambrose, 22.9-to-l; 
Lincoln, 20.9-to-l; Muraco, 22.3-to-l; Mystic, 
21.4-to-l; Noonan, 18.6 to 1; Parkhurst, 18.0- 
to-1; Vinson-Owen, 23.0-to-l; Washington, 
18.9-to 1. 

There are five special education classes 
with a student population of 46. 

The guidelines established by the ad¬ 
ministration for the various grades are as 
follows: 


For grade 1. 22-to-l at all schools except 
Noonan, where it is 21-to-l. 

For grades 2-6, 25-to-l nt Ambrose, Lin¬ 
coln. Muraco, Parkhurst, and Vinson-Owen; 
24.2-to-l at Mystic; 21-to-l at Noonan; and 
22.6-to-l at Washington. 

For kindergarten, up to 25 students makes 
up one session with a half teacher; 26-30 vs 
one session with a half teacher and half aide; 
31-50 is two sessions with one teacher; 51-62 is 
two sessions with one teacher and one aide; 
and 63-75 is three sessions with one-and-half 
teacher positions. 

Several factors not reflected in the 
enrollment figures have some bearing on the 
establishment of the ratios, including 
classroom sizes, school facilities, and 
whether or not the school operates with an 
"open" or “closed" classroom concept.

A showcase full of mushroom sculptures 
by Winchester's Maria Maravigna will be on 
display at the Winchester Public Library 
during the month of October. Represented are 
both edible and poisonous mushrooms, from 
the emerging bud to the mature flower, in 
natural colors and shapes. 

In addition to the ceramic mushroom 
exhibit, Miss Maravigna's watercolors, 
books, and an oil painting are also displayed.

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Fire Prevention Week 

Smoke detectors can save lives 


Fire Prevention Week is observed not 
celebrated by the United States and 
Canada each October, during the Sunday- 
through-Saturday period that includes 
October 9 

This date is the anniversary of "The tlreat 
Chicago Fire" of 1871 which marked tke real 
start of community effort to prevent fires, 
instead of concentrating only on putting them 
out 

Toll of the Chicago fire was monumental in 
terms of the young frontier city and of the 
economy of those days: 250 lives lost; 17,430 
buildings destroyed; estimated cost $108 
million in property lost 

"Observed" will continue to be the right 
word for Fire Prevention Week as long as 
fire's annual toll remains at astronomical 
levels, even in proportion to today's 
population growth and economic inflation: in 
the US alone. 11,800 fire deaths in a single 
year; 3.1 million fires; dollar losses well over 
$4 billion 

When everyone pays attention to "Where 
there's smoke , there should be a smoke 
alarm" when the cost of fire decreases 
greatly in terms of human suffering and 
death when fires no longer destroy vast 
numbers of homes, schools, churches, 
commercial and industrial properties only 
then will Fire Prevention Week move from 
being an observance to being a time of real 
celebration 


How much dependence should we have on 
fire detection warning systems'.’ 

According to Hoston Fire Department 
Director of Communications John J. Collins, 
75 per cent of all fire-related deaths could 
have been prevented by a fire detection unit. 

Of the 12.000 fire-related deaths a year, 
more than 50 per cent occur in one and two- 
family homes There have been 04,000 
fatalities in the past 10 years in fires. One 
person out of 50 suffers a major loss due to 
fire 

Even though fire-rated materials should 
be used in walls, doorways and exits, the need 
remains for early warning smoke detection 
devices. Provisions should be made in all 
building codes for detection equipment: 
although detection equipment represents an 
additional cost factor, can we measure the 
cost in lives? 

Robert T. Killam, real estate editor for the 


Boston Herald recently pointed out these 
statistics;

firerelated deaths in the United States than 
anywhere else in the world: we have twice the 
number per capita in Canada, four times the 
rate in Great Britain, and six times the rate in 
Japan; 

—Some insurance companies offer breaks 
on the cost of the detection units and in¬ 
surance premiums when the units are in¬ 
stalled (though some companies have done 
nothing in this regard); 

—Many of the detection units on the 
market can tell the difference between smoke 
from a cigareette and smoke from a burning 
wastebasket. 

Why do persons die in residential fires? 
The reasons vary — it may be because the 
victims are in different locations at the time 
the fire starts; or because of smoking in bed 
or misuse of gasoline of clothing catching 
fire; or because they are asleep. 

No detector made equals the human and 
his ability to see and smell smoke and fire, tf 
he is awake, he extinguishes 70-80 per cent of 
the small fires discovered without calling the 
fire department. However the human 
detector cannot be awake at all times in all 
places. 

With some thought, logic, and training, 
along with a detection system, the 
homeowner will have an opportunity to 
escape from all but a few fires. The thought as 
to what the homeowner needs, the logic as to 
proper placement in the home, and the 
training in escape methods are all important 
if lives are to be saved.

In other police news, two men were 
arrested and charged with breaking and 
entering into a car on Washington street near 
Main street Sunday at 1 a.m. 

Charged also with attempted larceny are 
Michael Barrett, 17, and Raymond Moraras, 
21, both of Somerville. Upon arrival at the 
scene Officers C. Vozzella and D. Jackson 
found one man inside the car and another 
standing outside. The vehicle’s ignition had 
been tampered with. 

Between $300 and $400 were taken from the 
cash register of the USA Skating Rink’s snack 
bar on the night of September 26. Police found 
no signs of forced entry. 

On September 27 the court fined a 20-year-

Smoke Detectors 
Warn of Fire 

If smoke detectors were as common as 
toaster-ovens, blenders, electric carving 
knifes and other small household appliances, 
hundreds—even thousands—of people could 
save themselves from fire each year. 

Residential fires claim an estimated 6,500 
lives annually, according to studies by the 
National Fire Protection Association. Some 
of these people die from burns, but three 
times as many die from smoke inhalation- 
breathing the deadly toxic gases released into 
the air when common household furnishings 
smolder and flame. 

Smoke detectors give early warning of a 
fire. This can mean the difference between a 
safe escape and no escape at all. 

“Under most circumstances, an approved 
model of a smoke detector, properly placed, 
installed and maintained, will do a 
satisfactory job in giving early warning of 
fire,” say experts at NFPA. 

Approved models of smoke detectors are 
of the photoelectric (or optical) type and the 
ionization type. Both types can be powered 
either by house current or by batteries. 

For about the cost of an electrical kitchen 
gadget, perhaps only seldom used, a smoke 
detector can protect a household 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year.

Single-Family Dwelling 
Ionization-Type Smoke 
Detector Alerts Family 

Three children ranging in age from nine 
months to four years and their parents were 
awakened by the sound of a single-station, 
ionization-type smoke detector and alerted to 
a fire in their home. The family had practiced 
an emergency evacuation plan suggeszed by 
the manufacturer of the detector. Following 
this plan, they quickly escaped through a 
bedroom window, because their primary 
means of egress through the dwelling was 
blocked by flames. 

The unusual floor plan of the dwelling 
required the parents to exit from their 
bedroom through the children’s bedroom. For 
that reason, the battery-powered smoke 
detector was mounted on the ceiling in the 
children’s bedroom. 

A small electric space heater was believed 
to have caused the fire. Since the fire was 
close to the doorway leading from these 
bedrooms, they decided to exit through a 
window in the rear bedroom. They made an 
attempt to re-enter the dwelling through the 
front of the house to call the fire department, 
but were unable to do so. As a result, the 
father drove to their nearest neighbor’s home, 
about two miles away, to call the fire 
department. The fire department received the 
alarm at approximately 8:52 a.m. and 
responded within eight minutes. The home 
was fully involved by the time that fire 
fighters arrived. They had trouble obtaining 
an adequate water supply because the nearest 
fire hydrant was approximately three- 
quarters of a mile away. As a result, the home 
sustained severe fire damage.

Smoking clinic §tarts 
Nov. 6th at Epiphany 

Beginning Nov 6 the Minutemnn Unit of 
the American Career Society will sponsor a 
four-week series of "Helping Smokers Quit” 
Clinics that will be held Sundays and Wed¬ 
nesdays from 7:30-9:30 p in at the Church of 
the Epiphany, 70 Church st 

According to David Mortenson, stop¬ 
smoking program co-ordinator of the 
Minuteman Unit, the clinics arc being held to 
help bring down the alarming rate of lung 
cancer and heart disease associated with 
cigarette smoking 

"Programs just like this one have been 
going on all over Massachusetts and have 
been very successful in getting people of all 
ages to drop the cigarette habit," Mortenson 
said. 

"One of the main reasons clincis appear to 
be the best approach for a confirmed smoker 
is that he or she is surrounded by other people 
in the same situation. Most have tried to quit 
cigarettes on their own and couldn't make it," 
he added 

The clinics concist of two parts. During the 
first four sessions smokers learn about 
themselves, what kind of smokers they are 
and what motiviates them to smoke. 


"During the initial meeting, we find that a 
lot of *mokers have already cut down on their 
smoking a great deal," Mortenson said "This 
is hecause they realize much of their smoking 
was unconscious " 

The first four sessions culminate with a 48- 
gour |>eriod of total abstention from smoking, 
at which time smokers evaluate their 
behaviour. 

When they return for the second set of 
sessions, they hold a practical, working 
session where they can apply the solutions 
they found for quitting 

"Upon completion of the formal eight 
sessions, participants can form an IQ (I Quit) 
(Tuband continue to meet as long as they feel 
the need," Mortenson said 

"We seem to have an excellent record of 
quitters judging by previous programs At the 
one year mark, nearly half of the participants 
are still off cigarettes," he stated 

He adds that this figure is much higher, as 
much as 90 percent still abstaining, after 
about two months, but many still slip into 
their old habits as time goes on 

Mortenson urged anyone interested in 
attending these sessions to contact the local 
American Cancer Society at 247 Com¬ 
monwealth ave., Boston, 02116, 267-2650, ext 
ill, for more information, or to pick up 
registration forms in the lobby of the Win¬ 
chester Hospital on Highland ave.

The roll call this week records Senate votes on five of the 16 votes held. 
The session total is 246; Sen. Samuel Rotondl's attendance record for the 
session thus far is 100 per cent or 246 roll calls. 

By 23-16 the Senate passed but failed to gain the necessary two-thirds 
vote to override Gov. Dukakis’ veto of a special section in the 1977 budget 
making the school breakfast program optional rather than mandatory, as 
it has been since 1972, 

The debate saw opponents arguing the schools are taking over too 
many family functions already; supporters of the veto defended the 
rights of hungry children to receive a nutritious breakfast and noted the 
federal government picks up most of the cost. Sen. Rotondi voted against 
the voluntary program. 

By a unanimous 39-0 vote, the Senate passed a bill limiting the 
authority of the legislature to pass laws which impose additional costs on 
cities and towns. The measure would in some instances require local 
acceptance, a two-thirds vote of the legislature, or provisions for the state 
to assume the costs to pass such legislation. 

A measure which would have allowed the use of steel leghold traps by 
farmers within 100 yards of their crops was turned down by 29-10, with 
Sen. Rotondi voting against the bill. Opponents claimed a survey of 
farmers indicated that there was no great evidence of crop damage from 
animals because of the trap ban. 

The Senate gave final approval 24-13 to a bill adding a total of 461 
additional days of racing in the state 40 days for thoroughbreds, 96 days 
for harness, and 325 for dogs. The bill also gives one-half of one per cent of 
the additional takeout to the track and the same amount to the host cities

and towns. Sen. Rotondi voted in favor of the bill, which supporters said 
would bring an additional $15 million In taxes to the state. 

In the House, 26 roll calls were held, bringing the session total to 466. 
Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr.'s attendance record is 99 per cent or 464 
roll calls. 

The House adjourned without taking final action on the $17.8 million 
supplemental budget which Includes $17 million in state employee pay 
raises. 

Abortion opponents were successful in tacking on an amendment to 
the budget banning use of state funds to finance elective abortions for 
state workers covered by state health insurance and for Medicaid 
recipients, except In cases where the mother’s life is in danger. 

By 135-87, the House defeated an amendment to the amendment which 
would have also allowed such use of state funds in cases of rape, incest, 
ectopic pregnancy, kidney disease, multiple sclerosis, or when the fetus 
would suffer deformity or debilitation due to disease. And by 118-108, 
another amendment to the amendment, this one to include allowing 
abortions in cases of rape and incest, was defeated. Rep. Saltmarsh voted 
In favor of both amendments to the original abortion amendment. 

The House then gave initial approval by a 141-86 vote to the original 
amendment. Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the funding ban. 

The move to reduce the state meals tax from eight to five per cent was 
defeated, 135-90. Supporters of the reduction argued that the estimated $9 
million loss in revenue would be made up by more people dining out 
(since the tax went to eight per cent, there has been a 2.7 per cent drop in 
sales of meals). 

Opponents argued that the move is not fiscally possible with pending 
state commitments to take over county courts, fund pensions, and hike 
salaries for state employees. Rep; Saltmarsh voted to reduce the tax. 

The House defeated two measures which would have incresed state 
aid to cities and towns. 

The first attempt was to increase aid from $30 to $76 million. Sup¬ 
porters argued that there is a $100 million budget surplus and that this is 
the best way to use that money. Opponents, on the other hand, questioned 
whether or not there Is such a surplus and claimed outstanding bills 
would leave little surplus when they are all paid. 

A second attempt to increase state aid to $59 million was at first ap¬ 
proved 113-111, then defeated 114-106. Rep. Saltmarsh voted to increase 
the stale aid in all three of the votes.

The Senate held only two roll calls this week, in both cases approving 
bills prohibiting discrimination against the handicapped in employment. 

On a vote of 21-14, the Senate approved an amendment to S. 1908 
barring job discrimination against the handicapped. Sen. Sam Rotondi 
voted against the new version. Some opponents claimed that the amen¬ 
dment weakens the bill and provides no real remedy for a handicapped 
person who is discriminated against. 

Another amendment passed 19-17, Rotondi voting with the slim 
majority to allow a handicapped person to file discrimination suit in a 
state court within 90 days if the federal government does not take action. 

In the House, a close vote of 118-107 defeated an amendment to the 
$19.7 million supplemental budget. The amendment would have boosted 
local aid funds from $30 million to $40 million. Rep. Sherman W. Salt¬ 
marsh voted for the hike. 

The House gave final approval to the supplemental budget, 169-58, and 
sent it to the Senate. Provided in this budget is the controversial ban on 
public funds to finance abortions for Medicaid recipients. Rep. Saltmarsh 
voted against the budget package. 

The House gave initial approval to a bill requiring nurses to continue 
education in order to be licensed or relicensed. The vote was 177-48, with 
Rep. Saltmarsh voting against the requirement. 

The House passed a bill requiring that an affirmative action plan be 
developed in those counties which vote for one by a two-thirds vote of the 
county advisory board. The bill requires that an affirmative action of¬ 
ficer be appointed or designated in those counties. There were some 
changed votes and so a second vote was taken on the same bill. Rep. 
Saltmarsh voted for the affirmative action officer both times. 

There was a unanimous vote to approve a bill Increasing property tax 
exemptions for certain persons over the age of 70 and requiring the state 
to appropriate $3 million annually to reimburse communities for the cost. 

In another vote, the House unanimously approved an order requiring 
the House Ethics Committee to evaluate certain allegations and charges 
about the conduct of a number of legislators, presented on television 
station WBZ recently.

From Bull Run to Wall Street: WHS computer helps explain it

Picture yourself a Confederate General 
with $80,000 and the Battle of Gettysburg to 
fight over again 

You pick out $40,000 for food and $20,000 for 
salaries and $20,000 for ammunition. Morale 
is high As the hattle begins you are on the 
defensive, with a cavalry charge coming in 
through your center position 

You have five possible courses of action, 
ranging from artillery attack to retreat. You 
go with the artillery. 

Within five seconds, the computer sends 
you back the message: "You have lost the 
Battle of Gettysburg," then sends you on to 
the next engagement. 

This is a simulation game, programmed 
into the computer at Winchester High School. 
It is one of a large variety of games 
programmed into the computer; and it is one 
of the ways the computer is being used as an 
educational tool. 

Contrary to what many of as believe, 
computers do more than add numbers and 
compile statistics. Up at the high school they 
have about 100 programs in social studies 
(like the Civil War game), English, biology 
and other sciences, business and math. There 
are units ranging from stock market 
simulations to water pollution programs. 

The system now in operation on the third 
floor of the school was set up in June. The 
main element is a Digital Equipment Cor¬ 
poration PDP 11-34 computer console with 
two disc drives, an expandable memory unit 
consisting of 32K words, and a disc — storage 
capacity of 7.5 million characters. 

The unit is designed so that additional 
drawers, even another whole console, can be 
plugged into it to expand the capabilities of 
the system. 

At present the console is wired to receive 
eight terminal hookups; three have been 
bought so far. There is one deck writer — a 
keyboard input, where you sit and type in¬ 
structions into the computer and your 
dialogue with the machine is printed out on a 
continuous sheet of paper.' 

The other two terminals are cathode-ray 
tubes (CRTs) — keyboards mounted with a 
printout screen. A fourth terminal, an ASR 
Teletype keyboard, was left over from the 
Wang system formerly in use at the school, 
and for the time being students are using this 
terminal as well. 

The school department’s data processor, 
Arthur Sarno, says the Digital system "has 
infinite growth capacity" in terms of what 
kind of work is done at the high school. 
There’s no question the nature of the machine 
itself has changed radically. "Twenty years 
ago it would have taken up the whole room,” 
Sarno explains, pointing to the bottom 
memory drawer of the console, which is about 
the size of a radar range. 

The whole system is costing $60,000, 
spread over five years. Additional terminals 
will be added at the rate of one a year until 
there are six in all. The cost includes main¬ 
tenance and a warranty and a whole library 
of educational materials (software — i.e. 
programs). 

Sarno points out that the contract with 
Digital would allow the school department to 
bow out at any time; the company would then 
come in and unplug the console and payments 
for the system would stop. So the computer 
could be replaced and a new one hooked up to 
the same terminals; or the present system

could be expanded by adding more disc 
capacity. 

According to Sarno, time sharing works 
out to be much more expensive in the long 
run. To lease a terminal alone could cost as 
much as $1400 a month. 

Another plus is that the Digital system 
comes along with the Huntington Package — 
a library of programs and workbooks, funded 
by the National Science Foundation, in all 
kinds of subjects. In addition, Winchester 
High trades materials back and forth with 
other schools like Lexington; Sarno notes that 
this kind of free exchange of ideas and 
programs is not so common in the world of 
business computers. 

However, Digital is, according to Sarno, 
fairly common both in schools and in 
businesses. “One reason we picked it is 
because it’s compatible with the real world,” 
Sarno explains. 

Ai)d as far as the students are concerned, 
the computer is not there to teach them a 
career. Says Sarno, “We’re more interested 
in developing computer literacy" as opposed 
to training data processors. Computers are a 
fact of life, and students are learning about 
the numerous applications of these electronic 
brains. 

This year there are four courses focused 
on the computer: two in data processing, 
where computer skills are used as an audio¬ 
visual tool to help motivate students in other 
subjects, such as math; and two courses in 
computer science. The latter two are general 
introductions to programming; students 
integrate this knowledge of programming 
with other courses by executing special 
projects in some field they are studying with 
the use of the computer. 

One period a day the computer is used by 
business classes to teach skills — data 
preparation, key punching, auditing, 
proofreading, and organizing data. Sfudents 
also come in to work in the computer room as 
part of the MaxEd program. The room is also 
a resource — "Kids are in here from day to 
night,” says Sarno. 

Sarno hopes to set up an in-service course 
for the high school faculty to acquaint them 
with the methods and potential of the PDP 11- 
34. “Our intent,” says Sarno, “is to have 
faculty and students look at this room as a 
resource room." 

The computer at the high school is used 
solely for educational purposes. However 
Sarno himself is involved in a number of 
administrative functions. 

Using the town’s computer, Sarno ha: 
been busy keeping attendance records for the 
whole system; reporting grades and com¬ 
puting grade averages for the secondary 
schools; compiling census data; tracking 
enrollment data and making forecasts; 
figuring out school districting; and 
organizing information for system-wide 
planning. 

Scheduling at the secondary level, a. j 
handled by Sarno, is done on the c< nputer 
located at the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School in Wakefield. 

“We don’t go to the computer unless we 
think we can get some advantages out of it, 
usually clerical ones,” Sarno notes. The 
emphasis is on repetitive tasks and compiling 
information. 

In the making are a media catalog for the 
school system; student id cards for the high 


CETA needs sponsors 


Medford CETA is accepting proposals 
from government and community agencies 
interested in sponsoring training and work 
programs for local youth, 

Medford CETA has $749,000 available for 
Youth Employment and Training Projects 
(YETP). These projects should provide a 
variety of services to low-income in-school 
and out-of-school youth (14 - 21), including 
work experience, career exploration, on-the- 
job training, classroom training, counseling 
and other supportive services. 

Medford CETA is also soliciting proposals 
under the Youth Community Conservation 
and Improvement Projects (YCCIP). These 
projects should provide constructive work 
experience for unemployed (out-of-school) 
youth (16 - 19) in labor-intensive projects 
having lasting, tangible and beneficial 
community impact. Proposals selected by 
Medford CETA will compete with proposals 
from 17 other Subgrantees for $1.6 million in 
YCCIP funds in the Balance of State CETA 
Prime Sponsor area. The U.S. Department of 
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Theresa V. Garrity was recently elected 
a loan officer of the Shawmut County 
Bank. She joined the bank in 1966 and 
was formerly a credit analyst. She 
works at the Winchester office of the 
Shawmut Bank, and her responsibilities 
ere in the commercial lending area. 


Labor retains final approval of YCCIP 
projects. 

The deadline for both programs is Oct. 11. 
Proposals will be reviewed by Medford CETA 
staff and ranked by the new Youth Council of 
the Medford CETA Advisory Manpower 
Planning Board (AMPB). Final review rests 
with the Balance of State Prime Sponsor 
Planning Council. Projects are expected to 
begin in the winter. Funding for both of these 
programs is available under two of the 
programs created by the Youth Employment 
and Demonstration Projects Act of 1977. 
Massachusetts received a total of $13.3 
million in YETP funds and $2.9 million in 
YCCIP funds. These programs will sup¬ 
plement existing CETA youth programs. 

The projects funded under YETP will 
emphasize basic education and job training, 
with strong supervision of participating 
youth. Special consideration will be given to 
effective program designs (especially those 
with measurable outputs), efforts to 
restructure jobs to encourage upward 
mobility and the breakdown of sex 
stereotyping, and project sponsorship by 
community-based organizations and local 
educational agencies. 

The Projects funded under YCCIP will 
emphasize youths with severe difficulties in 
obtaining employment (high school dropouts, 
minorities, offenders, etc.) and meaningful 
and well-supervised work experience which 
will enhance the youths’ long-term career 
prospects. Likely projects include im¬ 
provements to public facilities, neighborhood 
conservation, weatherization and basic 
repairs to low-income housing, energy con¬ 
servation, and natural resource conservation 
on non-federal publicly-held properties 

Agencies eligible to apply to sponsor 
projects include units of local government, 
community organizations (public and private 
non-profit), and local educational agencies. 
Sponsoring agencies must have at least two 
years experience and demonstrated ad¬ 
ministrative capability in project operation. 
Community-based, minority, and private non¬ 
profit agencies are encouraged to apply.

school; revisions of the grade reporting and 
averaging systems; scoring and coordinating 
test data ; and expansion of inventory control. 

In addition, Sarno indicates, “We’re in the 
process of looking at a personnel data base 
system.” The goal is to have personnel in¬ 
formation on file in the computer. This at¬ 
tempt to have the PDP 11-34 handle this sort 
of work is at least partly the result of what 
Sarno calls his "pet theory” about enrollment 
decline. “The more you cut back in staff, the 


more the clerical tasks start filtering up to the 
administration," he postulates. 

He feels the logical extension of a per¬ 
sonnel data system is to go into a "human 
resource management system.” Needs are 
identified within the school system and the 
computer is utilized to search out the skills 
needed to meet the demand. This type of 
operation is, of course, open to criticism as 
being rather cold and impersonal. 
Nonetheless, it would certainly save time

over a one-by-one search of personnel files to 
find “the right teacher” for a particular need. 

And Sarno does not seem to lack the 
humanistic ethic at all. While he hails the 
value of computers in education, he is wary 
about instruction-by-computer. 

In the elassoroom, computers are used in 
two basic ways: reinforcement type in¬ 
struction and computer-assisted instruction. 

In Winchester the system is used for 
reinforcing what the teacher teaches. The 
computer is used much as an audio-visual 
aide might be used — to illustrate a point or 
give a student a slightly different perspective 
and hopefully a better understanding of a 
problem. 

In this type of instruction the teacher is the 
primary source, physically on hand to help 
the student and monitor his or her progress. 

In computer-assisted instruction, the 
computer does all the work. For example, say 
a student is to work on a math problem. The 
computer sets up the problem (by typing it 
out on the printout sheet) and asks the student 
for the solution. If the reply is wrong, the 
computer says so and asks again. This can go 
on ad infinitum; meanwhile, the computer is 
recording data based on the student’s an¬ 
swers and the time involved, data which is not 
always relevant. The computer cannot ob¬ 
serve as a teacher can, nor can it offer the 
kind of encouragement a teacher can with a 
few words or a pat on the back. 

Sarno favors the first type of instruction, 
mainly because he sees the computer as a 
tool, not an end in itself. He points out that 
most persons involved in the computer field 
didn’t start out there — they STUDIED 
business or science or some other profession 
and then later learned to use the computer as 
a tool. 

In order to make the high school’s com¬ 
puter more accesible, Sarno has rigged up a 
patchboard in the console room so that the 
terminals can be wheeled out into the math 
department area. As more terminals come in 
in the next few years, there will be more 
opportunities for student exposure. 

"You need at least 15 minutes exposure a 
week per student to make it meaningful,” 
estimates Sarno. "That’s the absolute 
minimum." 

One way he provides for more exposure is 
by assigning students who have some 
mastery of the terminals to help other 
students learn about the computer. Sarno 
says this keeps the users from growing into 
one small group of kids who know the system 
well. It also keeps those interested working at 
the machines and allows more students to be 
exposed to the terminals. And, last but not 
least, the students who are helping their 
classmates get some satisfaction out of being 
able to teach others. 

There are 120 students enrolled in the 
computer classes this year for this year. In all 
about 400-500 students should be exposed to 
the terminals throughout the year. The 
computer's an expensive tool, but the high 
school gets plenty of use out of it, and students 
there are being introduced to one of the 
languages of the future.

If it all goes the way it's supposed to. the 
ghosts and goblins of seasons past will take 
notice on Halloween when Buddy LeRoux of 
Winchester and a group of 13 investors sign 
the final purchase agreement for the Boston 
Red Sox. 



Edward (Buddy) LeRoux 


LeRoux, 45, was the trainer for the Red 
Sox from 1966 to 1974. A resident of 123 
Wildwood st.. he is one of three partners of the 
New England Rehabilitation Hospital in 
Woburn. 

He and the investment group known as 
Boston Red Sox Associates paid an estimated 
$15 million. The group includes another 
Winchester resident. Ernest Dade, who rose 
from being a worker at the J. M. Winn 
Company to sitting as chairman of the board. 
A Woburn lawyer, Albert Curran, is also one 
of the investors. 

The deal involves LeRoux and former Red 
>ox vice president for player personnel 
Haywood Sullivan, who will be the managing 
general partners. Each will have specific 
duties in the running of the club, with LeRoux 
responsible for finance, medicine, publicity 


and park op?rations Both men put in a 
reported $100,000 toward the purchase price 
and each will draw a salary of $75,000 a year. 

Sullivan and LeRoux will have complete 
control over the club One of the other in¬ 
vestors is Mrs. Jean Yawkey. whose late 
husband ran the club since 1933 Mrs. 
Yawkey, a limited partner, is reported to 
have contributed three million dollars toward 
the purchase 

Dade, also a limited partner, is a former 
owner of The Winchester Star. He lives on 
Hillcrest parkway and has been to Red Sox 
spring training sessions every year for the 
past 30 years. 

Ten of the 13 American League team 
owners have to give approval to the sale. It is 
expected that with Mrs. Yawkey having 
joined the investment group there will be no 
trouble October 31 when the agreement will 
be signed.

It was In October 1937. that 
Bob Storer, as he is af¬ 
fectionately known by so 
many Winchester people, was 
ordained as a Unitarian 
minister at the First Parish 
Church in Dorchester, said to 
be the second oldest church in 
New England. Thirteen years 
later he accepted a call to 
head the Winchester 
Unitarian Society, much to 
the anguish of the Dorchester 
church. 

During his Winchester 
ministry of 19 years, the 
parish grew to include over 
500 families. Dr. Storer 
worked to focus attention on 
the church school, which 
grew so in effectiveness and 
numbers as to require a new 
religious education wing to 
the church building. And his 
interest in dramatics led to a 
revival of the Unitarian 
Players. 

When the Winchester 
Unitarian Church celebrated 
its centennial in 1965, the 
commemorative booklet said 
in part, ‘‘From the pulpit he 
quickens the spirit, 
challenges the mind, and 
provides affirmative patterns 
for living .... He demon¬ 
strates a faculty for drawing 
the best from people and 
infecting them with his own 
faith and optimishm.” 

Bob Storer’s influence has 
been felt in Winchester far 
beyond his own church. He 
has been active, for instance, 
in the Ecumenical 
Association, the Metal Health 
Association, the Monday 
Club, the Eastern Association 
for Alcoholic Studies, and 
many other civic 
organizations. 

He resigned his pastorate 
in 1969 and was succeeded by 
Rev. Jack D. Zoerheide. 
Since his retirement Bob 
Storere, in spite of spending 
summers in Maine and 
winters in Texas or 
California, has kept his 
Winchester home as his main 
base and the church and his 
former parishioners as his 
chief interest. Just now he is 
coaching the fall prodution of 
the Unitarian Players. 

Many of Bob Storer’s 
friends will join with his 
former parishoners at 10:30 
this Sunday morning to honor 
the man and to listen to his 
message after 40 years in the 
ministry.

A. Davis picked 
Globe’s offensive 
star of the week 

Sachem backfield star Anthony Davis was 
named the offensive star of the week in 
Division One by the Boston Globe this week. 

Davis has carried the team for two con¬ 
secutive games now (at least), with star QB 
Don Allard on the sidelines with a bruised 
shoulder Davis scored three TDs against 
Reading Oct. 8 and four more against 
Stoneham in Saturday’s 26-22 victory, the 
fourth in a row for WHS. He also made two 
interceptions in those two games. 


Starting next semester at the high school, 
there will be some unfamiliar faces sitting in 
the classrooms. 

The school committee Tuesday night ap¬ 
proved criteria under which adults would be 
allowed to attend classes at the high school. 
Registration will begin in December and the 
program will start in tke second semester. 

Adult attendance would depend on 
whether or not a particular class is un¬ 
derenrolled. The guidelines set up by 
Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum 
Walter Gleason state that, "By the addition of 
an adult, no academic class shall exceed 25 
students; no art class shall exceed 20 
students; no shop or home economics 
laboratory class shall exceed 16 students.” 

The idea of allowing adults to attend un¬ 
derenrolled classes has been kicking around 
for some time now, and the committee asked 
for a final report from Dr. Gleason at their 
meeting two weeks ago. 

The only problem the board had with the 
proposal was the question of extra costs. The 
board voted 3-2 not to add any charge. 

Board Chairman Robert Frank had 
wondered whether the adults attending the 
high school should be charged for the “out-of¬ 


pocket costs” incurred by the school 
department, that is, for materials used in the 
courses. He added that there may be other 
costs involved as well “I think the people are 
already paying for this," responded board 
member Jack Noble. He added, "I don’t think 
it’s going to put such a great demand on the 
system.” Noble, along with Catherine 
Alexander and Heinrich Holland, voted 
against charging the adults. As far as per¬ 
sonnel is concerned, Frank explained, “As 
presently conceived, there will be no ad¬ 
ditional staff costs because the adults will be 
going into classrooms where there is space 
that would be there anyway.” 

The criteria for the program were okayed 
unanimously. 

Besides the class size limits, the conditions 
of the program include: 

—Adults are expected to complete the 
course once they are enrolled. The committee 
agreed, however, that a clause should be 
added that, in the event oi a problem between 
the teacher and an adult i* the class, the two 
would sit down and discuss whether or not the 
arrangement should continue. 

—No auditing is permitted. Adults taking 
high school classes will take exams write 
papers, receive marks for their work and 
otherwise fully participate in the activities of 
the class. No credit will be given, except for 
an undergraduate. 

—No parents of students will be allowed in 
the same class. 

—Assignments to class are on a teacher’s 
voluntary basis. Teachers are now being 
surveyed to determine which would like to 
allow adults in their classes. 

The move to allow adults at the high school 
in part results from favorable response from 
the community (and from high school 
students) to a questionnaire which asked if 
the respondents were in favor of permitting 
the program.

In addition to considering the articles for 
the upcoming town meeting November 7, the 
board of selectmen has been conducting other 
business in the past couple of weeks. 

In the wake of a well-attended public 
hearing on the Wildwood street area traffic, 
the board received notice that a Wildwood 
Area Committee has been formed “for the 
purpose of assisting you and our town 
government in order to preserve and improve 
our outstanding community." 

Signed by Presidents, a letter to the board 
October 5 indicated that installation of four¬ 
way stop signs be recommended to the state 
Department of Public Works. The group is 
specifically concerned about the intersections 
at Palmer, Fletcher, and Wildwood; Wood- 
side and Wildwood; Oxford and Wildwood; 
and Wedgemere and Wildwood. 

They would also like to see the speed limit 
on Wildwood street be lowered from 35 to 30 
miles an hour and that the corner of Wildwood 
and Woodside be redesigned. 

There will be a public hearing on the 
Wildwood matter on October 24 at the 
selectmen’s meeting. 

At last week's meeting, selectmen heard a 
report from the members of the cable 
television committee. The board had asked 
the committee to give them an update on the 
possibilities of cable television in Winchester 
since their previous report November 30, 
1973. 

The committee members present were 
Chairman William McCarter, Robert 
Grainger, Richard Schroeder, and Constance 
Papas. John Rudolph, from the school 
department, also attended. He has been 
serving as a consultant to the committee. 

McCarter said that the Boston Cable 
Television Company, which serves several 
surrounding towns, has expressed an interest 
in coming to Winchester. The company in¬ 
dicated to the committee that it would like to

The (own responded 70 per cent in favor, 25 
per cent opposed to the proposal. At the high 
school. 53 per cent favored and 38 per cent 
opposed the idea. Gleason noted an “en¬ 
thusiastic" response from many of those 
polled on the question. 

Gleason’s report to the committee Tuesday 
included a list of possible pro’s and con’s of 
the program. 

On the positive side were the benefits of 
the interaction between age groups as a 
learning experience; that adults may become 
backers of the school in terms of instruction 
and administration, and that adults could 
gain some sympathy for the problems that the 
school faces; that adults can bring a different 
point of view into the classroom; and that in 
the long run, adult admittance could be a 
reason for retaining some staff for a purpose 
that would otherwise require a cut. 

A task force looking into the this particular 
community use of the schools came out op¬ 
posed to the move, despite the overwhelming 
favorable response from townspeople. They 
listed the following reasons lor being opposed 
to the program: 

—The high school curriculum is geared for 
the needs and abilities of high school age 
students. 

—The focus of teaching might be shifted 
from the primary, i.e., the students, to the 
townspeople in attendance. 

—The student-teacher relationship might 
be adversely affected by the presence of adult 
townspeople. 

—The student body itself is not overly 
enthusiastic about such a proposal. 

—There is no clear indication (at that 
time) as to how the staff would respond to 
such a proposal. 

Frank asked Gleason to come up with a 
means of evaluating the success or failure of 
the program. 


terested and receptive to the idea of cable 
television for the town. 

The charge in surrounding communities, 
based on work by the committee, is $7.50 a 
month for regular service and another $1.50 a 
month for optional expanded service. 
Optional home box office service is an ad¬ 
ditional $7.50. McCarter pointed out several 
aspects of cable television for the board to 
keep in mind. Among his concerns was that 
subscription price be reasonable and that 
there be a commitment that as much of the 
community as possible would be wired within 
a certain time.

As town meeting approaches November 7, 
selectmen have been concerned with the 
warrant articles which the members will be 
asked to consider. There are 21 articles for 
this fall annual meeting, which the board 
signed Friday morning last week, and which 
they discussed at their regular meeting this 
week. 

The board will be sending a newsletter to 
the town meeting members advising them of 
the selectmen's stands on the various items. 

Following is a brief summary of the ar¬ 
ticles and the stand taken so far by the 
selectmen. There will be, in addition, a public 
hearing Wednesday, October 26 at 8 in McCall 
Junior High School for further discussion of 
warrant articles not the subject of previous 
public hearings. 

+ 1. Standard article to hear and act on the 
reports of town officers and agencies. No 
appropriation is being sought under this 
article. 

-t-2. An article to hear and act on the center 
study committee report. While the committee 
is strongly in favor of appropriating $62,000 
for engaging professional consultants, there 
are three other options contained in the 
report. Copies of the report will be available 
for town meeting members and a public 
hearing has been scheduled for Tuesday night 
at the high school to give residents a chance to 
give their views as well. 

+3. This article would seek to waive all 
inspection and certification fees for buildings 
and structures which are places of public 
assembly. The effect of waiving the fees town¬ 
wide would be the loss of $1300 in revenue, 
according to Town Manager Thomas J. 
Groux. The town counsel and the building 
commissioner are of the opinion that either 
all fees for such buildings or for no buildings 
is involved in this article. 

The Winchester Housing Authority 
requested the article to seek relief from the 
annual inspection fee required under the state 
building code. The WHA is currently charged 
$25 for the Palmer street inspections and 
another $25 for the Westley street housing. 
Every five years, they pay $248 for Palmer 
street and $356 for Westley street. 

+4. This article seeks a transfer from the 
"Sale of Real Estate” account or an ap¬ 
propriation for the payment of judgments or 
for the settlement of land damage cases. 
There are two costs involved under this ar¬ 
ticle. One is the Johnson v. Town of Win¬ 
chester land damage case, estimated at 
$28,000. According to the town manager, 
about $19,000 is currently available in the 
existing Amberwood Estates account and the 
balance of about $9000 could be transferred by 
town meeting from the “Sale of Real Estate” 
account. 

The other land damage case involves the 
Rosetti property. Figures are not yet 
available on the amount sought. 

+5.This article deals with collective 
bargaining agreements. The firefighters’ 
contract is in its final form and the school food 
service workers’ contract and costs will also 
be made known shortly. 

-t-6. Article6 seeks to appropriate a sum of 
money to be added to other accounts 
previously appropriated for fiscal year 1978. 
Under the Public Works Employment Act 
Anti-Recessjonary Assistance Program, 
about $44,000 was appropriated in the spring. 
The town has since received $8500 more which 
must be appropriated within six months. 

+7. There is approximately $1795 worth of 
unpaid bills incurred in previous fiscal years 
in accounts with insufficient funds. This 
article seeks to supplement four accounts 
from last year’s budget: civil defense (other 
expenses), public works complex, town hall 


(other expenses), and board of selectmen 
(equipment). 

There was lengthy discussion of this ar¬ 
ticle at Monday night’s meeting, as selectmen 
questioned the town manager about in¬ 
sufficient appropriations. Groux assured the 
board that he would do “everything possible” 
to make sure there are no problems in the 
future. “We are switching to a new method of 
purchasing and there are still some kinks to 
be ironed out, but I can assure you,” he said, 
"that this should not happen again." 

+8. This article will seek $11,000 to pay 
interest or service charges which Boston 
Edison feels are due them. 

+9. Tkis is the article which seeks to 
discontinue the building line at the GMC on 
Cross street. It does not' require an ap- 
propiration, hut a vote of town meeting is 
required to discontinue the building line. Both 
GMC and abutters on Cross street and 
surrounding streets are hoping to erect a six- 
foot fence at the parking lot to try to keep the 
lot from being a gathering place after dark. 

+ 10. Article 10, sponsored by the select-

Last year only the 
final copy was sent out to town meeting 
members. Enough members requested both 
copies that the town manager is asking for the 
funds to have both budgets printed and 
distributed. 

+ 14. The board of selectmen is seeking an 
appropriation of somewhere between $15,000 
and $20,000 for engaging certified public 
accountants to perform an audit on town 
financial records. 

+ 15. This is the liquor license article

Students get their chance 

The Winchester High School Student Union and the town recreation 
department are planning a trial of sorts this weekend. 

The two groups are sponsoring the first of what they hope will be a long 
series of weekend events: a disco dance at the Lincoln School, complete 
with strobe lights, fog machine — the works. 

There are great possibilities here. For some time now there have been 
repeated complaints from the town's youth that there is no place for them 
to go on a Saturday night - the teen center by the rotary never quite 
made it, the theater closed down. Now the student union and the town are 
getting together to try to set up another alternative. 

The plans go beyond this Saturday night’s dance: there may be more 
dances, on a regular basis, and other activities are planned as well, in¬ 
cluding a winter film series and roller skating at Lincoln and Lynch 
Junior High. With a good showing of student interest, the program could 
be expanded to include a greater variety of activities, be they social, 
cultural, or educational. And, with some ingenuity, these programs could 
pay for themselves. 

There's one catch. The union and the rec department have set up a 
series of rules and regulations for the events. The weekend programs will 
be continuing IF these rules and regulations are adhered to by the 
students. 

So we have opportunity. And we have motive. The question now is 
where will it all go? Will the youth of the town take advantage of what's 
being handed to them, take control and make it work? Or will a few who 
don’t really care kill the program before it can get off the ground? 

The dance this weekend is just for senior high school students, and it 
runs from 8-11:30 p.m. We hope you who plan to go have a good boogie; 
and we hope you past the test. 


... So do the adults 

There’s another golden opportunity just opened up: as of this winter, 
adults will be able to attend underenrolled classes at the high school. 

The program, passed by the school committee Monday night, has 
received overwhelmingly favorable response from the community at 
large and at least a majority of support from students at the high school. 

While there are no doubt some disadvantages to having adults taking 
courses at the high school, the potential benefits, for the students, the 
adults, and maybe the teachers, as well as the community as a whole, are 
enormous. 

Judging by the variety and caliber of the courses offered at the high 
school, there can be no question that anyone of any age could learn 
something from them. And the exposure to the school system can’t help 
but sharpen the critical eye of the public. 

As for the students - they may feel like they’re being more closely 
watched at first, and perhaps they’ll be less likely to attempt some of the 
things they’re always attempting when no one’s looking. But again, in the 
long run, having adults in the classes should improve the students’ view 
of education. 

After all, high school is more than something you pass through before 
college or a job; by the same token, education is not something that stops 
when they hand you the sheepskin at the end of four years. 

This kind of interaction between adults and high school students can¬ 
not help but improve the atmosphere in the community and bring the 
generations a little closer together. 

We hope the school board has enough foresight to continue to view 
education as an ongoing process, a life process which does not necessarily 
need to be kept within the strict limits of the traditional school system.

Here’s one. The bicycle study committee 
wants to expand the extent of available bike 
paths in town and ultimately hook up with the 
one in Woburn. One of the sites which the 
committee has picked follows tbe path of the 
Middlesex Canal and for historical reasons is 
a good place to put a bikeway. 

The problem comes because part of the 
path would cut through a corner of Wildwood 
Cemetery. The town manager, the director of 
the public works department, the safety of¬ 
ficer, all question, for various reasons, the 
wisdom of following a hike path down Palmer 
street and across a corner of the cemetery 
and from there on to join the Woburn path. 

The bicycle study committee, on the other 
hand, has very good reasons for choosing this 
route. It is the opinion of town counsel that 
under an act dealing with "antique 
cemeteries’’ there may not be a legal problem 
in using that portion of the cemetery for a 
bike path 

Douglas Randall is going to do a little more 
research into this question, but it seems that 
if a cemetery or a portion of a cemetery is not 
too years old and no one is buried in it, a bike 
path would he legally acceptable. A cemetery 
greater than a century old would require an 
act of the general court to permit this use. 


The zoning bylaws passed at the May town 
meeting have been approved by the attorney 
general’s office and have been posted. These 
were articles 21, 22, 23, 24. 2<i, and,27. Bylaws 
amended and approved were articles 17 and 
18 

The approval and posting mean that the 
changes are now in effect. 


The League of Women Voters of Win¬ 
chester is launching its annual campaign for 
financial help from townspeople and are 
again asking civic-minded friends for 
assistance. 

The League, a non-partisan organization, 
has a long history of service to the town.

Only two-thirds of the yearly budget is 
raised by dues and member contributions, 
and the rest comes from townspeople and 
business people who are interested in the 
League's efforts to promote activities and 
informed participation in government 
The committee consists of Claudia 
Mulford, Agnes Aiken, Barbara Adams, 


Diane C.ies, Ellen Kimble and Chairman 
Grace Archibald. The fund drive will last 
through the month of October.

Arbitration petition 


(Editor’s note: The following letter in¬ 
cludes the text of a letter sent to Mr. Ericson 
by the Local Government Advisory Com¬ 
mittee Oct. 5. The group opposes the present 
arbitration agreement between the state and 
the police and fire unions. As of press time, 
we were unable to obtain a copy of the 
agreement mentioned herein; we will try to 
have it by next week. 

The Local Government Advisory Com¬ 
mittee is made up of Haden G. Greenhalgh, 
president of the Mass. Selectmen’s 
Association; William R. Murphy, president of 
the Mass. League of Cities and Towns; 
William C. Sullivan, president of the Mass. 
Mayors' Association; Thomas E. Lee, 
president of the Mass. Municipal 
Management Association; and James 
Morrisey, president of the Mass. Association 
of Town Finance Committees.) 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The local Government Advisory Com¬ 
mittee has recommended that we stop work 
on the initiative petition drive. The reasons 
are outlined in the attached letter: 

Dear Local Coordinator: 

We are pleased to announce that our local 
control initiative petition drive has already 
succeeded. 

Only since the beginning of the drive have 
the fire and police unions been willing to 
discuss alternative solutions with us. These 
negotiations, mediated by former US 
Secretary of Labor. John Dunlop, have 
resulted in an agreement which is sum¬ 
marized on the attached sheet. 

From our perspective, this agreement is 
considerably more far-reaching in scope than 


the "triggering mechanism” which we 
agreed to when the Governor proposed it as a 
compromise last spring. Unfortunately, his 
proposal was voted down and his veto was 
overridden by the legislature. 

In the long run. the only way to resolve 
labor-management impasses is through good 
faith bargaining, and this solution sets up a 
process which encouragse real negotiations 
between the parties. 

Without such a solution, municipal groups 
and labor unions would continue to spend 
their energies and resources in a pitched 
battle before the legislature. In all likelihood, 
neither party would win completely, and 
some form of negotiated settlement un¬ 
doubtedly would he required by the Governor 
and legislature. This agreement will not only 
help resolve individual labor-management 
disputes, but should also lead to the 
development of a long-range statewide 
solution fair to both sides. 

We have jointly filed a bill to put this 
agreement into law. When that bill is passed 
by the legislature and signed by the Gover¬ 
nor, we have agreed to discontinue the 
initiative petition drive. Based upon the 
positive response we have had from the 
Governor and the legislative leadership, we 
expect that to occur in very short order. We 
will keep you informed of our progress. 

In the meantime, we thank you for your 
efforts on the petition drive. We believe this 
solution has demonstrated the unity of the 
municipal associations, our willingness to 
work out fair solutions to our problems in a 
reasonable fashion, and the clout of local 
officials and taxpayers that will continue to 
develop as a force in Massachusetts. 

It appears that this is a case where the 
Legislature was unable to protect us; but, 
your elected local officials have restored 
fairness and balance.

Bay state roll call 


Week of October 3-7 

In key roll call votes in the Senate this week, an anti-abortion amend¬ 
ment was approved, a pay raise amendment was rejected, and a bill 
aimed at ending discrimination against the handicapped was passed. 

The Senate approved 20-19 an anti-abortion amendment to the $33 
million supplemental budget. Sen. Sam Rotondi voted against the 
amendment which bars the use of public funds for Medicaid abortions. 

Another amendment to the supplemental budget was to sever the state 
employees’ pay raise from that budget and consider it separately. 
Rotondi voted for the sever but the amendment was defeated on a 20-20 tie 
vote. 

The Senate unanimously approved a bill prohibitng discrimination 
against the handicapped in employment, but rejected 20-15 an amend¬ 
ment allowing suit in a state court after 90 days of a handicapped person’s 
having filed a complaint. Rotondi voted to allow the amendment. 

By a vote of 30-5 the Senate approved $250,000 to finance consumers’ 
councils through the attorney general's office. Sen. Rotondi voted in favor 
of the bill. 

The House gave initial approval 144-77 to a bill setting up a new 
bargaining unit for employees of the Massachusetts State Lottery 
Commission. Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, Jr., voted with the minority 
against the bill. 

There were several votes on H 6629, a bill dealing with a tax cut for life 
insurance companies. The House gave initial approval 160-55 to repealing 
the one percent gross investment tax and replacing it with a 45 percent 
net income tax. Saltmarsh voted for the initial approval. 

The House barely defeated 117-99 an amendment to that bill which 
would increase from $3 million to $5 million the amount the Capital 
Resource Company would invest in small businesses. Saltmarsh voted for 
the $3 million investment. 

In another vote on H 6629, the House turned down by 144-69 an 
amendment which would cancel the act if total tax revenues of the in¬ 
surance companies totalled less than $49 million between 1977 and 1983. 
Saltmarsh voted against the amendment. 

The House approved 109-106, but failed to gain the two-thirds vote 
necessary to discharge from the Bills in Third Reading Committee, a bill 
which would roll back auto insurance rates to their January 1975 level and 
freeze them until further notice. Saltmarsh voted against discharging the 
bill onto the House floor for a vote. 

In a close vote, 106-101, the House defeated bji amendment to a bill 
which would eliminate the tax-exempt status of the Massachusetts Port 
Authority and impose a five percent excise tax on Mawaport’s annual 
revenue. Rep. Saltmarsh voted agairut the amendment which would have 
replaced the excise tax with a property tax.

If ever a need existed for Lahey in the 
Burlington area, none does now. In 1970, the 
average length of stay in the New England 
area was two days longer than in the rest of 
the country as determined by data from the 
Commission of Hospital Professional 
Activities (CHPA) located in Ann Arbor. 
Michigan. Through Medical Audit and 
Utilization Review Committees, a length of 
stay has been assigned for each diagnosis and 
has resulted in a decrease in hospital oc¬ 
cupancy. The result has been many empty 
beds in all sections of the state. One-dav 
surgery 'has further decreased the length of 
stay, this program allows patients to be 
admitted, operated and discharged the same 
day for procedures which required two-four 
days’ stay in the recent past. The decrease in 
the birth rate and the shortened stay for 
obstetrical patients have increased the 
availability of beds. Three hospitals in this 
region (Choate, Symmes and Lawrence 
Memorial Hospital) have recently closed thur 
obstetrical departments. This accounts for 
approximately 75 beds closed in the last 18 
months. Except for the Winchester Hospital, 
the other surrounding hospitals have not had 
an optimal rate of occupancy. 

The above facts support our contention 
that there is no need for Lahey Clinic in 
Burlington and also supports Mr. Gitlin’s 
desire to review the project in HFAB. We ask 
only that Lahey Clinic conform to the 
stringent regulations applied to all other 
hospitals under the DON statute, and that this 
exception of the law is costly, untimely, un¬ 
fair. and not in the public interest.

Larocco reports 


Three-quarters of WHS grads 
are seeking higher education 


More than three-quarters of the members 
of the 1977 graduating class from Winchester 
High School have gone on to some kind of 
further education. 

“This has always been the case with the 
graduates from Winchester,” according to 
Vincent E. Larocco, principal, in his report to 
the administration. “Analysis of the data 
from the 1977 class shows that four-year 
colleges are still the destination of the 
majority of the students,” Larocco said. 

A closer inspection of the data, however, 
reveals that the graduates are not going to 
any four-year college. An unusually large 
number are attending those colleges iden¬ 
tified in the “Comparative Guide to American 
Colleges” (Harper and Row, Seventh 
Edition) as "most selective" and “highly 
selective." This list includes those colleges 
with high academic reputations, such as 
Yale, Columbia, Amherst, and Harvard. 
These 94 colleges listed represent only 11 
percent of the total number of college 
students in America. However, 23 percent of 
the 1977 Winchester graduates going on to 
four-year colleges are now attending those 
colleges, more than twice as many as would 
be expected from a random distribution. 

“We have many indiciations that the total 
program at Winchester High School is ex¬ 


cellent,” said Larocco. In 1972 we received a 
10-year accredition of the school from the 
New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. “The strength and combination of 
our sound academic and guidance programs, 
along with our athletic and co-curricula 
programs, has made this 10-year ac¬ 
creditation well deserved.” 

In attempting to explain why such a large 
percentage of Winchester graduates should 
be qualified to go the top-ranked colleges, 
Larocco proposed, “This community has 
always been interested in good education, and 
they have made it possible for the schools to 
provide it to the students. The members of our 
staff are of exceptional quality and have a 
true dedication to educating students The 


entire school system operates with cirruciula 
designed to stimulate and advance students 
starting in kindergarten and running all the 
way through the senior high school." 

Principal Larocco noted that while a great 
deal of emphasis is placed on academic 
education, the high school has moved to 
provide an alternate education for those 
students with interests in other than the 
acadmics The newly established Career Life 
Information Program (CLIP) is a pioneer 
program in education for students intending 
to go directly into the job market after 
graduation. Seventy-five students are 
presently moving through this offering. In 
addition, the excellent programs at the 
Northeast Regional Vocational School, as an 
adjunct to the Winchester system, meets the 
needs of those students interested in an 
education in a wide variety of technical skills. 

Larocco’s report shows the 404 graduates 
in 1977 have gone on to the following ac¬ 
tivities: Four-year colleges, 56 percent; two- 
year colleges, 15 percent; Business, 
Technical and specialized schools, 5 percent; 
Military, 3 percent; Employment, 16 percent; 
Unknown, 5 percent.

now is the ideal time to draw up plans lor 
what it must do in a home fire. 

Be sure above all that everyone knows how 
to get out of the home quickly, and also knows 
alternate routes. Have a pre-arranged 
meeting place outside the house, where all 
members of the family can assemble. 

Many a father or mother has perished in 
flames because of rushing.baek into a fire to 
save a child that in the meantime was safely 
outdoors on another side of the house. 

Once out of the house, call the fire 
department, either through an alarm box or a 
neighbor's phone. Don't go back into the 
house to rescue anything, whatever its sen¬ 
timental or real value. 

Careless use of smoking materials heads 
the list of home fire causes. The rules to 
prevent such fires are simple. 

First, don’t smoke in bed. Have large ash 
trays handy in every room. Don’t discard 
burning butts and matches, and see that 
matches are kept from your children. 

Defective electric wiring and equipment 


account for many home fires. Installing or 
extending home wiring is not a do-it-yourself 
job—call in a qualified electrician. Extension 
cords placed under rugs are fire hazards. So 
are multiple attachment plugs. 

Grease should always be cleaned from the 
range, and curtains should not hang near the 
burners. 

A portable gas or oil heater can be a very 
pleasant feature of a cold bedroom, but don't 
neglct to turn it off at bedtime. Also leave a 
door or window slightly open, so that the 
oxygen it uses will be replaced. 

'Have an experienced serviceman go over 
your central heating system—don t wait for 
cold weather. He should also inspect and 
clean flue pipes and chimneys and make 
necessary repairs. 

The basement, closets and attic have their 
uses, but not as accumulation spots for old 
newspapers and rags. These can easily catch 
fire and leave a family homeless.

Escape routes-you must have two. 

1. Front or back door. 

2. Bedroom window. (Make sure it works; you may need a special fire escape ladder 
if the window is high up.) 

Floor Plan: 

1. Use a grid to draw a floor plan of each person’s bedroom or to show the whole 
house. Sample floor plans are on the back page. 

2. Show two exits. Write down your outside meeting place. 

Discuss procedures with your family. 

1. Sleep with the bedroom door closed. It will hold back deadly smoke while you 
escape. 

2. Plan on your detector or some other signal to wake the family. 

3. Test the door. If hot, use your alternate escape. If cool, brace your shoulder 
against the door and open it cautiously. Be ready to slam it if smoke or heat rush in. 

4. Crawl in smoke. Hold your breath too. 

5. Escape fast; don’t stop to pack! 


6. Choose a specific outdoor meeting spot so you can see that everyone is safe. 

7. Assign someone to make sure nobody returns to the burning house-many die 
going back. 

8. Call the fire department from a neighbor’s phone. 

Family Rehearsal 

1. Everyone in bedrooms; doors closed. 

2. One person sounds the alarm. 

3. Each person tests his door. 

4. Pretend it’s hot; use alternate escape. 

Everyone meet outdoors at an assigned spot. 

Your plan requires: 

1. A smoke detector. 

2. Escape routes marked on a floor plan. 

3. Family discussion. 

4. Rehearsal. (Do it!) 


Remember that fatal fires may occur at anytime of the da y. The most impressive 
killer figure, however, is the time you are asleep. You can protect yourself and your 
family in this vital period. What you can do is make sure you hare routes to get 
out of the house and practice them. 

These routes should he other than the normal routes of exits that you use daily in 
entering your bedroom. Your children have fire drills continually in their schools, 
even though they do not sleep there. Yet, how many families in Winchester today practice 
fire drills in their homes?

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Davis scores four 

Sachems go four straight, down Stoneham 26-22

The Winchester Sachems upped their 
record to 4-0 as they downed the Stoneham 
Spartans 26-22 in a battle of two previously 
undefeated teams. 

The Sachem's offensive unit streaked to a 
18-0 halftime lead and extended it to 26-0 four 
minutes into the second half as Anthony Davis 
ran for four consecutive touchdowns. 

The Winchester offense wasted no time in 
establishing themselves as Sam Bellino raced 
53-yards on the opening play from scrimmage 
to Stoneham’s 31-yard line, where he was 
finally run out of bounds by Spartan Richard 
Jamieson. , 

Tom Murray and Anthony Davis then ran 
for 11 and 12 yards respectively bringing the 
Sachems to rest on the Stoneham 11 yard line, 
where Winchester's bid for six points failed in 
three unsuccessful touchdown attempts. 

The Spartans took over the ball on their 
two yard line but failed to move the ball 
downfield, forcing Paul Uva to punt from 
inside his own endzone in that series, Sachem 
Gerald DiBlasi accounted for three suc¬ 
cessive tackles. The punt was fielded by Sam 
Bellino on the Stoneham 40 yard line, where 
he was stopped by Spartan Jack Belcher after 
a three-yard return. 

David O’Neil, replacing injured quar¬ 
terback Don Allard, ran for seven yards, but 
the offense sputtered to a halt as Murray was 
stopped by Belcher after gaining one yard 
and Mark O’Neil was dropped for a loss of 
three. Brian O’Connor was called to punt and 
booted a 43-yarder. which as downed on 
Stoneham's 10 yard line. 

Stoneham was called for holding after an 
unsuccesful running attempt by Carmine 
Frongillo, moving the ball to the five yard 
line, and two plays later Uva was intercepted 
by Anthony Davis who returned the ball 19 
yards for a touchdown. The extra point failed 
as the snap from center was mishandled. 

O’Connor’s kickoff was received by 
Jamieson who returned the ball 17 yards 
before being brought down by Winchester's 
Dave Downing. Downing had a good day for 
the Sachem special teams, accounting for 
three tackles. 

Uva attempted another pass on the first 
play but was intercepted again by Anthony 
Davis, who returned the ball 25 yards to the 
Stoneham 19 yard line. John Della Grote had 
an excellent block on the return to help spring 
Davis for additional yardage. 

The first quarter ended with the Sachems 
on Stoneham’s eight yard line after Tom 
Murray, Sam Bellino, and David O'Neil 
netted four yards on six carries. 

Mark O'Neil carried the ball inside the two 
yard line on a six-yard gain to open the 
quarter, and two plays later Davis powered 
over the goal line for a touchdown. The 
conversion attempt for two points was 
stopped by Spartan Thomas O’Grady, and the 
Sachems held a 12-0 lead. 

O'Connors kickoff rolled into the endzone 
and the Stoneham squad took over control on 
their 20 yard line. 

Uva appeared to regain control of the 
Spartain offenses as Jamieson, Vincent 


Brienze, and Carmine Frongillo combined for 
23 yards and two first downs until John Della 
Grote and Gerald DiBlasi stopped the 
Stoneham runners, forcing Uva to punt from 
his 37 yard line. 

The punt travelled 35 yards and went out of 
bounds on Winchester’s 29 yard line, but the 
Sachems failed to capitalize and O'Connor 
was called to punt. The ball was downed by 
Stoneham on their own 15 yard line. 

The Spartan offense failed to make it past 
their 20 yard line as Tom Murray recovered a 
fumbled snap by Uva. Two plays later Davis 
drove off tackle for his third touchdown and 
an 18-0 lead. 

The two point conversion was thwarted 
again, this time by a good defensive play by 
Stoneham’s Thomas MacDonald. The half 
ended with Winchester in possession of a 
commanding 18-0 lead. 

Winchester's O'Connor kicked off to start 
the second half, the hall being fielded by 
Stoneham’s Jamieson on his 30 yard line. 

Three plays later Uva coughed up the ball 
as the Sachem defense applied strong 
pressure. Bill Monson recovered the ball for 
Winchester on Stoneham's 24 yard line. 

Anthony Davis and Mark O'Neil moved the 
Sachems inside the Stoneham five yard line, 
and on the next play, Davis swept in behind a 
wall of defenders for his fourth touchdown. 
The two point conversion was good, and the 
Sachems appeared headed for a rout with a 
secure 26-0 lead. 

The security lasted until the next play 
when O’Connor's kickoff was returned 83 
yards by Spartan Richard Jamieson on an 
exciting run. Mark O'Neil saved the touch¬ 
down, tackling Jamieson on Winchester’s 18 
yard line. 

The run jolted Stoneham back into the 
game when Uva scored from the two yard line 
after a 15 yard pass to co-captain Victor 
Rizzotti. 

Uva fired a seven yard pass to Pizzotti for 
the two point conversion to make it 26-8. 

Spartan Bill Perry’s kickoff was returned 
by Dave Guanaccia to the 28 yard line, but a 
clipping penalty on Winchester set the ball 
back on the 13 yard line. 

The Sachems still appeared in control 
when Anthony Davis ran for 30 yards on the 
next play, but David O'Neil was intercepted 
by Jack Belcher on a broken screen play. 
Belcher raced 20 yards before being stopped 
by Tom Murray on Winchester’s 14 yard line. 

Jamieson ran twice for 11 yards, and two 
plays later Uva connected on a 12-yard pass to 
Pizzotti for a touchdown. The conversion 
attempt was completed on a pass to Belcher, 
but the play was nullified after Stoneham was 
called for holding. The ball was moved out to 
the 17 yard line where Uva again spotted the 
open man despite a strong pass rush by the 
Sachem defense, hitting Pizzotti for two 
points. The Sachems lead was now 26-16. 

Spartan Bill Perry’s kick off was received 
by Scott Farrar who returned the ball 14 
yards to the Winchester 36 yard line to end the 
third quarter. 

Winchester moved out to midfield to start

The recently concluded Winchester Town 
Tennis Tournament is perhaps the oldest 
Winchester competition still operating. 

Before the present William S. Packer 
Tennis Courts were Imilt, there was an 
organization known as the Benedict Club 
Operators of a couple of tennis courts, this 
club organized the first Winehster Tennis 
Tournament in 1930. There were only two 
events then, men's singles and men's doubles, 
but the competition was keen, il is said, and 
the first winners were G.Y. Wadsworth in 
singles and the team of L.B. Freeburn and 
G.Y. Wadsworth won the Benedict Club 
Tennis Trophy, it is still known by this name 
in the men’s doubles competition 

Through Ihe years, there have been many 
well-known Winchesterites’ names engraved 
on these cups. Herbert F. Ross won the title 12 
times from 1930 to 1952, topping the record of 
Ihe 1975 winner, Bill Maeneill, who has shared 
Ihe top spot in doubles on nine occasions from 
1962 through 1970. His last win was with Bob 
Horne last year. 

The men's singles trophy was first won by 
I,. B. Freeburn in 1930, but the top winner has 
been Charlie Watson, victor in nine straight 
title- fights from 1957 through 1904. He was the 


first winner of the senior men’s singles title, 
this year Bill Maeneill comes closest to 
Watson in championships, scoring in seven of 
it Tournaments from 1965 through 1975 

Women’s singles was added to the Town 
Tournament in 1944 and designated as the 
William Packer Trophy. Captured first. Polly 
Kimball's name heads the list of winners. 
Dorothy Hills has been the most prolific name 
on the cup. appearing there on eight out of 13 
occasions from 1952 through 1967. The 1977 
winner, Sue Cowen became the titlist in 1972, 
1973. 1976 as well. 

The mixed doubles competition began in 
earnest in 1947 Lois Ladd and Richard Hills 
are the first names on the engraved cup. 
Brenda Johnson and Carmen Elio have the 
most victories as a team, emerging victorious 
in 1974, 1975 and 1976, but were dethroned this 
year by Sandy Pomeroy and Doug Carlson 

Women's doubles entered the scene, of¬ 
ficially. in 1965 with the establishment of the 
James A Riley cup, named after a veteran 
tennis campaigner in Winchester. Winner of 
several singles and doubles titles, Riley was a 
prominent figure in the early days of Packer 
Courts tennis. Lucy White and Sherry Preston 
teamed to win the 1965 finals. Since that time 
Mrs. White and Stella Gallant have won the 
championship three times.

The recent water crisis in Winchester, 
precipitated by an as yet unexplained bac¬ 
terial contamination of part or the town's 
water supply, has raised a few questions 
about where the water comes from and how 
the system operates. 

To add some perspective to the issue. The 
Star herewith offers a brief history and 
description of Winchester's HU-year-old 
water works. 

Twenty years after the incorporation of 
the Town of Winchester, the effort to create a 
local, municipal water system began. The 
growth of the town led to a demand for such a 
supply, and the Novemer, 1870 town meeting 
established a nine-member committee to 
study the situation. 

After a year of study, the committee, 
described by Henry S Chapman in his 
"Hisory of Winchester" as "an inharmonious 
body," could not come up with a report. A 
second, five-man committee was set up. and 
they reported to town meeting in March. 1872. 

This second group hired consultants and 
came up with several possibilities. One 
suggestion was to bring in water from the 
Woburn or Arlington water systems, but no 
agreement was reached with either of the two 
neighboring towns, and there was some doubt 
as to whether those towns could always 
supply Winchester with her needs. 

The consultants also looked at Wedge and 
Winter Ponds as potential sources. Winter 
Pond was found to be inadequate, and Wedge 
Pond was rejected as loo easily con¬ 
taminated. 

The committee concluded instead that the 
town should attempt to construct its own 
independent system by damming and 
flooding a series of meadows and swamps in 
the Middlesex Fells. 

The area in question was a natural trough 
of land running roughly north-south, nestled 
among the hills in the Fells. At the northern 
end were Dyke's Meadow and Long Meadow; 
to the south lay Turkey Swamp. 

Toe committee succeeded in 1873 in having 
the legislature pass a law authorizing the 
town to take the lands for the svstem 
(Chapter 277, 1873). 

Not all were pleased with the idea. As 
Chapman reports in his "History": "The 
report threw the town into a fever of con¬ 
troversy. Only recently divided into factions 
by the quarrel over the railway station, the 
people took sides with a renewed joy of 
combat." 

There were quite a few skeptics, according 
to Chapman, who doubted the water would 
ever rise higher than the tops of one's boots; 
others could not abide by the idea of drinking 
water coming out of what was at that time a 
swamp. 

Nonetheless, the committee prevailed, and 
in 1873 the town began clearing land, 
preparing the bottom, and building a dam for 
the North Keservoir Cold weather halted 
construction, but the dam gates were closed 
anyway and within six weeks the skeptics had 
been proved wrong: 35 acres were flooded 
and the water level at the gate house was 12 
feet. 

The following summer, pipes were laid 
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The gatehouse at the South Reservoir in the Middlesex Fells. Water has been flowing from the reservoir, known as Turkey 
Swamp before it was dammed and flooded, for more than 100 years. CETA crews cleared out around the ponds this sum¬ 


mer and dug ditches to improve the runoff into all three reservoirs.

throughout most of the town The dam was 
completed in September, and on Sept. 20, 
1874. the water started flowing 

The first board of water commissioners 
i later expanded to become the water and 
sewer board) including three of the five men 
on the study committee which recommended 
the building of the reservoirs in the first 
place: David N. Skillings, Moses A. Herrick, 
and James F. Dwinell. William T. Dotten, the 
first water superintendent, served for 50 
years until his death in 1925. 

By 1880 the growth of the town led to in¬ 
creasing demands on the water supply At the 
November town meeting of that year, the 
water commissioners proposed that the town 
buy land for a South Reservoir (at Turkey 
Swamp). The project was accepted, and more 
land was cleared and ditched and a dam 
started But the money ran out before the 
dam was half finished, and the project sat 
uncompleted until 10 years later, when the 
commissioners went back to town meeting for 
more money. 

The meeting appointed a 15-member board 
to study the situation — this board, too, was 
an inharmonious one. However, they did 
muster a majority in favor of a proposal to 
abandon the project and look to the 
Metropolitan Water District for future sup- 
plies. ^ —

A long debate at the spring town meeting 
followed. The water commissioners' position 
was argued most effectively by one Henry A. 
Emerson, whose closing speech "swept the 
meeting off its feet," according to Chapman. 
The April 26, 1890 edition of The Star said it 
was "one of the grandest and most eloquent 
appeals the citizens ever listened to; the 
applause and stamping continued for some 
minutes in spite of Moderator (John T.) 
Wilson's attempts to quiet it." the meeting 
voted 193-14 to complete the project 

The dam was completed and a smaller 
dam built to separate the Middle Reservoir 
from the South Reservoir. The Middle 
Reservoir was and is still used as a holding 
pond, feeding both the North and South 
Reservoirs as needed 

In 1885, a high service tank was built near 
the North Reservoir to supply the homes 
along Highland avenue. The windmill 
originally used to pump the water into the 
tank was later replaced by an electric pump. 
According to the report on the town water 
works issudd this summer, the present 
standpipe at the North Reservoir, located on 
Hillcrest parkway, was constructed in 1898 
Another tank was built on Andrews Hill in 
1903 and replaced with a larger tank in 1912 
This tank is no longer part of the system. 
The South Reservoir standpipe i the source

of the recent contamination) was first put up 
in 1929 near the south end of Highland avenue. 
It was moved in 1934 tjb the South Reservoir 
for aesthetic reasons. 

These three reservoirs supplied the town, 
through the Highland Water Works, as the 
system was originally known, from 1874 until 
1937, during which time the population of 
Winchester quadrupled to 14,001) 

Chapman relates that during the 
Depression, many residents went up to the 
reservoirs to pick berries to add to their 
"Depression diet " At one time, the reser¬ 
voirs were stocked with black bass and 
limited fishing was allowed. However, it was 
soon discovered that the water was being 
contaminated and the fishing privileges 
abused. The reservoir was closed to the 
public, and in 1935 chlorination machines 
were installed. 

By 1930 it was apparent the town would 
soon he needing an expanded water supply. 
This need had been presaged as early as 1919, 


when a board appointed by the legislature 
estaimated the supply would be sufficient for 
about 10 years 

When the reservoirs failed to refill in 1926, 
the water and sewer board began looking into 
the alternatives sources. Water meters were 
installed in 1928 to monitor use, and record¬ 
keeping began the next year 

A 1930 study commission recommended 
drilling a well field to supplement the existing 
system Though the town was hooked up with 
the Metropolitan Water District system for 
emergencies, the commission felt the cost of 
regular service was too high 

Wells were finally dug in 1938, after the 
wafer and sewer commissioners brought the 
proposal to town meeting The well field, 
located in the Horn Pond Brook Valley bet¬ 
ween the brook and Pond street north of 
Brantwood road, was used to supplement the 
main water supply until 1952, when, because 
of the hard quality of the water, it was 
decided to use the wells only as a reserve 
source. During a drought five years later, the 
field was activated and pumped dry The field 
has not been used since; last year the pump 
house was burned by vandals. 

The town entered the Metropolitan system 
in 1945. Since then, thetown has paid the MDC 
for one-third of the water it uses (according to 
contract, the town pays whether or not it 
needs to pump water in from the MDC 
system >. 

A third major debate over the water 
system arose in the early 1950s over 
flouridation, which was then still in the ex¬ 
perimental stages 

Proposals to flouridate the water were 
defeated at the 1953 and 1954 town meetings. 
Bruce W. Stone, author of the second volume 
of the "History of Winchester," gives some 
picture of the nature of the debate. Opposition 
to flouridation reached its greatest extreme 
with the Massachusetts Women's Political 
Society, who Stone quotes as declaring: 
"Flouridation is a Red plot to take over the 
water and power systems of the country." 

The move was okayed in 1955, and the 
issue won again in a referendum, 799-504. 

A survey of the entire system in 1955 led to 
a number of improvements, described in the 
water report issued this summer by the town 
manager’s office: 

"Supplemental water mains were in¬ 
stalled where required, a new south treat¬ 
ment station was constructed, an additional 
pump of greater capacity was installed at the 
north pumping station, new metering devices 
have replaced the existing meters, trunk 
mains have been cleaned, an addition with 
new chemical feeders has been constructed at

the Arlington line on Ridge street, and the 
most important improvement of all was the 
construction of a pumping station and force 
main to pump water as required from MDC’s 
Spot Pond to the Middle Reservoir " 

A water main cleaning and cement mortar 
lining program was authorized by town 
meeting in 1963. The program continued for 10 
years In his report, Town Manager Thomas 
Groux has recommended that another sur¬ 
vey. similar to the one done 20 years ago, be 
underatken during fiscal 1979 by a consulting 
engineering firm The proposed cost would be 
about $20,000.

Local man 
pleads guilty 
to tax evasion 

An Arlington real estate broker who lives 
in Winchester has pleaded guilty to a charge 
of Federal income tax evasion in U.S. District 
Court. 

Geno Giangrande, 46, of Berkshire rd. who 
has offices in Arlington, was placed on 
probation for one year and fined $4000 by 
Judge Frank Murray, US Atty. Edward F. 
Harrington said. 

Giangrande had been indicted on two 
counts of income tax evasion for the years 
1971 and 1972. He pleaded guilty to the 1972 
count. 

On March IB he was indicted by a Federal 
grand jury and charged with reporting 
taxable income for 1971 and 1972 of $30,448 
with taxes of $6132, instead of taxable income 
of $86,831 with taxes of $24,577. 

After the completion of criminal tax trials, 
the Internal Revenue Service goes into the 
civil aspects of such cases to collect taxes, 
penalties and interest for all the years in¬ 
volved in the charges. 


The pressures created by administrative 
cutbacks and the demands of state-mandated 
special education programs surfaced Monday 
night when the school committee held the first 
of its “working sessions” on next year’s 
school budget. 

The board spent four and a half hours 
hashing over a list of 39 policy questions 
submitted by various administrators, prin¬ 
cipals and teachers. Behind these specific 
issues sat the broader issue of how to react to 
a steadily declining enrollment. 

“Do we want to decrease the staff, or do 
we want to reallocate staff to take advantage 
of the declining enrollment?" was the central 
question posed by acting Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas. 

Superintendent William MacDonald's 
response was, “I would say that the time has 
come for us to capitalize on declining 
enrollment.” 

The board sifted through about 20 of the 39 
policy questions, many of which deal with 
staffing in administrative areas and for 
special education programs. 

In the administrative area, the issues 
included: 

— Whether the work year of the second 
assistant principal at the high school 
(Evander French) should be increased from 
its present 39 weeks. The position was cut 
back by several weeks a few years ago, and 
according toSupt. MacDonald, “The kinds of 
work that have to be done simply have not 
changed." 

In addition to his duties as assistant 
principal, French is in charge of the adult 
education program. 

—■ Whether the two clerk-aides cut from 
the high school budget for this year should be 
fully or partially restored. 

High School Principal Vincent Larocco 
noted that the clerical staff at the high school 
has been cut from seven to four positions and 
explained that the work the aides perform “is

not the kind of thing where you can cut 
something out and say, ‘No, you don’t do it.’” 

— Should the coordinator of data 
processing (Arthur Sarno) be relieved of his 
two-fifths teaching assignment. MacDonald 
pointed out that Sarno has taken on several 
data processing projects for the school 
system and that he has taken about four days 
of vacation all year. 

"This man does an outstanding job in the 
area of data processing. . . he also does a fine 
job teaching,” argued MacDonald, “and we 
are treating him rather shabbily." 

In special education, several recom¬ 
mendations received support from the ad¬ 
ministration. Among these: 

—Should the high school guidance 
department be relieved of special education 
responsibilities. When combined with the 
reduction in the assistant principals’s 
position, a total of six weeks has been taken 
away from administrative work at the high 
school, according to MacDonald. 

“It’s totally unrealistic. . . to expect the 
work to get done,” the superintendent 
claimed. Principal Larocco asked the school 
board for two additional weeks for each area. 

—Should a reading specialist be added to 
the high school ; should the position of reading 
coordinator (now filled by Jerry Goldberg) be 
changed from half-time to full-time; and 
should a half-time position be used to support 
general curriculum assignments. 

This request was defended by Goldberg, 
who explained that he does not have time to 
adequately supervise the reading program. 

The request is also related to the ad¬ 
ministrative squeeze: Asst. Supt. for 
Curriculum Walter Gleason told the board. 
“There are a number of things I can’t keep up 
with, and I need some help.” Gleason, like 
other administrators, has taken on extra 
duties since last year when the positions of 
assistant superintendent for personnel and 
director of pupil services where eliminated. 

—Should the special education staff at the 
high school include part-time specialists for 
intermediate core evaluations and a teacher 
for students with severe behavioral problems. 

Special Education Coordinator Frank 
Bianco said the system has no program at 
present for dealing with severe behavioral 
problems at the high school level. With the 
addition of such a program, Bianco 
suggested, the system might be able to 
retrieve students who are presently being 
sent out to residential institutions and similar 
programs out of town. 

"Our job is not to send kids to state 
schools,” said board member Jack Noble; “I 
think Frank is on the right track, we should 
try to reorient the kids back into the system.” 

Mrs. Papas questioned the role of the 
school system as social worker, noting that 
many of the problems involve environmental 
factors outside the schools, in particular in 
homelife. 

Taking the problem a step earlier, McCall 
Principal Joseph Forte said, "The kids in the 
high school come from the junior high, and 
the kids in the junior high come from the 
parents.” He said there were children in 
school “breaking a substantial number of 
rules, disrupting programs and the education 
of others.” He suggested what the system 
needed was “preventive maintenance,”

Town Comptroller James J. Costello said 
he may resign his position in the near future 
as a result of what he called a difference in 
“style" between his office and other town 
departments with regard to the payment of 
bills. 

As of It) days ago, Costello was holding 
more than $200,000 in bills because of 
problems with contracts, purchase orders, 
and job specifications. Most of the bills are for 
supplies and services received by the 
department of public works. Some of these 
bills have since been paid. 

Costello met with the board of selectmen 
the night of Oct. 12 in executive session. The 
meeting was called as an extension of the 
weekly meeting Oct. 11 for "consideration of 
complaints against a town official.” 

Selectmen Chairman Barbara Hankins 
would not comment on the personalities in¬ 
volved or the subjects discussed at the 
meeting. 

There have been complaints from several 
sources recently that the town has not been 
honoring its obligations and paying its bills. 

Costello explained that not all of the bills 
held up in his office are directly related to the 
problem: bills from various departments 
come into the office in batches, attached to a 
master sheet listing all the bills enclosed. If 
one or more of the bills is not accompanied by 
complete information, or if the comptroller 
sees a problem with the related contracts, 
then the entire list of bills is held up. 

According to Costello, this is not the 
“traditional" procedure. However, Costello 
began holding up the batches of bills a couple 
of months ago because of an increase of 
problems with the bills. 

The bills involved include several from the 
DPW (which spends more money than most 
departments), the school department, the 
library, and the police and fire departments. 

Normally, bills received in the comp¬ 
troller’s office include such things as a pur¬ 
chase order, receipt, bid award letter, copy of 
the contract, etc. 

Until a couple of months ago, Costello 
explained, his office would separate the 
"payable” bills and make up a new batch for

them; then the bills with problems would be 
held until the appropriate information had 
been received. Costello said he decided to 
hold up entire batches of bills when the in¬ 
cidence of “incomplete ’ information began to 
increase. "There have l>een more gaps this 
year than I can remember ever having,” said 
Costello of the situation. "I thought that 
laying them aside would get things moving," 
he added. 

Costello has been comptroller for the town 
since the office was set up in 1962. Before that, 
he was town accountant for 10 years. 

One recurring problem has been with 
contracts. By state law, all town contracts 
must be on file in the comptroller’s office. 
Often the contracts are not received until the 
bill itself arrives; sometimes they arrive 
after the bills, Costello said. 

“Contracts executed in May and June 
didn't arrive until late September,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

He said a DPW contract for catch basin 
cleaning made last May has yet to be signed 
by Town Manager Thomas Groux or DPW 
Director Walter Tonaszuck. 

Between June 13 and Aug. 11, Roy’s Catch 
Basin Cleaning Company of Dracut cleaned 
1502 catch basins at a cost of $4415.88 

Asked why the contract was never signed 
for the town, Tonaszuck replied, "I don’t 
know if I can give you a straight answer to 
that. . . There is a question as to whether or 
not the contract had to go out and what are the 
obligations of the town." He added, “We felt 
the contract wasn't necessary." 

When contacted by The Star, the owner of 
Ray’s declined to comment on the situation. 

Costello contended that he “cannot make 
the certification that (the bill) is legal." He 
said “the town didn't comply with its own 
specs.” 

Tonaszuck disagreed. “I don’t think we’re 
not living up to the specifications." He added 
that he has suggested a meeting between the 
town manager, himself, Costello, and Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall to work out the 
problem. 

As for the other bills, Costello said, “Not a 
matter has been held up within the past few 


Town Manager Thomas Groux told The 
Star Wednesday morning that he has asked 
DPW Director Tonaszuck to sign the contract 
for the catch basin cleaning performed this 
summer so that Groux himself may sign the 
contract for the town. 

Groux said he hn consulted with Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall, who "suggested 
that since we did ask for (the contract) and 
(thecontractor) did sign it, that the town sign 
it." 

Groux said the contract w as not signed last 
May “because Initially I had Indicated to Mr. 
Tonaszuck that I didn't think we needed a 
contract for that kind of service.”

Under the state law and the town charter, 
the comptroller must “examine and approve 
as not IxMng fraudulent, unlawful or ex¬ 
cessive, all bills, drafts and orders. . ." 
which come through his office. If he 
challenges any hills, he is required by the law 
to file a written report to the selectmen and 
the treasurer. 

Costello noted that often the hills are in¬ 
complete as a result of an oversight. Rather 
than write up a report for every such bill, he 
first seeks out the information directly from 
the department involved, he said. 

The original catch basin cleaning bills 
were sent down to his office without the 
necessary information, he recalled, and he 
sent them back for the appropriate 
documents 

After the DPW relumed the bills with the 
unsigned contract, Costello said he consulted 
with Town Counsel Rnndall 

Randall said Tuesday he “talked in¬ 
formally with the comptroller" and that “the 
matter hasn’t been sent lo me for a 
resolution." 

Costello suid he did not send a report to the 
selectmen and the treasurer on the mutter 
The problem has yet to be resolved, and the 
bills remain unpaid. 


Board, Tonaszuck to look into DPW 


Selectmen will be meeting with Walter J. 
Tonaszuck. director of public works, in two 
weeks to discuss in public session questions 
raised by town employees at the two recent 
DPW forums held specifically to hear their 
complaints and questions. 

Groux listed five broad items which he 
thought should be looked into with Tonaszuck. 

4-A method of determining the status of 
employees who are on duty at the time of a 
medical emergency. There had been talk at 
the forum September 20 that employees are 
docked sick time if they are taken to a 
hospital for treatment during working hours. 

+ The question of retroactive pay for 
members of bargaining units who leave the 
employ of the town before contract set¬ 
tlements are negotiated. The historical policy 
of the town has been to deny such an em¬ 
ployee benefits resulting from collective 
bargaining procedures and town meeting 
funding The town manager will look into this 
question in detail with the board to see if it 
could be considered part of the policy of the 
town. Town Counsel Douglas A Randall will 
also be solicited for advice about including 
retroactive pay in contracts with individual 
bargaining units. The town could go either 
with including it as a genera! policy or with 
putting it into individual bargaining unit 
contracts. 

^Statements of hurrassment. Groux 
suggested that discussions about ’forced 
retirement’ will get down to case studies 
dealing with individual complaintants. 

-4-Snow and ice availability. Some DPW 
employees asked at the forums about having 
to be on standby basis 24 hours a day over 
weekends in the winter. Groux said he would 
take this up directly with Tonaszuck. 

4-Physical examinations of town em¬ 
ployes. In this case, where the town 
arranges and pays for employee physicals 
with a doctor of its choice, some employees 
were questioning the use of their own 
physician or of a second opinion. Again Groux 
said he would talk it over with Tonaszuck. 

After presenting these five main points, 
Groux asked the board members for further 
areas to be explored. Selectmen Chairman 
Barbara S. Hankins suggested including 
discussion about first aid kits. A couple of 
employees, allergic to insect bites, requested 
first aid kits be available and Mrs. Hankins 
suggested that there be one in every vehicle, 
She further suggested that there be specific 
antidotes to insect bites where needed. 

Richard Wilsack added his points “We 
need to understand Wally Tonaszuck’s 
direction regarding contract work," he said 
The contracting out of DPW work was 
another of the sore points to bother some of 
the employees who spoke at the forum. 

Edward O’Connell thought that discussion 
of this nature would be better undertaken 
with Tonaszuck present 

In other selectmen matters, Attorney 
Kdward-llieks, in preparation for next week’s 
public hearing on the planning board warrant 
articles, went before the board to explain the 


zoning change requested for property around 
the Star Market at Woburn Plaza. 

Under article 18, the land on the nor¬ 
theasterly side of Cambridge street adjacent 
lo the Winchester-Woburn line would be 
changed from a residential district B (RDB- 
10) to a general business district. 

That parcel of land, owned by Y&M Trust, 
which Hicks is representing, is the Star 
Market parking lot which has been in 
violation of the residential zone requirements 
for years. “We are just seeking to legitimize 
what is already going on," Hicks told the 
board Apparently the Y&M Trust is seeking 
to put up a “modest” building on the site. 

Because the area is very small (1.625 
acres), Hicks said that the building would 
have to be modest "but one which would 
make money. He said the Y&M is interested 
lirst in putting up a branch bank That make 
not pass muster with the state, however, 
because there is already a bank branch at the 
Woburn Plaza.

When the war ended, the 
auxiliary fire department was phased out. 

But a few members remained active by 
assisting the regular department Most of the 
makeshift equipment was scrapped. 

The Korean War and fear of nuclear attack 
in the I950’s brought about the rejuvenation of 
the auxiliary department The federal 
government began a Civil defense program 
on a national level, and in 1950 the Civil 
Defense Act was passed by the state. Win¬ 
chester appointed James W. Blackham their 
first civil defense director. New members 
joined the few remaining volunteers to bring 
the total number of firefighters to about 12 or 
15. The crew pooled their cash and bought 
Engine 6, a small pumper which was used 
until 1966. 

Wilbur Otis, who later became Civil 
Defense director, was responsible for con¬ 
verting the old North Reservoir pumping 
house into the auxiliary station in the late 
1950’s. The emphasis of the department 
changed from assisting in case of an atomic 
bomb to helping the regular department in 
case of natural disasters. At this time the 
department consisted mainly of older men. 

The ages of the men and women of today's 
auxiliaiy force range from the 20s to 60s Most 
of the firefighters are in their early 20s, with deputy 
65 being the age of retirement. Their main 
purpose now is to assist the regular depart¬ 
ment in major fires that require a larger 
force 

In the last 10 years the 25 members have 
begun participating in many public service 
activities. They provide the public address 
system for several town sponsored affairs, 
such as the swim meet. The department is 
equipped with a lighting truck and a pumper. 

John Baldwin has been the official fire 
chief for six months, but has been in charge as 
the senior officer for about five years. He has 


Where is the Winchester fire department 
located? Most people would probably say in 
the station in the center of town.

There have been, and sad to say 
there are not now, Town Days, the epitome of community sharing and 
spirit. 

There should also be a community-run giant Halloween party. 
Perhaps an organization like the Jaycees could expand the scope of their 
service to the town’s kids to sponsor such a party. 

The spontaneous fun is going out of Halloween, except for the very 
young. It’s become a ritual geared toward making the costume com¬ 
panies and the candy manufacturers richer. Parents often have little 
time for making costumes and kids are no longer content to be gypsies 
and ghosts. 

Scratch your heads a bit and come up with something for everyone in 
town. Maybe the young people could put together a Halloween celebration 
for the little ones and then go on to have their own costume party, spon¬ 
sored by tiie town and run at little expense to the young people in return 
for their work with the little kids. 

It might work. And it would certainly be safer for our children.

Startling testimony 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

A week or so ago, an important Senate 
subcommittee held day-long hearings on the 
question of whether the United States should 
surrender its sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal. The hearings began at 8 a.m. and 
continued until late in the afternoon. 

A serie-. of impressive witnesses appeared 
to testify before the subcommittee. They 
included a former chief of naval operations, 
the present governor of the Canal Zone, a U S. 
federal judge who served in the Canal Zone 
for a quarter of a century, an attorney who is 
recognized as a foremost expert on the 1903 
treaty which established that the Panama 
Canal is U.S. property, and others. 

The subcommittee’s hearings were an¬ 
nounced two weeks ahead of time. All of the 
major news media were informed the 
hearings would be held. 

Yet, almost nothing was published or 
broadcast about the startling testimony at the 
hearings. Such news coverage ns was given

the hearings was buried on the inside pages of 
the newspapers. 

It is this sort of "news judgment” that 
leads many Americans to believe that our 
major news media - both newspapers and 
television - are biased in their presentation of 
the news. 

interestingly enough, on the very morning 
of the hearings, these same major news 
media carried extensive front-page coverage 
of statements by President Carter and others 
who want to give away the Panama Canal. 

During the day-long testimony by the 
various witnesses, it was made clear that if 
the U.S. gives away the Canal, our national 
defense will be endangered - and our economy 
as well. Witness after witness agreed that the 
present government of Panama is being 
guided by communist advisors. 

More over, there was unanimous 
agreement that the U.S. state department 
dating back to the Johnson administration 
has been working, both secretly and openly, 
to try to by-pass Congress in giving away the 
Panama Canal. 

The state department has engaged in a 
steady propaganda campaign in favor of the 
give-away.

As of press time, the school had not yet 
filed for a secondhand dealers license to 
permit them to sell used clothing and other 
secondhand articles. Robert Graves, attorney 
for the school, told The Star that he and 
Norman Sherman, zoning administrator, 
would be talking today about possible 
violations. 

Graves assured The Star that “under no 
circumstances” would the thrift shop be open 
if there were any violations in either zoning or 
license requirements.

A combined meeting of the Mass League of 
Cities and Towns and the Mass Selectmen's 
Association is taking place this weekend in 
Hyannis. Three members of Winchester’s 
board of selectmen are planning to attend — 
Harry Chefalo, Richard Wilsack and Barbara 
Hankins. 

The Observer is pleased to see such in¬ 
terest in this meeting. The interest is ap¬ 
parently reciprocal. Mrs. Hankins has been 
asked to serve on a panel discussing human 
services needs in Massachusetts. Mrs. 
Hankins is chairman of Winchester's human 
services study committee and it seems that 
this town is talking about aspects of human 
services here which have not been talked 
about in other cities and towns setting up their 
own study committees. 


In its discussion about dissolution of 
various committees, recharging or others, 
and continuance of still others, the board of 
selectmen decided to dissolve the student 
government study committee which, in 1973 
was charged with coming up with recom¬ 
mendations to the town for setting up a 
student government day. 

Now that there is a student government 
day, the board will dissolve the committee 
formed in 1973 and create a new one charged 
with the actual holding of a student govern¬ 
ment day each year. Town Manager Thomas 
J. Groux and Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, 
Jr., have both expressed an interest in 
working with this kind of group. 


From a field of five contenders, the board 
of selectmen last week made two ap¬ 
pointments to fill vacancies, on the con¬ 
servation commission. Although all five 
names were placed in nomination, the board 
chose John M. Looney and George R. Ciampa. 

The others who had offered their services 
to this important commission were Thomas 
Ward, Lewis A. Shattuck, and Bruce M. 
Georgian. For once there were more ap¬ 
plicants than vacancies to be filled on a town¬ 
wide board. 

Maybe the interest in public service will 
carry over when town meeting begins its fall 
session on November 7.

The committee on names will be looking 
for someone to help out with the choice of 
names for streets, municipal buildings, and 
such public facilities. 

Traditionally the committee has been 
made up of three members, one each from the 
planning board, board of selectmen, and park 
commission. With the merging of the parks 
department into the DPW, there is basically 
one opening left. 

Something interesting is happening, 
though. The board of selectmen is considering 
increasing the membership to five and in¬ 
cluding members from the public sector. The 
other aspect of this committee is the 
possibility of including a representative from 
the school department. Now the school 
department has the prerogative of naming 
any school property as it sees fit. 

Anyway, it is interesting to speculate on 
what the committee will finally look like. 

Speaking of committees, the selectmen 
are going to recommend that the following 
three committees be dissolved by town 
meeting: Christmas decorations committee, 
Winter Pond study committee, and the 
Winchester Aberjona watershed committee. 
Other committees, like the snow and ice study 
committee and the capital improvements 
planning committee, have vacancies to be 
filled. One vacancy for both of the two has 
been posted but to date there have been no 
applicants.

Correction: on Lahey Clinic 


In last week’s op-ed page article on the 
Lahey Clinic, penned by Winchester doctor 
James F. McDonough, the contention was 
made that the Lahey Clinic planners have 
more than a 200-bed hospital in mind. 

This was the basis on which the original 
certificate of need was granted the Lahey 
Clinic. The whole controversy over whether 
or not the clinic should be built arose after the 
certificate of need was "renewed" in 
December, 1976. At that time, Lahey’s plans 
had expanded considerably. 

Several parties brought suit, questioning 
the need for the expanded facility. The Lahey 
people responded that their plans had not 
really changed all that much. 

To illustrate his point about the size of the 
proposed clinic, Dr. McDonough compared 
statistics with Winchester Hospital, a 
"typical 200-bed hospital.” The chart in last

Dr. Grant W. Urry 

Urry receives 
chemistry award 

Dr. Grant W. Urry of 2 Black Horse terr., 
professor of chemistry at Tufts University in 
Medford, has been awarded the Robinson 
Professorship of Chemistry for the fourth 
consecutive year by the university trustees. 

First awarded in 1959, the Robinson 
professorship is given annually by the 
trustees' Educational Policy Committee in 
recognition of academic distinction. 

Before coming to Tufts in 1968, Urry was 
on the faculties at Purdue University, the 
University of Chicago and Washington (Mo.) 
University, as well as being a consultant to 
E.I. duPont de Nemours and Co. He also was 
chairman of the chemistry department at 
Tufts from 1968 to 1973. 

Urry is a graduate of the University of 
Chicago, where he also earned his doctorate 
degree. In addition to being a member of 
several educational committees, he has 
written nearly 40 articles pertaining to the 
field of chemistry. 


Bay state roll call 

Week of October 10-14 

The House this week gave Initial approval 180-47 to a bill allowing 
merchants to remain open on the four Sundays between Thanksgiving 
and Christmas, but rejected an amendment which would allow local 
cities and towns an option to extend the Sunday openings to other Sun¬ 
days. Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, Jr., voted to allow the four Sunday 
openings and to approve local options for extending the openings to other 
Sundays. In a similar bill in 1975 Saltmarsh voted against the four Sunday 
openings. 

In other action, the House gave final approval 203-5 to a bill creating 
agricultural preservation districts to preserve prime agricultural land 
for farm use only. Saltmarsh favored the state purchasing of develop¬ 
ment rights on prime agricultural land. 

The gay rights bill was defeated In the House 120-101. This bill would 
have prohibited discrimination on the basis of sexual preference in public 
jobs. Saltmarsh voted to defeat the bill. 

On a compromise bill which would prohibit discrimination against 
homosexuals or bisexuals In public jobs, excluding police, firemen, 
corrections officers or emplyoees of the Mental Health Department, 
Saltmarsh also voted In the negative. 

Continuing debate on the public funding of abortions in the Senate 
found Sen. Sam Rotondi again favoring the the public funding of abor¬ 
tions. The amendment to the supplementary budget would have struck 
that section from the budget. It was defeated 19-16. 

Another amendment to the budget would have allowed abortions In 
cases of incest or rape or In the case when a mother's life was en¬ 
dangered. Rontondl again voted to allow these abortions. 

Psychotherapists received Initial approval for not having to disclose 
communication they have with their patients. Rotondi voted with the 19- 
16 majority to extend this law of privilege to psychotherapists. 

The Senate approved 19-12 an amendment making the school break¬ 
fast program optional. Rotondi voted in favor of making the program 
optional. 

In other action, the Senate approved, although Rotondi voted against, 
an amendment requiring the comptroller to return 40 percent of the state 
surplus for fiscal 1977 to cities and towns. 

A bill was passed to establish the National Guard Educational 
Assistance Program, requiring tke state to pay full tuition for any 
guardsmen In good standing who attends any state or community college

Sachems trounce Minutcmen, 34-13

The Winchester Sachems breezed to an 
easy 34-13 victory over Lexington Sunday at 
Winchester’s Knowlton Field. 

The triumph upped the Sachem’s record to 

5- 0 and moved the team to number five in the 
state Division I rankings. 

Winchester struck for six points with just 
under two minutes elapsed in the first quarter 
when, on the second play from scrimmage, 
Tom Murray broke downfield for 73 yards and 
a touchdown.

O’Connor’s kickoff was downed by 
Lexington’s Douglas Spagnolia on the 
Minutemen 22 yard line, but Lexington soon 
found themselves trapped by a tough Win¬ 
chester defense after two unsuccessful 
running plays and an incomplete pass by 
quarterback Scott Sidman.

Winchester running backs Tom Murray 
and Sam Bellino banged out a first down, 
moving the ball just short of midfield, when 
on the next play an errant handoff was 
recovered by Sachem Mark O’Neil. 

Co-captain and quarterback Don Allard, 
returning from a -shoulder injury which 
sidelined him from last week’s fame, followed 
the fumble by throwing an interception, 
picked off by Eugene Newborn, who returned 
the ball 30 yards before being stopped by 
Murray on Winchester's 18 yard line. 

The Minutemen quickly capitalized on the

The kickoff by Newborn was received by 
Sachem Mark O’Neil who returned the ball 27 
yards to the Winchester 45 yard line behind 
the good blocking of the Special team.

One hour each week 
will be spent learning about career op¬ 
portunities. 

No special talents are required to par- 
ticipate in the SPEDY program. Interested 
students who meet the eligibility 
requirements arc encouraged to complete the 
preliminary application available after 
school at the Town Hall (Board of Health 
Office).

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The water works 


Three systems supply town’s water 


TTiis is the second in a series of articles 
about Winchester's water system The first 
article, printed in the Oct. i3 edition of The 
Star, dealt with the history of the system. This 
one is a general description of the existing 
system and the cost of maintaining that 
system. 


Winchester’s water system is divided into 
three spearate systems. The geographical 
boundaries of these three parts roughly follow 
the edges of the valley through which flows 
the Aberjona River, and in which lies Win¬ 
chester Center (see map). 

The East High System and the Low 
(Gravity) System are fed by the three 
reservoirs located in the Middlesex Fells. 
These reservoirs have been pumping Win¬ 
chester’s water since 1874, when the nor¬ 
thernmost meadows set in the hills of the 
Fells had been cleared and dammed, and the 
North Reservoir began to fill. By 1891, the 
Middle and South Reservoir projects had 
been completed, and the town had its own, 
independent source of water. 

When growth on the west side of town 
demanded a new source, a connection was 
established with the Metropolitan District 


Commission’s (MDC) Turkey Hill standpipe 
in Arlington. 

The East High System, supplied by the 
North Reservoir, serves an area roughly east 
of Washington street from the Stoneham line 
down to Main street, then east of Main street 
to the Medford line. This is the area affected 
by the bacterial contamination three weeks 
ago. and the area to which the boil order 
issued by the state Sept. 29 applied. 

The annual water report, submitted to the 
selectmen this summer by the town manager, 
describes the mechanics of the system as 
follows: 

"Tb ■ East High System is supplied from 
the Noith Reservoir by means of a pumping 
station M the North Reservoir. The water 
enters i le system through the North 
Gatehous;, which was constructed in 1873. 

“The water is pumped into the system and 
to the North Standpipe, which is located in 
Hillcrest parkway. This standpipe was 
constructed in 1898, with a full capacity of 
376,000 gallons. When this standpipe is filled, 
an altitude valve closes, and the water is 
pumped into the system and into the South 
Standpipe." 

The South Standpipe was the source of the 
recent contamination: it has since been

flushed, refilled, chlorinated, and reflushed. 
It svas moved from its original location on 
Cranston road to the hill above the South 
Reservoir in 1934 after area residents voiced 
Iheir objections to having the facility so close 
to their homes. Its capacity is 417.000 gallons. 

The report continues: "The North Pump is 
operated by controls at the South Standpipe, 
and the pump at the south station is set to 
start automatically when the water level is 
low in the South Standpipe and more water 
than can be supplied from the North Pump is 
required." 

So the Fast High System is supplied by the 
North Reservoir, via pumps, with pressure 
supplied by water being pumped into the 
North and South Standpipes. 

The Low Service Area is fed by gravity 
from the South Reservoir. The area served 
stretches east of Washington and South Main 
streets to Cambridge road from the Woburn 
line to the Medford and Arlington lines. 

When more water is required than the 
South Reservoir can supply, water is fed into 
the Low Service Area from the North 
Reservoir. 

Both the North and South Reservoirs are 
served by th Middle Reservoir, which acts as 
a holding pond. Water is drained into the 
North or South Reservoirs when the level gets 
too low. 

Feeding into the Middle Reservoir is a line 
from the MDC water supply at Spot Pond. 
Originally installed as a precaution against 
drought, this line now regularly pumps water 
into the Winchester system. 

By contract with the MDC, the town must 
pay the MDC for one-third of its annual 
consumption; this arrangement oegan in 
194!i. Even if the town does not need all of the 
MDC water, the excess is pumped into the 
Middle Reservoir for storage. 

The third system is the West High System, 
which gets its water from the MDC via a 
standpipe on Turkey Hill in Arlington. The 
water in this system originates from the 
MDC’s Quabbin and Wachusett Reservoirs in 
the central part of the state. 

The area west of Cambridge street from 
the Woburn line to the Arlington line is served 
by Turkey Hill. There is a water treatment 
station on Ridge street (as there are treat¬ 
ment stations at both the North and South 
Reservoirs). 

The three reservoirs, running roughly 
north-south, sit in between sets of hills in the 
Fells. According to the annual report, 

“The area of the watershed contains ap¬ 
proximately 812 acres, of which 198 are water 
surface. The watershed is closed to the public. 
The town owns 445 acres in the watershed, 
and the balance is on state owned land. The 
reservoirs were constructed by building dams 
across valleys, thus making artificial ponds, 
in which the town has complete flowage rights 
and control.” 

As of June 30, the town’s water systems 
included 99.47 mi'es of water mains and 
served 6084 custom«.-s (i.e. businesses and 
households, not individuals). 

In the year ending jene 30, the town 
consumed 844,122,600 gallons of water, or an 



average of more than 2.3 million gallons per 
day. Of this, 364,409,200 gallons came from the 
supply at the North and South Reservoirs; 
479,713,400 was from MDC sources, including 
Turkey Hill and Spot Pond. 

The Low Service Area (the gravity system 
throughout the central part of the valley) 
accounted for 52.4 per cent of the con¬ 
sumption; the East High 23.3 per cent; and 
the West High 24.3 per cent. 

Highest daily consumption was on July 21, 

1976, when more than six million gallons were 
used. Lowest consumption was on May 10, 

1977, when about 1.7 million gallons were used 
(May 10 was the day of the freak spring snow 
storm). 

Of the water fed through the system, the 
annual report records the following uses: 

-Water sold to customers: 727,068,150 
gallons; 

-Town departments: 40,000,000 gallons 
(estimated); 

-Metered flushing (for fires, street 
sweepers, and other town uses): 15,819,140 
gallons (estimated); 

-Unaccounted for water (unmetered 
flushings, fires and leaks): 61,235,310 gallons 
(estimated). 

The original construction of the reservoir 
system, according to Henry S. Chapman’s 
“History of Winchester” (volume one), cost 
about $250,000. 

Chapman notes that as of 1936, the town 
had spent a total of $1,100,183.74 on the water 
system. 

Today the system costs nearly half a 
million dollars annually to operate and up¬ 
date. Expenditures for FY1977 totalled 
$337,570.03, with receipts totalling $411,819.11 


leaving a net profit of $74,249.08. 

This year’s budget calls for $361,887 in 
expenses and estimates revenues of $409,723 
for a net profit of $47,856. However, the town 
manager's estimates for 1979-82 show losses 
each year. The manager has recommended a 
rate increase of at least eight cents to 50 cents 
per UK) cubic feel. 

The 1978 budget breaks down as follows: 

Expenses: personal services, $170,302; 
other expenses, $74,560; capital, $1875; MDC 


water purchased, $115,130. Total: $381,867. 

Receipts: water rates, $405,007; repairs, 
$1716; house connections, $3000. Total: 
$409,723. 

Profit: $47,856. Note: allocations are made 
for personal services, other expenses and 
capital; all other figures are estimated.

Mini-mansion is a major accomplishment

The charming, 14-room mansion took one 
and a-half years to build. Some of its features 
are working doors on hinges, glass windows, a 
birch interior with contrasting dark-hard¬ 
wood floors, electrical outlets, dimmer 
switches for the lighting on each floor, and a 
cozy, balustered front porch. The new owner 
will supply her home’s finishing touches — 
paint, shingles, wallpaper, a chimney, and 
furnishings. 

Many people would be delighted to own 
such elegance for $1,200, the price asked by 
Robert Thoms for his doll house materpiece. 

Thoms said, ‘‘I put between $200 and $300 
worth of materials into it, and just as many 
hours!” The mini-mansion which stands 
about three-feet tall was constructed in the 
garage of Thoms’s parents who live on 20 
Maxwell rd. Two months ago the craftsman 
moved into a house in North Cambridge with 
six others. Now he does all of his cutting and 


sanding in Winchester, and constructs and 
finishes the- houses in his cellar shop at 15 
Meacham rd., Cambridge. 

The tall, 23-year-old blonde showed an 
interest in architecture as far back as junior 
high school when he began building model 
houses. But at that time he and his friends 
would never refer to his models as doll 
houses. It wasn’t until three years ago when 
Thoms started building a doll house for his 
girl friend, who always wanted one as a child, 
that he started his own business. She never 
got her house, but she did provide inspriration 
for Dollplay, the name of his business. 

Many of Thoms's orders arrive through 
the mail from all over the nation. When 
someone responds to one of his ad¬ 
vertisements in doll house and crafts 
magazines he sends them a Dollplay 
brochure, which he designed himself. He also 
does business with local stores.

His first Dollplay house was a gambrel 
with authentic weathered shingles and 
windows that opened and closed. These 
houses retailed for $350 and $400 and each 
took 60 hours to construct. He sold four to 
stores in the area. From April to October 1975 
he worked on eight houses for the Christmas 
season and sold five. These early models 
weighed 50 lbs. each because the plywood was 
too thick. He now uses thinner plwywood and 
the windows no longer open. These houses 
also opened up like a suitcase, but Thoms 
found that if the wood warped, the two sides 
would not fit together properly. 

In 1976 Dollplay boasted a Victorian doll 
house, a Southern Colonial, and a general 
store. Thoms also sold separate components 
such as windows and doors. 

His distinctive doll house line, featuring a 
Townehouse and Cape are his only models 
now. Last year he made 32 sales before 
Christmas. He has already sold 67 this year 
and hopes to double that amount before the 
year is out. In his short career, Thoms has 
sold 112 doll houses in all. 

Generally, Thoms works on 10 houses at a 
time. Neighborhood children help with 
finishing work. A prospective buyer can 
purchase a house in either of three forms: a 
basic unfinished shell, including windows, 
stairs, and chimney; the whole kit, ready to 
assemble; and the finished, complete house. 
Thoms, who usually completes a house within 
two weeks of the order, says he has trouble 
keeping them in stock during this time of 
year. His orders slack off somewhat in 
February and March. 

During slow periods, Thoms works at part- 
time jobs. He is currently teaching wood¬ 
working to children and teens in East Cam¬ 
bridge. The craftsman, who studied early 
childhood education in school, says he is very 


fond of children and designs his Dollplay line 
with them in mind. His mansion and other 
orders commissioned by adults are collec¬ 
tor’s items, and not intended for children. 

When Thoms collaborated with Roberta 
Humphrey of Eastham on the design of the 
mansion he had no idea what a massive 
project he was getting into. Mrs. Humphrey, 
who collects miniatures, saw a friend's doll 
house and wanted one like it. Her friend's 
husband, who built the house, was reluctant to 
take on another project. Mrs. Humphrey met 
Thoms after her friend saw his work at a 
miniatures class. 

Thoms, whose shy manner ineffectively 
hides his pride in his impressive ac¬ 
complishment, says that he is handing it over 
with mixed emotions. "I was going nuts. I 
would work on it and then have to stop and 
work on something else. I would like to show it 
hut it’s been in the cellar for just too long." 
Thomas admits that the construction of the 
four bedrooms, bathroom, livingroom, 
diningroom, study, storage room, studio, 
attic, and three hallways was marked with 
frustration. 

"This house contains 100 turned 
balusters," he said, “I primed, sanded, and 
painted each one. It took me a full day to do 
the electrical wiring for each of the three 
floors." On the day 1 saw it, the house was still 
one shutter short. 

After the many painstaking hours put into 
his work, Thomas is anxious to he relieved of 
the responsibility. Recently his van was 
broken into He lost his tape deck and 
basketball, hut his mansion was left intact. 
He said, "As soon as I deliver this to the Cape 
I’m going to sell the van.” 

The patient craftsman smiles boyishly and 
admits that his tiny creation will probably be 
one of a kind.

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Ed McKenzie and George Thompson carried out as many racks of clothes as they 
could from Arlene's Fashions. The two-alarm fire was very smoky, however, and 
owner George Peters says he lost everything in the fire Sunday afternoon. 


was the hardest hit of the shops and offices. 
The fire started in the basement under that 
shop, which has been on the site for eight 
years. The first call to fire headquarters 
came in at 1:37 when l’atty O'Brien, an 
employee of One or Two Things across the 
street from the building, saw smoke coming 
from the basement window of Arlene's. Box 
21 was sounded and all apparatus responded 

It was not enough Two minutes later a 
second alarm was sounded and companies 
from Woburn, Medford, Arlington, and 
Stoneham responded on a mutual aid call. 

When firefighters first arrived, heavy 
smoke was issuing from Arlene's and 
Nelson's Bakery. The bakery had moved to 
the corner of Shore road and Mount Vernon 
street from its Main street location on Sep 
(ember 14. 

Firefighters entered a back alley off Shore 
road by breaking a chain on a gate. They 
found a large fire in the basement when they 
got in through the bulkhead. 

When the second alarm was called all: 39, 
engines were placed at Shore road, Mount 
Vernon street, and Church street. Hoses from 
these trucks extended into the basement, 
first, and second floors of the building 
Ladder l put up a ladder to the second floor 
lor ventilation and to carry the hose lines. 
Woburn Engine 3 and Arlington Ladder 2 
assisted Winchester's firefighters. 

The main lines of attack on the fire were 
from the basement and front entrance to 
Arlene’s. Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney 
said that this was a very difficult lire to ex¬ 
tinguish. “Because the building is so old and 
has been renovated so many times, it contains 
many hidden spaces. We had to use power 
saws to deal with the many different layers 
There were four different ceilings on the first 
floor,” he said. 

The crew opened up the floor and walls to 
find that the blaze was going up the walls to 
the second floor. 

Chief McElhinney called for the Stoneham 
pump to be put into operation when the fire 
was discovered in the floor on the second level 
at 2:45. 

To combat this heavily smoky fire, 
firefighters cut out the floors in the second 
lloor hallway and pulled the ceilings in 
Nelson's Bakery, Arlene's, and the Christian 
Science Reading Room. They broke open the 
walls in the law offices of Murray and Quill, 
as well as in Arlene’s and Nelson's. 

Due to the exhausting nature of lighting 
the fire and the length of time needed at the 
scene, a fire detail was established At (i p.m. 
the day crew has relieved by oncoming crews. 

Firefighter .John Dooley and Call 
Firefighter Bill Farnam were overcome In 
smoke while lighting the fire. They were 
treated at the scene by the department's 
ambulance squad. Firefighters were on duty 
all Sunday night and remained on the scene 
lor most of Monday. 

Although two-thirds of the blaze was 
contained in the basement, smoke damage 
affected the whole building to one degree or 
another.

Firefighters 
sign 2-year 
town contract 


Firelighters signed a two-year contract 
with the town Monday night after nearly a 
year of negotiations. The contract calls for a 
seven percent wage increase the first year 
and six and a half percent the second year. 

The other items in the contract will in¬ 
crease vacation time to three weeks after 
seven years of service and to four weeks after 
12 years. 

There will be a stipend of $5(X) for 
firefighters who are trained emergency 
technicians. This figure brings them in line 
with police benefits for EMTs. 

A committee will be established to study 
the entire sick leave payback item with union 
representatives. The committee will include, 
in addition to firefighters' representatives, 
designees from the board of selectmen, 
personnel board, and finance committee. 

Specials within the department will 
receive a flat fee instead of a percentage. The 
fees are: Mechanic $2400; fire alarm 
supervisor $2400; lineman - $1200; and fire 
prevention officer $1200. 

Additional items in the contract 
streamline the grievance procedure to ex¬ 
pedite that process. All references in the 
contract to personnel policy guide and fire 
department rules and regulations have been 
deleted to make the contract the document 
governing the unit. 

The total cost for the first year of the 
package is estimated at about $60,000. Town 
meeting will be asked to fund this contract 
under article 5, but the total amount to be 
approriated has yet to be determined. 

The contract is effective from July 1, 1977 
to June 30, 19711 the first year and from July 1. 
1978 to June 30, 1979 the second year.

Costello resigns post 
as town comptroller 


Town Comptroller James J. Costello 
handed is resignation into the town clerk's 
office Tuesday a" '>-noon. His resignation is 
effective Sunday 

Costello would not comment directly on 
the reasons for his resignation, which ap¬ 
parently came about o ,’er differences of 
opinion within Town Hall as to administrative 
procedures. 

"The only reason (for taking this action) 
would be that something would be ac 
complished by it." Costello said. 

The board of selectmen met in executive 
session Oct. 12 with Costello "to discuss 
complaints against a public official.” Costello 
commented that the reopening for the 
executive session could more properly have 
been termed, "complaints against one public 
official by another public official.” 

The comptroller indicated that whatever 
differences exist were aired at that meeting. 
"We let it all hang out," he said. 

When asked about those differences, Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said, "Whatever 
those disagreements are, I think it’s a matter 
of working out a new system. There are rough 
edges to be worked out " 


Groux declined lo comment on the reasons 
for Costello's resignation. 

Selectmen Chairman Barbara Hankins 
said she also had no comment on the reasons 
for the resignation. “Obviously we would not 
like to see him leave, there’s no question 
about that," she said. 

Commenting on the problems within the 
administration al Town Hall, Costello said, 
"To the degree that there's anything of value 
(in my point of view), it will shake itself out 
within the structure of the administration. 

”1 have enough faith in local government 
and the democratic process to know that it 
will happen. it just isn't happening quick 
enough for me." 

The comptroller had indicated last week 
that lie might resign because of problems he 
had had in dealing with other town depart¬ 
ments More than $200,000 in bills were being 
held up in the comptroller's office, some of 
them beeaus f they were accompanied by 
incomplete information. 

There are indications that many of the 
bills are now being paid. Groux commented 
Wednesday morning that. "Right now I have 
every indication that we’re going along pretty 
well with those 


Board to install four-way 
stop signs on Wildwood st. 


Recognizing the complaints of Wildwood 
street residents and bowing to their often 
loudly expressed wishes for some deterrent to 
speeding traffic on their street, selectmen 
Monday night voted to put up a four-way stop 
sign at the Wildwood-Fletchcr-Palmcr street 
intersection and another four-way stop at 
Wildwood and Woodside. 

The recommendations of the police 
department and the town manager in this 
matter went further. They would have in¬ 
cluded a flashing overhead light at Wildwood 
Woodside and a full set of lights at the 
Wildwood-Fletcher-Palmer intersection. 

The town must ask the state department of 
public works for permission to install the stop 
signs and will try them out for 60 days. 

Police surveillance of the street will 
continue, according to Police Chief John P. 
McHugh, who, along with Safety Officer John 
W. McKinley, attended the selectmen's 
meeting Monday night. 

In addition to installation of the stop signs, 
the board also approved formation of a traffic 
advisory committee lo assist them in traffic 
matters throughout town. 

The committee, whose makeup will be 
decided soon, would receive any proposals for 
speed zone changes, traffic control signs, stop 
signs, one-way signs or any other changes in 
traffic regulations. The advisory committee 
would be able to review the propsals and 
report to the board of selectmen. 

Another aspect of the report which was 
received favorably by the board was an 
Origin and Destination (O&D) study to 
determine where drivers are coining from 
and where they arc going. According to 
Officer McKinley’s figures, six thousand cars 
pass over Wildwood street in a 24-hour period. 

Officer McKinley would oversee the actual 


()&D, but temporary help would be required 
to conduct the survey. He suggested possible 
CETA help. An O&D has not been conducted 
in Winchester. 

Discussion at the meeting Monday lasted 
for an hour, with Dr. Paul McCarthy and 
David Pywell speaking on behalf of the many 
dozen residents who had attended a public 
hearing on the matter several weeks ago. 

Dr. McCarthy said, “Stop signs are going 
to eliminate excessive speed.” He added that 
residents would “in no way tolerate flashing 
lights or full lights in this area." 

The board acquiesced to Dr. McCarthy 
and the group he represented, citing 
monetary savings to the town as one reason 
for turning down the traffic lights and 
retaining stop signs.’ 

In the recommendation report to the 
board, Town Manager Thomas J. Groux 
questioned whether the state would give 
approval to the stop signs, having already 
turned down a similar request several years 
ago. "To recommend such four-way stops 
would really be an empty gesture to the 
residents of the area’” he wrote in the report. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack took exception 
lo the need for lights. "We have had an op¬ 
portunity lo fine-tune the-recommendations. - 
Let's go with the four-way stop signs." 

Selectman Edward O’Connell agreed. “I 
share that view. I would rather have two cars 
at a full stop playing Alphonse and Gaston 
than to have a driver going 40 miles an hour 
hitting a pedestrian.” 

Selectman Harry Chefalo indicated a 
preference for more police surveillance 
rather than the stops, but he voted for the 
signs along with the rest of the board. 
Selectman Arthur E. Dunbar was not present.

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School board talks over 
girls ' 1 sports, school lunches, 
kindergarten and principals 


The school committee went through a 
dozen policy issues related to the upcoming 
year's budget at their meeting Monday night 

The board started dealing with policy 
issues w ith budgetary impact last week, when 
they held the first of a series of work 
working sessions" on the 1978 79 school 
budget 

As of yet no firm decisions have been 
made, nor have any absolute priorities been 
set Superintendent William MacDonald has 
indicated to the committee that he will be 
prioritizing the issues in the near future and 
coming back to the board with more specific 
recommendations. 

Issues which drew out the most discussion 
Monday included the implementation of 
Chapter 822, which calls for equal educational 
opportunities for girls and boys (including 
sports); mandatory lunches in the elemen¬ 
tary schools; expansion of the kindergarten 
program, and returning to one full-time 
principal for each elementary school. 

Concerning equality in school athletics. 
Athletic Director William Colella told the 
board, "Absolutely we are adhering to 022. 
and we’re doing it quite well." 

Colella noted that in the three years since 
he took over as director, eight more girls' 
sports have been added. Colella said his 
budget proposal for this coming year may 
include two more girls' sports. However, he 
said he has not worked out any final proposal 
yet 

The eight sports added over the past three 
years are field hockey, basketball and 
softball at the two junior high schools and 
swimming and spring track at the senior 
high. 

With the eight sports. Colella says he has 
also added considerably to his schedule. One 
ol the budget related issues discussed Mon¬ 
day was reducing the director’s teaching load 
from three to two classes a day. Superin¬ 
tendent MacDonald gave this change "a high 
priority." 

MacDonald said the principals placed a 
"high priority" on making the elementary 
lunch program mandatory. He said the move 
would have little budgetary impact, but he 
noted that there had been resistance to the 
proposal in the past 

"I'm not at all convinced that the furor 
won't start all over again." said the 
superintendent. 

Ambrose principal Principal Robert 
Forest said the number of students going 
home for lunch has decresased in recent 
years. According to Forest, two per cent of 
the Ambrose students take advantage of the 
option. However, Vinson-Owen Princial Clare " 
Corcoran said more than 100 of her students 
go home for lunch. 

The principals argued that making the 
lunch program mandatory would "loosen up” 
their scheduling, especially for specialists 

MacDonald also gave the proposal to 
expand the kindergarten program to full day 


sessions a high priority lie argued that the 
children coming into the program are capable 
of handling an expanded program. He noted, 
however, that the expansion would cost about 
$75,000 for additional staff. 

Support for the change was not unanimous 
among the administrators. Assistant 
Superintendent for Curriculum Walter 
'Gleason commented. "That kind of money 
could buy us some super programs in other 
areas.” Gleason asked the board to consider 
the cost of the program in light of other needs 
within the system 

On the issue ol one principal for each 
school building. MacDonald said. "I believe 
we should have one person in each building 
who is the principal." He said it was a “very 
important concept." l renting. "It’s 
becoming harder and hardei every day to be 
the principal with all the things we're asking 
of them.” He was referring to the extra ad¬ 
ministrative duties many ol the principals 
have taken on in the last year 

“I feel very strongly that we should have a 
principal in every building." added board 
member Constance Papas. "The principal 
sets the tone for the building. If the principal 
is not there, then the school just won't run 
properly over a long period of time. . It 
would be my number one priority." she said 

Other recommendations included the 
following 

—Reducing Data Processor Arthur Sar- 
no's teaching load from two classes to one 
class. The administration is in favor of this 
move, which would give Sarno more room to 
work on curriculum programs and ad¬ 
ministrative processing. 

Restoring one clerk-aide for each 
elementary school (the staff was cut last 
year). MacDonald said he felt this should not 
be given a high priority, given the enrollment 
decline, though he conceded that there is 
more paperwork to do because of special 
education and the reduction in central ad¬ 
ministrative staff 

- Hoard member Catherine Alexander, 
however, noted that in her touring of 
elementary schools she had found that "many 
teachers put a high priority on this." 

— Staffing all the primary grades at a 22-1 
pupil-teacher ratio. MacDonald said he was 
"hardpressed to put a high priority on this at 
this time." 

—Staffing elementary libraries with 
teachers who may otherwise be cut back in 
part due to declining enrollment. “We have a 
great potential that we really haven't tapped 
in the libraries in the town,” said Parkhurst 
Principal Andrew Allen, who argued for 
having the staff working in the libraries. 

MacDonald noted that he had had "very 
few complaints over the last five or six years 
over the running of the libraries." 

—Continuing to utilize split level classes. 
MacDonald commented. "Like it or not. split 
classes, for economic reasons, are here for a 
while."

The potential violations cited include: the 


intersection of Skillings and Shore roads; 
sections of Route :i from the Arlington line to 
I'ond street: 875 Chardon rd.: 970 Shore rd 
'by Purity Supreme); 970 Park st.; and 1070 
Main st. (in front of McCormack’s Phar¬ 
macy). 

Dwight Golann of the civil rights division 
will be handling the case, according to Ms, 
Winn 

The alleged violations involve locations in 
the town where sidewalk repairs been made 
without the installation of curb cuts, which 
are ramps cut through the curbing to allow 
easier passage for handicapped persons and 
the elderly. Under certain conditions, the 
Architectural Barriers Law requires that 
these cuts be installed

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School Committee notes 


MASC resolutions: 

Rule 19 
Tenure 
18-year-olds 

The committee took positions on a few of 
the resolutions being proposed by the Mass. 
Association of School Committees (MASC) 
including the controversial Rule 19, which 
prohibits students from participating in more 
than one sport per term, in or out of 

school. 

Board Chairman Robert Frank was forced 
to break a tie when Constance Papas and 
Jack Noble voted to retain the rule and 
Catherine Alexander and Heinrick Holland 
voted against it. 

Athletic Director William Colella argued 
that, for the protection of the students, the 
rule should be kept. He added that the 
coaches he had contact with also opposed 
getting rid of the rule and felt it “should even 
be more stringent." 

Frank said he felt he ought to go along with 
the administration’s recommendation; but he 
instead was swayed by student Cathy Conley, 
who argued that the decision should be left to 
the student and the parents, not the school 
committee. He voted to change the rule and 
set the committee vote at 3-2 against Rule 19. 

Another MASC resolution would change 
the tenure system, extending the 
probationary period from three to five years 
and implementing a review process whereby 
a teacher's performance would be re¬ 
evaluated every five years. 

“By lengthening the period, we allow the 
school system to make more intelligent 
judgments on the basis of teacher per¬ 
formance,’’ said Frank . 

The board had no objections to stretching 
the initial period from three to five years. 
However, Holland opposed the periodic 
review. 

"You’re abolishing the tenure system and 
giving teachers five year contracts,” said 
Holland, who is a professor at Harvard 
University. 

The committee voted 4-1 in favor of the 
periodic review, with Holland opposed. 

A sense-of-the-committee came out in 
support of another resolution, this one op¬ 
posed by the MASC as a whole, which would 
allow the school administration to call 
student-parent conferences for 18-year-olds. 
At present, this is not within the ad¬ 
ministration's power, and this leaves the 
administrators virtually powerless to 
suspend the older students. 

Jack Noble pointed out that state law, 
specifically Chapter 766 (special education) 
makes the schools responsible for children 
from age 3-21. “I think the state law (under 
this resolution) should support that." 

There is still, however, some question as to 
the legality of the resolution.

The Bicycle Study Committee approached 
the school board Monday night about running 
a couple of bicycle paths across school 
property. 

One path would follow the route of the old 
Middlesex Canal from the dead end of 
Sylvester avenue through the woods to the 
Woburn line. This land is apparently part of 
the grounds of the Lynch Junior High School. 

The second path is a switchback running 
up the hill in front of Sanborn House. 
According to study committee member 
Marjorie Moore, the switchback already 
exists but is hidden from view from below. 
She said the addition of this path would open 
up the west side hill area to cyclists; while the 
path from Sylvester avenue would open up the 
Horn Pond area to residents. 

The school board decided to wait for a 
recommendation from the administration 
before acting. 

Sophomore survey 

Student representatives will meet with the 
school board Tuesday night at 7:30 to go over 
the final results of a survey of sophomores 
recently completed by the student council at 
the high school. 

Preliminary results were presented 
Monday night by the student representatives 
to the school committee. They indicated the 
sophomores, by and large, had taken the 
survey seriously, and they said they had 
gotten "a lot of useful information" from the 
exercise. 

Reaction to the sophomore orientation 
held a day before school began at WHS was 
favorable, according to student represen¬ 
tative Conley — most of the survey respon¬ 
dees felt the extra day was worth it. The final 
results should be available early this coming 
week. 

As for the atmosphere at the high school in 
general, Ms. Conley offered this comment 
Monday night: "In general, the attitude of the 
school, the school spirit is terrific." 

WHS Band a winner 

The WHS Band came in first in its class in 
statewide competition last weekend at the 
Universty of Lowell, student representative 
Cathy Conley reported to the school com¬ 
mittee Monday night. 

The marching band also received a 
divisional rating of “excellent." Though it 
was the second smallest band at the com¬ 
petition, Ms. Conley said "the spirit of the 
band is tremendous."

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No one’s talking 

The communication gap down at Town Hall seems to have turned Into 
a communication void. 

Town Comptroller James J. Costello has resigned after a lifetime of 
service to the town, and no one wants to come out and say why. 

There are obviously differences of opinion in Town Hall about how the 
town should conduct its affairs. Those differences came to a head after 
the comptroller's office started holding up more than $200,000 in bills 
because some of those bills were coming down to the comptroller’s office 
with Incomplete information. 

The problem was the focus of an executive session of the board of 
selectmen Oct. 12. They met then "to discuss complaints against a public 
official.” Little if any news has come out of that meeting, and there is no 
confirmation as to who was complaining against whom. All we know is 
Costello was there. 

And now he has resigned, apparently to make a point. "The only 
reason,” Costello said of his resigning, "would be that something would 
be accomplished by it.” 

What the point is, is anybody’s guess. Costello would not comment 
further on his reasons for quitting. Nor would Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, nor would Selectmen Chairman Barbara Hankins. 

The problem may be more serious than it looks. The comptroller, as 
an independent public official appointed by the selectmen, serves as a 
check on the power of the town manager. He checks and authorizes the 
bills. He can hold them up. But ultimately, his most effective power is 
through communication with the board of selectmen. 

However, that board is unwilling to discuss the problems at Town Hall 
in public (though there certainly has been discussion of the problems 
behind closed doors). And, from Costello’s point of view atleast, they are 
unwilling to act. 

Whether or not they want to talk about it, the selectmen now will have 
to act. They have to appoint a temporary and eventually a permanent 
comptroller to take Jim Costello’s place. 

Obviously there are some problems with the new form of government 
and the accompanying reorganization of town departments. And it is 
clear that the various sides in this dispute are having trouble adjusting to 
each other. 

However, the selectmen should keep in mind that no matter how hot 
the dispute, how public or private the debate, tbe comptroller is meant to 
be a check on the power of the town manager. 

And the selectmen should keep in mind that the appointment of a new 
comptroller is their responsibility, and the town manager should stay 
clear of the process. It would obviously be inappropriate for the manager 
to play a role in selecting an individual who is supposed to serve as a 
check on his office. — DKF 


Everybody pitched in 

You can still smell the smoke in the Murray and Quill building at 
Mount Vernon and Main streets. Upstairs in the offices you walk over 
large pieces of wood covering the holes the firefighters had to ax in the 
floor Sunday, but it’s business as usual. 

Downstairs you see workers in Nelson's Bakery getting ready to re¬ 
open tomorrow after Sunday’s $100,000 two-alarm fire. The Christian 
Science Reading Room is open now with temporary quarters in the 
Church building itself. George Peters is looking for a place to re-open 
Arlene’s Fashions until he can get back into 2A Mount Vernon st. 

There was something special about this fire. We’ve had other smoky 
blazes In town; we’ve had other $100,000 fires; we've had other two- 
alarmers. 

What we had this time was a feeling of community — the old Spirit of 
Winchester coming alive In the shape of people caring enough to pitch in. 
It was beautiful. 

Through the front of Arlene’s Fashions firefighters carried racks and 
racks of clothes. Swanson’s real estate across the street opened up to 
receive the clothes in temporary storage. People who had gathered on the 
street to watch pitched In and helped carry the clothes. 

In back a human chain was set up to help get files out of the upstairs 
offices of Murray and Quill, attorneys, and the American Alarm and 
Communications offices. Apparently the files were saved. 

Attorney Robert W. Graves opened his office to store the files. Graves 
was also running up and down the back stairs with boxes of papers and 
books. 

People helped cart away books and magazines from the Christian 
Science Reading Room and take them to the church for storage. 

An off-duty firefighter who had finally gotten home at 8 Sunday 
morning came back at 1:30 to see if he could help. He could and he did. 

Everywhere people helped when they could. When police asked the 
crowd of a couple of hundred to step back, the crowd did move back. 

We were proud of the way the town pulled together. 

The essence of it all came from a young woman in the crowd. "This is

The board of selectmen will be looking for 
a Variety of people to serve on an advisory 
audit committee. 

The town books have to be audited, a job 
usually taken on by the state. The state, 
apparently is in no rush to do it, but it’s been a 
long time since the last audit. 

The board of selectmen will be putting 
together a committee to assist them in finding 
the right firm to do our books. There is a 
growing field in municipal auditing hut not 
too many companies have the expertise yet to 
manage it. 

The board wants to be assured that a 
reputable, thorough firm will come in to do 
Winchester's books and they think the best 
way to accomplish that is through reviews 
and interviews with an advisory board. 

The committee of from three to five 
persons should ideally include a treasurer- 
collector, a lawyer, a certified public ac¬ 
countant, a banker, and someone in the public 
sector. 

The committee will define the scope of the 
audit, interview the auditing firms, and make 
recommendations to the selectmen. 

It sounds like a challenging job, but a very 
important one for the whole town. 

Do you perhaps fit one of those categories 
the board is looking for? 


The selectmen will be sending out their 
newsletter to town meeting members next 
week in preparation for the start of the fall 
annual town meeting. 

In it the board will give their recom¬ 
mendation on the articles which the members 
will be asked to vote on. 

In addition to this information, there have 
been public hearings on the various articles 
scheduled last week and this for the 
edification of the members and the public. 

Trouble is, when the center study com¬ 
mittee held its public hearing last week to 
explain the various options it had come up 
with for the renovation-beautification- 
revitalization of the center of town, only 17 
persons showed up!’ 

It was enough to make Selectman Edward 
O'Connell throw up kis hands in despair: "I 
must question the wisdom and prudence in 
holding public hearings. It is frustrating and 
defusing business.” 

It is indeed.

That’s natural... he took over the 
pizza shop at Swanton and Washington street 
and he likes to give the early birds their first 
cup of cuffee in the morning. 

A couple of men asked if he could open a 
little earlier than his 10 a.m. time and he 
agreed.

Sounded pretty reasonable to the board 
and they granted a revised common vic¬ 
tualler’s license to George. He has to be 
closed at 10 at night but he can open at 7 — not 
before — in the morning.

In the mood ... 


From the ashes

George Peters won't give up. By 
Thanksgiving he’ll be in business again, 
selling clothes in the center of a town he loves 
to people he cares about. 

Peters is the owner of Arlene’s Fashions, 
the shop most heavily damaged in Sunday 
afternoon’s two-alarm fire. The fire, and its 
accompanying heavy smoke, did more than 
$100,000 worth of damage to Nelson's Bakery, 
The Christian Science Reading Room, 
Arlene’s, and offices on the second floor of the 
building '•"«*d and occupied by attorneys 
Henry Quill ana Lawrence M. Murray. 

Arlene's was completely wiped out. 
Nothing left. Clothes Peters can’t sell are 
piled in foul-smelling stacks all over the floor. 
There are boards where the windows used to 
be The ceiling is a memory. The walls are 
bits of plaster hanging by threads like a 
spider web trying to cover the large holes 
which firefighters had to ax. 

Peters lives in Milton. Before he got up to 
the fire Sunday, firefighters and just plain 
good neighbors carried rack after rack of 
clothes out of the shop They set up temporary 
quarters in Swanson’s real estate office 
across the street to store the clothes for the 
time being. Even so, the clothes were already 
smoke damaged and unable to be sold. 

Peters lowered bis eyes. "The firemen 
apologized for not saving my clothes,” he 
said. “Can you believe that? They 
apologized.” 

"I’m looking for a place in the center 
where I can open again with new mer¬ 


chandise. I’ll have to replace everything — 
everything. But I won’t leave Winchester. The 
people are too good to me here”' he said 
softly. 

“I just have to open by Thanksgiving or I’ll 
go under," again Peters lowered his gaze. 

The Thanksgiving to Christmas holiday 
can make or break a small business. 

"The firemen said they took out the clothes 
as long as they could then they had to work 
somewhere else,” Peters is touched by the 
concern of both firefighters and neighbors. 

Just walking into the shop and talking for a 
couple of minutes is enough to make your 
clothes and your hair smell of the smoke even 
two days later. 

It was the third fire to hit that block of 
shops and offices in the last 20 years. Peters 
has had his shop there for the last eight years. 

The fire chief said that if the fire had’ hit in 
the night, the whole thing might have gone 
down. It's hard to see through smoke. It's 
dangerous. Two men were treated for smoke 
inhalation. Everywhere all afternoon you 
could hear the warning bell from the air tanks 
— five minutes of air left. 

It’s exhausting work and a new crew came 
on in the evening to replace the fatigued 
firefighters from Winchester, Woburn, 
Stoneham, Arlington, and Medford. 

It might have been worse in the night. It 
certainly might have been worse if it had 
happened on a weekday. But to George Peters 
it was bad enough. 

There’s nothing more for him to lose. Now 
he starts again. 


A great loss 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

For eighteen years while Office Manager 
and Financial Secretary for the School 
Department I worked very closely with Jim 
Costello, Town Comptroller. When bills were 
bounced back to our office, almost without 
exception there were very good reasons for 
his refusal to put them through for payment. 
Some times we were annoyed, some times 
embarrassed but always very, very glad to 
know that there was a watchdog like Jim 
keeping his eye on our hard-earned tax 
money. He protected us and the Town from 
running into difficulty with the law. par¬ 
ticularly as it pertains to the awarding of 
bids, and reminded us of budgetary 
restrictions. 

It was a great relief to have somebody to 
share the responsibility. A conscientious 
man, who put in countless hours of overtime, 
Jim always managed to find time somehow to 
help with the problems that constantly beset 
us. His remarkable memory and thorough 
knowledge of fiscal matters of the Town never 
failed to amaze me. 

Lately we have had many changes in Town 
government and many new personnel who 
may not be throughly familiar with 
procedures yet. It would seem to me that we 
need Jim’s services now more than ever 
before and that we should take advantage of 
all his past experience and his superior ability 
and be grateful we have such a fine Town 
Comptroller.

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Board renews cab licenses; 
demands improved service 


Hackney carriage licenses were renewed 
for six months Monday, but only to Green 
Taxi. Bob’s Taxi, and Winchester Red Cab. 
Lane and Town taxi companies have not yet 
applied to selectmen for their renewals, 
which are effective November 1. 

Before granting the renewals, Selectmen 
Chairman Barbara S. Hankins asked Richard 
Terzian, president of the Taxi Owners 
Association, to explain certain complaints 
which have come before the board recently. 
The complaints included inadequate night 
coverage, unavailability of cabs, and dif¬ 
fering fares for similar trips. 

Red Galuffo, owner of Red Taxi, was 
especially cited for not being available to 
make a medicine pickup in Melrose for the 
Winchester Hospital. Galuffo said his wife 
was out and he had to stay home to "babysit 
the property" on the night the hospital called 
him Red Taxi had been the scheduled taxi to 
provide night coverage that night in a system 
of rotation worked out by the Taxi Owners 
Association 

Galuffo added that he referred the call to 
another company. Apparently, according to 
Mrs. Hankins, Winchester Hosptital was 
unable to get a cab that night. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell said, "It's 
no call system at all if you refer a call to 
someone else." 

Regarding varying rates allegedly 
charged for the same trip. Mrs. Hankins 
asked Police Chief John P. McHugh if zone 
maps and rates are available in all cabs for 
use by consumers on request. The chief an¬ 
swered that Lt. Andrew Crawford "from time 
•to time" stops a cab and checks for that. He 
said that he has received no complaints about 
lack of access to maps and rates. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack said, "I 
continue to be disappointed in the effort to 
work with the taxis in this town." 

Before calling for a motion on license 
renewals, Mrs. Mankins asked Galuffo why 
he needed four licenses when only two of his 
cabs are in operation. Galuffo said that he and 
his wife each need one and that someone has 
applied to the police department for an 
operator’s license. The fourth one is for a cab 
under repair. 

The police chief did not recall seeing an 
application for an operator’s license to that 
time. 

Another matter involving the cabs is the 
apparent feud between Boh Pacy of 
Stoneham, who came into Winchester when 
James T. Sullivan became a private livery 
company, and Richard Terzian, owner of 
Green Taxi.

Town to get 
$4514 more in 
federal funds 

U.S. Rep. Edward ,1. Markey today an¬ 
nounced that the town of Winchester is 
receiving $4514 in antirecession funds to help 
pay for town services. 

"These funds are made available under 
the Intergovernmental Antirecession 
Assistance Act of 1977," Markey explained. 
"The purpose of the funds," he stated, "is to 
provide financial assistance to state and local 
governments during periods of sustained high 
unemployment." 

To help continue basic town services, tlx* 
quarterly antirecession funds may be spent in 
a variety of ways, including the payment of 
salaries and benefits for local government 
workers or for the purchase of office supplies, 
Markey explained. However, the funds may 
not be used for major capital expenditures 
such as the renovation of buildings. 

On a national level, the key factor 
determining how much money will be 


allocated for antirecession assistance ex¬ 
penditures is the rate nf imempleyment 
across the country. Aecardtog to Markey, 
every three months (hiring the federal fisc-ad 
year. $125 million in antirecession funding is 
allocated Added to this nun is $S0 million 
multiplied by the number of one-tenth per¬ 
centage points which exceed a national 
jobless figure of six percent If the national 
unemployment rate fall* below six percent 
for a given quarter, r*> fund* are allocated. 

On a local level antirecession funding 
amounts are determined by a formula that 
weighs live town'* current rate of unem¬ 
ployment ami tl>e most recent allocation of 
funds it received under the federal revenue 
sharing program 

To date, Winchester lias received a total of 
*55,217 under the Antirecession Assistance 
Program.

8 Do not eat ANY treat until you are home 
and-or Mom or Dad can check it for you. 

9. Please be polite, and do not do any 
destructive tricking Remember 
Hallow'een is for the fun of everyone. 

10 If you get a treat which seems 
suspicious, remember where you got it. 

11. Remember the telephone number used 
to nofity the police if you need help. 

12. Do not engage in horseplay near the 
streets and watch for cars at all times.

Winchester Savings to offer 
pay-by-phone banking service 


The Winchestei Savings Bank is one of 18 
Massachusetts banks which will begin of¬ 
fering a new service Oct. 31 which may 
change the way you do your banking: Pay-by¬ 
phone. 

To be offered by the the Massachusetts 
Automated Transfer System Inc. (MATS), a 
consortium of 18 savings banks, the service 
will enable customers to pay their monthly 
bills by phone rather than writing and mailing 
a personal check or paying a visit to the bank. 

The formation of MATS represents the 
first time a group of competitive banks have 
joined to implement a pay-by-phone service 
and is the largest project of this nature in the 
country. Selected parts of the country are 
currently offering similar telephone payment 
systems. 

Under the system, monthly statements 
will be issued for customer records, and there 
are three-levels of security built into the 
system to insure proper funds transfer, ac¬ 
cording to John H. Wood, president of MATS.

Sachems saved by last-second field goal, top Belmont 21-20 arrested at game

With only three seconds left in the game, 
Brian O'Connor kicked his first field goal of 
the season to give the Winchester Sachems a 
21-20 victory over the Belmont Marauders 
Saturday. 

The 21-yard boot climaxed a second half 
comeback by the Sachems which saw them 
recover from a 20-6 deficit at the half. The 
victory, their sixth, keeps them undefeated 
for the season. 

Belmont QB Mark Maclssac had a good 
day on his own. completing 7-for-13 passes 
with only one interception, a touchdown and 
an extra point to his credit. 

Belmont opened the game with a long 
drive for their first touchdown. Straight dive 
plays to Steven DeMarco and Joseph 
DeStefano got them rolling. 

After being set back by a 15-yard personal 
foul, QB Maclssac completed his first pass to 
Christopher Rayen for a 14-yard gain and a 
Belmont first down. An option play to the left 
side and a good pitchout to DeMarco brought 
the Marauders down to the Winchester 39 
yard line. 

The Belmont attack stalled there, slowed 
by an offsides penalty and two unsuccessful 
running plays. But Maclssac showed that 
Belmont had come to play football by com 
plcting a clutch pass to Rayen again, this one 
for 12 yards. 

Then on fourth-and-six, Belmont called 
time out. Maclssac returned from the 
sidelines to the huddle after Confering with 
coach Emerson Dickie and brought his team 
up to the line of scrimmage. The Winchester 
defensive line, digging in, led a Belmont 
lineman offsides for another five yard loss 
But Maclssac would not be stopped. 

Me completed his third pass in a row for 17 
yards and another first down on the Win¬ 
chester 17 Then Maclssac kept the ball on an 
option play and ran over for the TD. He threw 
the conversion pass to DeMarco to make it 8-0 
Belmont. 

Winchester came back fighting, starting 
off with the ball on their own 39 yard line. 
After two quick bursts up the middle, Anthony 
Davis broke loose on the right side on an 
option play for 17 yards A tackle by 
Belmont’s Brian Donahue was all that kept 
Davis from going all the way. 

Twelve plays later, with the ball on the 
Belmont three, Sachem Tom Murray went 
over on a trap play for the first Winchester 
TD. The extra point conversion failed, leaving 
the score 8-6, Belmont at the end of the first 
quarter. 

The second quarter began with the ball on 
the Belmont 33 yard line with the Marauders 


in possession. Maclssac gained 19 yards after 
a scramble in the backfield. but the 
Marauders were forced to punt. 

The Sachems could do nothing with the 
ball at this point, and on fourth-and-lour, 
Murray was stopped short and Belmont took 
over on the Sachems 38. But Belmont stalled 
here too, with Maclssac missing on fourth- 
and-three with an incomplete pass to Robert 
Galvin. 

Sachem QB Donny Allard came out 
throwing, completing one to John McPhee for 
a 27-yard gain. But the Sachems were called 
for holding on the next play, and Belmont 
hung tough and took over on downs. 

With the ball on their own 44 yard line, the 
Marauders started to move again. A mixture 
of runs and two passes brought the ball all the 
way to the Winchester two. From there, 
Maclssac scored the second TD on a keeper 
with 1:06 left in the first half to stretch the 
lead to 14-6. The conversion failed 

Once again the Belmont defense stopped 
Winchester cold, allowing their offense to 
take over on the Sachem 42 yard line with 26 
seconds left in the half 

On third-and-12, with the ball on the 
Sachem 32 and lit seconds to go in the half. 
Maclssac lofted a perfect pass to Galvin for a 
32-yard touchdown. Again the extra point 
failed, leaving the score at the end of the first 
half Belmont 20, Winchester 6 

Manny Marshall must have had the right 
words during halftime, because the Sachems 
came out for the second half ready to play. 
Down by 14 points, they needed a quick touch¬ 
down to turn the game around, and they' 
started work on it right away. 

Starting at the Sachem 34. the first march 
began. Davis went ofl the right side for nine 
yards. Six plays later, Allard pitched to 
Sammy Bellino for a big 15-yard gain which 
brought the ball to the Belmont 39 yard line. 

On the next play Davis went straight up 
the middle for 14 more, and it was clear the 
Winchester line was beginning to open the 
holes. With the ball resting on Belmont's 15, 
third down and a foot. Allard kept the ball and 
broke to his left, going the whole 15 yards for 
Winchester's second tally. But the extra point 
failed, leaving the score 20-12, Belmont. 

By this time, Winchester's defense also 
came into the act. With Belmont at third-and 
11. Davis intercepted a Maclssac pass and the 
Sachems had another chance, taking over on 
their own 41 yard line. 

After three plays Belmrnt called time to 
settle down, but Winchester kept steadily 
moving the ball. Foui plays later Allard 
sprinted to his left, pitched to Mark O'Neil.

The change of possession stopped the 
clock, which allowed Winchester to bring in 
the field goal team The snap from Jim 
Campbell to holder Allard had to be good.

The Sachems mobbed O'Connor at mid-

Sachems saved by last-second field goal, top Belmont 21-20 arrested at game

With only three seconds left in the game, 
Brian O'Connor kicked his first field goal of 
the season to give the Winchester Sachems a 
21-20 victory over the Belmont Marauders 
Saturday. 

The 21-yard boot climaxed a second half 
comeback by the Sachems which saw them 
recover from a 20-0 deficit at the half The 
victory, their sixth, keeps them undefeated 
for the season. 

Belmont QB Mark Maclssac had a good 
day on his own. completing 7-for-13 passes 
with only one interception, a touchdown and 
an extra point to his credit. 

Belmont opened the game with a long 
drive for their first touchdown Straight dive 
plays to Steven DeMarco and Joseph 
DeStefano got them rolling. 

After being set back by a 15-yard personal 
foul, QB Maclssac completed his first pass to 
Christopher Rayen for a 14-yard gain and a 
Belmont first down. An option play to the left 
side and a good pitchout to DeMarco brought 
the Marauders down to the Winchester 39 
yard line. 

The Belmont attack stalled there, slowed 
by an offsides penalty and two unsuccessful 
running plays. But Maclssac showed that 
Belmont had come to play football by com¬ 
pleting a dutch pass to Rayen again, this one 
for 12 yards. 

Then on fourth-and-six, Belmont called 
time out. Maclssac returned from the 
sidelines to the huddle after confering with 
coach Emerson Dickie and brought his team 
up to the line of scrimmage. The Winchester 
defensive line, digging in, led a Belmont 
lineman offsides for another five yard loss. 
But Maclssac would not be stopped. 

lie completed his third pass in a row for 17 
yards and another first down on the Win¬ 
chester 17 Then Maclssac kept the ball on an 
option play and ran over for the TD. He threw 
the conversion pass to DeMarco to make it 8-0 
Belmont. 

Winchester came back fighting, starting 
off with the ball on their own 39 yard line. 
After two quick bursts up the middle, Anthony 
Davis broke loose on the right side on an 
option play for 17 yards. A tackle by 
Belmont’s Brian Donahue was all that kept 
Davis from going all the way. 


in possession Maclssac gained 19 yards after 
a scramble in the backfield, but the 
Marauders were forced to punt. 

The Sachems could do nothing with the 
ball at this point, and on fourth-and-four, 
Murray was stopped short and Belmont took 
over on the Sachems 38. But Belmont stalled 
here too, with Maclssac missing on fourth- 
and-three with an incomplete pass to Robert 
Galvin. 

Sachem QB Donny Allard came out 
throwing, completing one to John McPhee for 
a 27-yard gain. But the Sachems were called 
for holding on the next play, and Belmont 
hung tough and took over on downs 

With the ball on their own 44 yard line, the 
Marauders started to move again A mixture 
of runs and two passes brought the ball all the 
way to the Winchester two. From there, 
Maclssac scored the second TD on a keeper 
with 1:06 left in the first half to stretch the 
lead to 14-G. The conversion failed 

Once again the Belmont defense stopped 
Winchester cold, allowing their offense to 
take over on the Sachem 42 yard line with 2f> 
seconds left in the half. 

On third-and 12, with the ball on the 
Sachem 32 and in seconds to go in the half 
Maclssac lofted a perfect pass to Galvin for a 
32-yard touchdown. Again the extra point 
failed, leaving the score at the end of the first 
half Belmont 29, Winchester 6. 

Manny Marshall must have had the right 
words during halftime, because the Sachems 
came out for the second half ready to play 
Down by 14 points, they needed a quick touch¬ 
down to turn the game around, and they 
started work on it right away. 

Starting at the Sachem 34. the first march 
began. Davis went off the right side for nine 
yards. Six plays later. Allard pitched to 
Sammy Beliino for a big 15-yard gain which 
brought the ball to the Belmont 39 yard line 
On the next play Davis went straight up 
the middle for 14 more, and it W'as clear the 
Winchester line was beginning to open the 
holes.

Smoke detectors are 


key to home safety 


Whatever background noise there is will 
hinder the audible lqvel. Hence, testing 
should be done with household equipment in 
full operation. These should include air 
conditioners, fans, room humidifiers, etc. 
Outside noises should also be taken into 
consideration - traffic, railroad, and in¬ 
dustry. 

Make your test at the same interval or by 
manufacturers recommendations. It is a good 
practice to test weekly on the same day, If 
your detectors are battery operated, have 
spare batteries on hand. 

The department offered advice on the 
location of the detectors: 

-There should be at least one approved 
smoke detector on each floor or story, placed 
at the highest level of said floor. This also 
includes cellars or basements. 

-One approved smoke detector should be 
located outside of each separate sleeping 


area. By sleeping area, the department 
means bedrooms or sleeping rooms. If these 
are spearated by other functional rooms such 
as a kitchen or living room, consider them 
separate areas. 

-One approved detector should be located 
at the bottom of each stairway which has a 
door tit the top. 

-No smoke detector should be located in 
the kitchen or within six feet of a cooking 
area. Smoke and even invisible gases may set 
off the alarm. If detectors of some type are 
needed in the kitchen, heat or ratc-of-rise 
units tire useful, 

-Detectors shall be ceiling mounted. In 
mobile homes, mounting on the inside wall is 
permitted. 

Do not install detectors behind drapes, 
doors or any obstruction that will interfere 
with air flow or the loudness of the alarm. 

--Follow all manufacturer recom¬ 
mendations

Lt. Robert Walsh of the Winchester Fire 
Department lectured on smoke alarms at the 
elementary schools during fire prevention 
week. October is fire prevention month, and 
this year's theme is the importance of smoke 
detectors in the family household. 

Her is a list of buying tips suggested by the 
fire department: 

-Do not make a hasty purchase. Think of 
what your needs are. Get more than one 
estimate before purchasing. 

-Read any contract carefully before you 
sign; remember you have three days in which 
you can cancel, provided the contract was 
entered into at a place other than the seller’s 
place of business. 

-Request a test of the units by the seller 
and-or installer in your presence. 

-Request and read carefully the in¬ 
struction booklet on the device's operation, 
testing procedure, and maintenance. 

-Have knowledge as to the extent of the 
guarantee and who will service it. 

-Purchase only tested equipment, with 
labels from Factory Mutual or Underwriters 
Laboratories. 

-If unsure as to purchase, seek advice 
from knowledgeable sources such as, the 
local fire department, the city building in¬ 
spector, the city electrical inspector, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Better Business 
Bureau, and the monthly consumer 
magazines. 

Since most fatalities come at night, it is 
desirable to have not only one detector in the 
immediate area, but also a detector in each 
separate bedroom A slow smoldering fire 
may gain headway and could involve people 
in one sleeping area if there is no warning 
device present Every unit should be con 
nected or monitored so all will alarm if one 
does. 


All detectors have a “guard area." This is 
the square or cubic area that one unit will 
monitor. Although state law calls for one unit 
per 1200 feet of area, some detectors are rated 
loriiOO feet, others more or less. This is a point 
to question when you are asked what is 
needed. 

Any cord connected units should have a 
strain relief for the cord and plug retaining 
features. A strain relief unit keeps pressure 
from pulling the cord out of the detector or 
wall outlet. 

A cord-connected installation is not to be 
subject to loss of power by a wall switch. A 
"power on” indicator (flag or light) is 
necessary in case of unit failure. If units are 
professionally installed, they should not only 
be interconnected, but also contain outside 
alarm devices. 

According to Mass. State Law. the alarm 
sounding device shall not be less than 85 
decibles at 10 feet. Other desirable features 
are that all power requirements (battery) are 
met for at least one year, including routine 
testing, and power supplies should run the 
alarm system for at least four minutes. 

Also, all devices are to be installed in a 
workmanlike manner, and located and 
mounted so that accidental operation will not 
be caused by jarring or vibration. All devices 
are to be mounted so as to be supported in¬ 
dependently of their attachment to wires. 

After completing the system, the installer 
is to test each self-restoring device for proper 
operation in the presence of the householder; 
and instruct the owner on the operation and 
maintenance of the system. 

The main objective of the smoke detector 
is time to escape. The reaction should be 
automatic, for the more time someone takes 
to leav# the area, the less their chance of 
survival.

F. Fontaine 
back in town 

Comedian Frank Fontaine 
of 407 Highland ave., 
returned to Boston Tuesday 
night after being confined to a 
Columbus, Ohio, hospital 
since mid-September. The 57- 
year-old resident, popularly 
known as Crazy Guggenheim 
on the Jackie Gleason show, 
was planning to return to Win 
Chester when he collapsed at 
the airport. 

He was admitted to the 
Mt. Carmel East Hospital in 
critical condition. At that 
time, hospital officials said 
that the comedian was, 
“conscious, but not 
responsive" in the coronary 
care unit. They reported that 
he was suffering from an 
undetermined coronary 
condition. 

Officer John Alexander 
told the Associated Press, 
"He was in the process of 
checking in and going 
through security," and, "He 
was observed suffering from 
chest pains and shortness of 
breath.” First aid was ad¬ 
ministered by the airport 
rescue unit when Fontaine 
was stricken at about 5:30 
p.m. 

According to John 
Cirigliano, long-time friend of 
Fontaine's, the comedian had 
a pace-maker installed at the 
hospital and is now, "getting 
along fine." Cirigliano owns 
the General Plumbing and 
Heating Co in Medford. 

Born in Cambridge, 
Fontaine began his career in 
the firemen and policemen 
ball circuits in the area. One 
of his several appearances in 
Woburn was at the Towanda 
Club in the 1940s. Nationally 
known for his role as a drunk 
in Joe’s Bar, the Winchester 
resident had many local 
friends. Besides being a 
successful comedian Fon¬ 
taine is the father of 11 
children. 


The fire box alarm sounds and the 10 
Winchester men spring to action. 

One is a self-employed landscape gar 
dener, one is a school bus driver, one works 
for the American Fire Alarm Co., but they all 
have one job in common these men are the 
town’s call firefighters 

This crew has been a part of the fire 
department since its existence, ninety-five 
per cent of Winchester's original force were 
call firefighters. But right after World War II 
their numbers dwindled to five or six men. 
Today the town is still having trouble finding 
people interested in filling this demanding 
position. 

These men are on call 24 hours a day. If 
one of them misses an alarm, a fine is 
deducted from his salary. However, they are 
permitted to come into the station a day 
before they wish time off and check out for a 
given amount of time. The town pays each 
member $1500 a year. 

Call firefighters assist the regular 
department in all box alarms, which include 
any major fires requiring a large number of 


firemen. When the call squad is needed, the 
lire station sends out a tone alert which is 
broadcasted over each member’s home radio. 
These men use the same protective gear as 
Ihe regular firefighhters, and many of them 
keep their equipment in their cars. 

This supplementary force answers about 
400 calls a year They do not attend the fire 
academy, but go to training sessions offered 
twice a year by the regular department. The 
call firefighters are now under the pension 
system. But they receive no hospital or 
vacation benefits. They do not have their own 
officers they work under the officer of the day 
at the station, 

With such little pay and long hours, why do 
Ihe call firefighters do it? 

Some, who wanted to join the regular 
department, did not get by the civil service 
exam Some need the extra income. Some are 
public service oriented. But according to 
Chief Robert McElhinney, of the Winchester 
Fire Department, all of these dedicated, 
hard-working men are just doing their bit for 
the community.

The costs of bureaucratic overkill 




First, the problem. 

“Order, (a) During the period Jan. 28, 
1977, through Feb. 24, 1977, no handler shall 
handle any navel oranges grown in District 1 
or District 3 which are of a size smaller than 
2.20 inches in diameter, which shall be the 
largest measurement at a right angle to a 
straight line running from the stem to the 
blossom end of the fruit: provided, that not to 
exceed 5 percent, by count, Etc. Etc. 

Now, the cost. 

The rising tide of bureaucratic regulation, 
like the example given above taken from the 
US Government’s Federal Register, is 
threatening to swamp American society in a 
well-intentioned sea of red tape and paper¬ 
work. 

Just in dollars, one estimate is that in¬ 
dividuals and businesses today are spending 
more than $100 billion a year just to fill out 
and comply with federal forms. 

Businesses large and small are required to 
prepare 114 million forms annually for the 
bureaucracy, at a cost the Library of 
Congress has figured at $40 billion. Another 
$40 billion is psent by firms in carrying out 
federal regulations, according to one business 
survey. And the cost in manhours of 
preparing the nation’s individual income tax 
returns exceeds $21 billion each yar, ac¬ 
cording to one respected analyst. 

This is not to say that the bureaucracy and 
its works are not often beneficial and 
sometimes indispeasable. But there is cer¬ 
tainly ample evidence that the balooning 
costs and petrifying effects of over-regulation 
and bureaucratic overkill have gotten way 
out of hand. Absorbed in matters both 
weighty and weightless, the paper shufflers 
accumulate an estimated 4.5 millionm cubic 
feet of paper every year, much of it sheer 
duplication of effort.

$100 billion diverted to paperwork is one- 
twentieth of the value of the nation’s total 
annual output, or gross national product, 
which for all of 1977 is projected to total $1.97 
trillion. The $100 billion diverted to paper¬ 
work, if spent instead for new plants and 
equipment would create almost 3 million 
permanent jobs in private industry. 

Many a small company has folded under 
the burden of federal paperwork. But no 
company is immune to its effects. The 
venerable Rock Island Railroad waited 10 
years for government approval of a merger to 
save the line, but finally went bankrupt just 
before the approval came through. 

Some hope in the effort to combat the 
rising tide of paperwork has now appeared. 
By Oct. 3 the final report of the Commission 
on Federal Paperwork will be sent to 
President Carter. It will contain 750 
recommendations for cutting paperwork that 
could result in annual savings of $10 billion 
according to one recent report. 

The commission itself has gone even 
further than this and has concluded that as 
much as one quarter of the $100 billion 
pricetag on federal paperwork could be 
eliminated, without impairing the govern¬ 
ment’s ability to function effectively. Not 
surprisingly, the commission found the single 
largest economy could be realized by 
reducing the paperwork surrounding welfare 
programs. 

The commission, created by Congress in 
1975, has no power to enforce its proposals 
other than "the moral power of a good idea," 
according to Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre of New 
Hampshire, co-chairman of the 14-member 
body drawn from Congress, the executive 
branch, state and local governments, and the 
private sector. 

In the months ahead the many recom¬ 




mendations of the commission will be 
carefully reviewed, and I hope we will see 
measurable results in the future. But red tape 
will be hard to reduce, even with the best of 
intentions. Congress routinely chooses 
paperwork when it sets up, monitors, and 
evaluates programs, and depends upon 
universal reporting rather than on-site in¬ 
spections, audits or other sampling. 


One student of this problem, Herbert 
Kaufman, is a pessimist. In his book on the 
subject, titled Red Tape, he feels there is little 
hope in winning the battle against un 
necessary pa| orwork. 

Kaufman, who is a political scientist at the 
Brookings Institution, believes the real cause 
of government red tape is not official 
stupidity or bureaucratic perversity. Indeed, 
he argues that government officials dislike 
red tape as much as anyone else. The real 
cause, he says, is the public. 

In Kaufman’s view, red tape results 
whenever the government is asked to protect 
people from each other, as in relations bet¬ 
ween buyers and sellers or between em¬ 
ployers and employees. More red tape in turn 
arises from the public mistrust of govern¬ 
ment, and to guard against official abuses. 
The result of "watchdogs watching wat¬ 
chdogs who watch watchdogs”? Simply more 
red tape. 

So the problem is deeply rooted in our way 
of life. But it’s worth a try, using common 
sense and flexibility, to cut back the costs of 
government paperwork to the bare minimum. 
That’s something we could all celebrate.

Week of October 17-21 

The House this week rejected 208-13 an amendment to a bill regulating 
open meeting laws. The amendment would have allowed a city or town to 
reject the use of the open meeting law'. Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 
was among the majority voting against local option in this case. 

The House also rejected a bill allowing Massachusetts stores to be 
open on Sundays all year round. Saltmarsh voted against the bill, which 
lost 178-43. 

The House refused 120-91 to discourage Into the floor for debate, a bill 
exempting senior citizens over 60 and the handicapped from the meals 
tax. Saltmarsh voted to discharge the bill onto the floor for debate. 

In other votes, the House rejected 148-64 an amendment which would 
have raised the pay for legislators from $14,664 to $18,482. The vote was on 
a complete package of raises and cost of living increases. Saltmarsh 
voted to leave the legislators’ salary at $14,664. 

The House first approved 113-99 and then defeated 116-88, a bill 
transferring the supervision of the Division of Marine and Recreational 
Vehicles from the Executive Office of Environmental Affairs back to the 
Executive Office of Public Safety. Saltmarsh voted both times to leave 
supervision under Environmental Affairs. 

In the Senate, amendments to a measure requiring insurance policies 
to be written in a form that can be easily understood were defeated 23-14. 
Sen. Sam Rotondi joined the majority in voting against the amendments. 

He also voted against an amendment to the Senate Ethics Code (which 
was approved) which would prohibit any senators, or employees of the 
Senate, from appearing before any agency, authority, board, or com¬ 
mission of the state, except in connection with legislative duties or in 
connection with a matter which involves a personal family interest, 
without disclosing the interest. The vote on the amendment was 34-1. 

Another amendment to the ethics code was rejected 30-7. This 
amendment would require members to report all reimbursements for 
expenses more than $10 instead of the proposed $100. Sen. Rotondi voted 
for the $100 requirement. 

The Senate approved its first code of ethics by a vote of 36-1. Sen. 
Rotondi voted in favor.
